OATH OF OFFICE 


The oath of office prescribed by the Constitution of the State was then 
administered to Honorable Richard S. Manley by Honorable C. C. Torbert, 
Chief Justice, Alabama Supreme Court. 


RESOLUTIONS 
The following resolutions were introduced: 
By Mr. Manley: 


H. R. 3. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, That the following be adopted as the permanent Rules of the House. 


Rule 1. The doorkeeper shall on meeting days, one hour before the 
session begins, clear the House of all persons not entitled to the floor. The 
doors of the House shall be opened except on such occasions as, in the opinion 
of the House, may require secrecy, but no person shall be admitted to the floor 
of the House while the same is in session, except members of the Legislature, 
the officers and employees of the two Houses, the Governor and his secretary, 
representatives of the press who shall be placed by the Clerk of the House, 
and other persons to whom either House, by unanimous vote, may extend the 
privileges of its floor; provided, however, that on the first legislative day of 
any regular or special session the families of the members of the House shall 
have the privilege of the floor, for that legislative day only. 


(1) When former members are on the floor of the House, they shall not 
be engaged in any lobbying activities. 


(2) For the purpose of this Rule, “press” means news gathering media 
or general news and not any trade or association. 
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(3) This rule shall be enforced by the Clerk of the House with or without 
the suggestion of any member of the House. 


Rule 1A. The Speaker shall take the Chair every day at the hour fixed 
on the preceding adjournment. He shall immediately call the members to 
order, and on the appearance of a quorum cause the journal of the preceding 
day to be read. 


Rule 2. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any person, 
within the doors of the House to present any petition, memorial, or address, or 
to have any such read. 


Rule 3. The presiding officer of the House alone shall introduce vis- 
itors in the House gallery. Such introductions shall be made at the request of 
any House member, but shall be made only at such time as not to interrupt or 
disturb the orderly transaction of the business of the House. 


Rule 4. The order of business in the House shall be: 
(1) Report of the Committee on Rules, 


(2) Reports of other standing committees of bills or resolutions, which 
shall be forthwith read by their titles a second time. In the call of committees 
the Speaker shall call them in their order. If the Speaker does not finish the 
call of committees before the House passes to other business, he shall resume 
on the next call where he left off. 


(3) The call of districts in numerical order for the introduction of bills, 
resolutions, memorials, and petitions, provided, however, that no bills other 
than local bills that have been advertised or general bills of local application 
shall be introduced in the House during a regular session after the House 
adjourns on the 24th legislative day. If the call has not been completed by 
12:00 M. the Speaker shall resume on the next day. 


(4) Whenever any message is received notifying the House of the pas- 
sage of Senate bills, the Clerk shall, immediately after the message is read, 
proceed to read the bills by title, unless the reading at length be called for by 
some member, in which event the bills shall be read at length and referred 
forthwith to a committee. The House shall then proceed with the business 
upon which it was engaged when the message was received. During a regular 
session, no bill that has originated in the House, except advertised local bills 
and general bills of local application, shall be sent to the Senate for its first 
reading after the Senate adjourns on the 26th legislative day. Provided 
further, that the House shall not consider a House bill which is amended in 
the Senate unless said bill is received from the Senate before the House 
adjourns on the 29th legislative day. 


(5) In special sessions of the legislature which last more than five 
legislative days, no House Bill which is amended by the Senate shall be 
received by the House after the next to the last legislative day of the special 
session. 


(6) The unfinished business in which the House was engaged at its last 
adjournment. 


When the hour of 12 Noon arrives, or before that hour if the call of 
districts has been completed, business shall proceed in the following manner: 


(7) Executive messages shall have priority over other business, and as 
soon as they are received they shall be read by the Clerk and a proper 
disposition made of them; and the House shall thereupon proceed with the 
business engaged in when interrupted by the message. 
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(8) Bills and resolutions on the calendar shall be taken up at 1 P.M. on 
each day, unless reached earlier; and no bill or resolution on the calendar 
shall be taken up out of its order. 


(9) No motion to carry over all bills on the calendar to reach a certain 
bill shall be in order unless the rules are suspended. 


(10) Miscellaneous business. 


Rule 5. The rules of the House shall not be suspended except by a 
four-fifths vote of a quorum present and voting. 


Rule 6. Norule shall be rescinded or amended without one day’s writ- 
ten notice of the motion thereof being given to all members of the House of 
Representatives by placing such notice in each member’s House mailbox, and 
filed with the Clerk of the House. All proposed rule changes shall be included 
on the calendar of the House on the next legislative day. 


Rule 7. Any matter may, by a vote of a majority of the members 
present, be made the special order for any hour, which shall take precedence 
at that hour of any other business except a motion to reconsider. Provided, 
that a motion to make a bill or resolution a special order shall give the 
number of the bill or resolution. And provided further, that no bill or resolu- 
tion shall be set for a special order or consideration except by a resolution 
reported from the Committee on Rules. 


Rule 8. Upon the introduction of a bill the same shall be read by its 
title only, unless a reading at length be called for by some member, in which 
event it shall be read at length; and upon such reading, the bill shall be 
referred to a standing committee. 


Rule 9. Every bill including proposed Constitutional amendments 
shall, on its first reading, be referred to a standing committee, but the 
reference to one committee shall not preclude a recommitment to another; 
and on recommitment the bill shall be open to amendment. 


Rule 10. The total number of votes necessary for the passage in the 
House of Representatives of any bill, resolution or otherwise in which the 
U.S. Constitution is to be amended or altered shall be no less than the number 
of votes necessary to amend the Constitution of the State of Alabama. 


Rule 11. All bills shall be dispatched in the order in which they are 
introduced, unless the House otherwise directs. 


Rule 12. Nobill orjoint resolution shall be received unless it is written 
on an entire sheet of paper, and if funding be involved, a statement of the 
source of the funding is included in the synopsis to the bill. 


Rule 13. When a motion is made it shall be stated by the Speaker; or if 
it is in writing it shall be read aloud by the Clerk. Every motion shall be 
reduced to writing if the Speaker or any member requests it. 


Rule 14. After a motion is stated by the Speaker or read by the Clerk, it 
shall be deemed in possession of the House, but it may be withdrawn by leave 
of the House at any time before a vote is taken thereon. 


Rule 15. Motions may be received in the following order when a ques- 
tion is before the House, to-wit: First, to fix the time to which the House shall 
adjourn; second, to adjourn; third, to indefinitely postpone; fourth, to lay on 
the table; fifth, the previous question; sixth, to postpone to a certain day, not 
beyond the probable duration of the session; seventh, to commit; eighth, to 
amend. 
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Rule 16. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, even in the 
absence of a quorum. 


Rule 17. The previous question shall be in the following form: “Shall 
the main question be not put?” If demanded by a vote of a majority of the 
members present, its effect shall be to cut off all debate and bring the House to 
a direct vote, first upon the pending amendments, if there be any, in their 
order, and then on the main question; but the mover of the question or the 
chairman of the committee having charge of the bill or resolution shall have 
the right to close the debate after the call of the previous question has been 
sustained, for not more than ten minutes. 


Rule 18. Bills, motions, and reports may be recommitted at the plea- 
sure of the House. 


Rule 19. The tabling of an amendment or subsidiary motion shall not 
have the effect of carrying with it the original proposition. 


Rule 20. Whena bill is reported favorably to the House and a minority 
report accompanies the favorable report, the minority report shall be consid- 
ered an amendment and the bill shall be read a second time; and said bill and 
minority report shall be placed on the calendar and be considered on the third 
reading of the bill. 


Rule 21. When the principal Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund Appropriation Bill and the principal General Fund Appropriation Bill 
are before the House for debate on third reading, before any vote is taken on 
either of such bills, there shall be provided time for discussion by the mem- 
bers of the House on the House floor. During the discussion, the chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, assisted by the Legislative Budget Officer 
and State Budget Officer, who shall, when needed have privilege of the floor; 
shall explain the bill, page by page and item by item, answering any ques- 
tions posed by any member regarding same. When any changes in either of 
such bills are offered either by the Senate, by Executive Amendment or by 
Conference Committee report there shall also be provided time for discussion 
by the members of the House on the House floor. 


Rule 21a. Inall future appropriations involving the Special Education 
Trust Fund of the State of Alabama in which the Legislative Fiscal Officer 
and the State Budget Director project that less than twenty million dollars 
are on hand excluding the amounts necessary to pay the outstanding bills 
against the Special Education Trust Fund, no appropriation bill will be 
passed of any nature involving the Special Education Trust Fund unless such 
bill is accompanied by a bill for raising revenue in the amount or exceeding 
the amount to be expended; such revenue bill must be passed before the 
appropriation bill is passed. When it is determined what percentage of the 
Special Education Trust Fund is comprised in the $20,000,000.00 listed in 
this resolution, said percentage shall apply as a cushion in appropriations 
from any and all state funds. 


Rule 22. Any member may call for a division of the question when the 
sense of the proposition will admit it. 


Rule 23. No member shall speak more than ten minutes at any time, 
except as provided in Rule 31. 


Rule 24. When the ayes and nays are desired, the Speaker shall be 
first called, and if the House be equally divided, the question shall be lost. 
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Rule 25. When a vote has been announced by the Speaker—except on 
a previous question, or on a motion to lay on the table, or to take from the 
table—it shall be in order for any member who voted with the prevailing side 
to move for a reconsideration thereof, Provided, that the motion is made on 
the same day, or by filing a written motion with the Clerk within one hour 
after reading the Journal on the succeeding day. Such motion shall be 
considered forthwith after disposition of any business then before the House 
or any business taking precedence thereto, unless by a majority vote the same 
be fixed for consideration at another time. When a motion for reconsideration 
is decided that decision shall not be reconsidered and no question shall be 
twice reconsidered. Provided, That a motion to reconsider a vote upon any 
incidental or subsidiary question shall not remove the main subject under 
consideration from the House. 


Rule 26. Nomember shall be permitted to explain his vote after a vote 
has been ordered upon any question except by unanimous consent. 


Rule 27. When taking the yeas and nays the electrical roll call system 
may be used, and when so used, it shall have the same force and effect as a roll 
call taken viva voce. 


When the House is ready to vote upon any question requiring a roll call 
and the vote is to be taken by the electrical roll call system, the Speaker shall 
announce: “The question is on (designating the matter to be voted upon). All 
in favor of such question shall vote ‘yea’, all opposed, ‘nay’. The House will 
now proceed to vote.” 


The Clerk immediately shall start the vote-recording equipment and 
when every member has voted, he shall lock the machine, record the vote, and 
ad vite the Speaker of the result; the Speaker shall announce the vote to the 

ouse. 


Any member shall be privileged to vote or change his vote after the 
vote-recording equipment has started to operate, by rising in his seat and 
announcing his vote before the result of the vote has been announced by the 
Speaker. 


No member shall vote for another member; nor shall any person not a 
member cast a vote for a member. In addition to such penalties as may be 
prescribed by law, any member who votes or attempts to vote for another 
member may be punished in such manner as the House may determine. Ifa 
person not a member votes or attempts to vote for any member, he shall be 
barred from the floor of the House for the remainder of the session, and he 
may be punished further in such manner as the House may deem proper. 


Rule 27a. When any person sitting in the balcony attempts to attract 
the attention of any one on the floor by word, deed or otherwise or when any 
person in the balcony makes gestures to attract attention from the floor and 
by his conduct commits any other action deemed by the Speaker to be 
detrimental to the orderly business of the House, such person shall be ousted 
from the balcony. 


RULES RELATING TO MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE. 


Rule 28. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the 
House, unless he may have leave, be sick, or unable to attend. 
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No male member of the House or any person who has privileges of the 
floor, except television cameramen, shall be admitted upon the floor of the 
House while the House is in session unless properly attired. Minimum stan- 
dards of dress shall consist of the wearing of a coat and tie. 


No female member of the House or any other female who has privileges of 
the floor, except television cameramen, shall be admitted upon the floor of the 
House while the House is in session unless properly attired. Minimum stan- 
dards of attire shall consist of the wearing of a suitable dress or an approp- 
riate blouse and skirt or pants suit. 


Minimum attire for pages shall be leisure suit and shirt for boys and 
slack suit for girls. 


Rule 29. Fifteen members shall have power to send for absent mem- 
bers or to move a call of the House, but no call of the House shall be made 
except on the concurrence of a majority of the members present. A majority of 
the House shall be a quorum to transact business. If those who vote are 
sufficient in number to show that a majority constituting a quorum so acted, 
those who thus voted only shall be counted as constituting the House for the 
purpose of that vote; but when any question is put to the House, and a quorum 
is not recorded as voting, the Speaker shall, before announcing the vote, on 
his own motion or on suggestion of any member of the House, instruct the 
Clerk to record as present a sufficient number of those members physically 
present in the House to constitute a quorum, though all present are not 
participating. 


Rule 30. Members shall particularly forbear personal reflections, and 
no member shall name another in argument or debate. 


When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the House, 
he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the Speaker. 


Rule 31. Nomember shall speak more than twice on the same question 
without leave of the House, unless he be the mover or chairman of the 
committee proposing the matter pending, in which case he shall be permitted 
to speak in reply, but not until every member choosing to speak shall be 
spoken. 


Rule 32. Upon the call of the House the names of members shall be 
called alphabetically and each member shall answer from his seat. 


Rule 33. When a vote istaken by yeas and nays and a member who has 
been absent returns before the question is decided, he shall be privileged to 
make inquiry of the subject before the House and to record his vote without 
discussion. 


Rule 34. If any member trangresses the rules, in speaking or other- 
wise, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call him to order, in which case 
the member called to order shall immediately sit down, unless he is allowed 
to explain; and the House shall, if appealed to, decide on the case without 
debate. If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at 
liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and the case requires it, he shall be liable to 
censure. 


RULES RELATING TO THE PRESIDING OFFICER 


Rule 35. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum. He may 
speak to points of order in preference to other members, rising from the Chair 
for that purpose. He shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
noe at the request of any member, which appeal shall be decided without 
debate. 
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Rule 36. The Speaker shall have a right to name any member to 
perform the duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond 
an adjournment, or he may designate a member as Speaker pro tem and the 
member so designated shall have and exercise all the powers and duties of 
Speaker for the time such member is acting as Speaker. 


Rule 37. When two or more members rise at the same time, the 
Speaker shall name the person who is to speak first. 


Rule 38. All questions shall be distinctly put in this form, viz: “Those 
in favor (as the question may be) vote ‘aye’,” and after the Affirmative voice is 
expressed, “Those opposed to the motion vote ‘no’.” If the Speaker doubts, or if 
a division is called for before a decision is announced, the members shall 
divide; those for the affirmative of the question shall rise from their seats, 
and afterwards those in the negative. 


Rule 39. The Speaker shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise 
directed by the House, and he may designate who shall be chairmen and 
vice-chairmen. 


Rule 40. In appointing a committee from the several subdivisions of 
the State, the Speaker shall designate who shall be chairman of such commit- 
tee. 


Rule 41. After the House of Representatives has adjourned sine die at 
the end of any regular session, the Speaker is hereby authorized to rename 
the membership of each standing committee. Such constituted standing 
committees shall take effect at the next regular or special session or at the 
time of the assignment thereto. 


Rule 42. The Speaker shall appoint a Reading Clerk for the House.

House:

Rule 44. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House with- 
out special leave. 


Rule 45. Upon a vote of a majority of the whole House any standing 
committee may be directed to act on any bill which shall have been referred to 
such committee, and to report the same to the House at its next sitting, in 
default of which such committee, or any of its members, shall be subject to 
such censure as the House may impose. Provided, that one day’s notice in 
waiting shall have been given to the House immediately after the call of the 

istricts. 


Rule 46. When the chairman of a committee is absent, the vice- 
chairman, if any, if not the member whose name appears next on the commit- 
tee, shall, during the absence of the chairman, become chairman, and have 
power to call together the committee for the consideration of bills. A majority 
of the committee shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business 
provided, however, that this limitation shall not apply to uncontested local 
bills being considered by one of the local legislative committees. 


A majority of the members of a committee may call a meeting of the 
committee at any time by giving each member a minimum of two (2) legisla- 
tive days’ notice and by posting on the Committee Announcement Board in 
the House Chamber a notice of such meeting. Such notice shall give the date, 
place and time of the meeting, shall be signed by each of the members so 
calling the meeting and the total number so signing shall be at least a 
majority of the whole membership of the committee. Such notice shall be 
posted at least two (2) legislative days in advance of the time set for the 
meeting. 


Further, a committee may not take action on a bill except when said 
committee is in session, and this provision may not be waived by a majority 
signing petitions or other procedural documents. 


Provided further that, as to bills relating only to Madison or Montgom- 
ery County, a majority of the members of the House representing portions of 
the respective county to which a particular bill relates shall constitute a 
quorum of the Legislation No. 4 Committee. 


Rule 47. All resolutions shall be referred to and reported from the 
Committee on Rules before they are voted on. 


All resolutions requiring an appropriation must be first referred to the 
Rules Committee and lay over one legislative day, provided, however, this 
rule shall not apply on the last legislative day of any regular or special 
legislative session. 
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Rule 48. No House Resolution or House Joint Resolution of congratu- 
lation, commendation or sympathy can be adopted except in the event of 
death or in the event that the person honored has accomplished something 
that is extraordinary and unusual. 


Rule 49. When acommittee has decided adversely to any bill or resolu- 
tion, such action shall be endorsed thereon and said bill or resolution reported 
to the House and placed on the adverse calendar. Any member may, after one 
day’s written notice, on the day named in said notice, after the call of the 
districts. move to take such bill or resolution from the adverse calendar, when 
the same may, by a vote of a majority of the entire House, be placed on the 
regular calendar. 


Rule 50. Every bill the principal purpose of which is to make an ap- 
propriation shall be referred to the Committee on Ways and Means before 
being placed on the calendar. When any bill making an appropriation is 
previously referred to another committee and reported favorably, it may be 
re-referred to the Committee on Ways and Means, which shall act upon said 
bill and return the same to the House within two weeks. No provisions of this 
rule shall apply to local bills that do not affect state revenue. 


Rule 51. No special committee, except a committee of inquiry, shall 
report but upon leave granted by vote of the House. A committee of inquiry 
may report at any time. 


Rule 52. The rules of procedure in the House shall be observed in 
Committees and Committee of the Whole as far as they may be applicable. 
Provided, that Rule 30 and the previous question rule shall not be applicable. 


Rule 53. In forming a Committee of the Whole House, the Speaker 
shall leave the Chair and appoint a chairman to preside. 


Rule 54. Upon a bill being committed to a Committee of the Whole 
House, the same shall be first read throughout by the Clerk, and then by 
clauses, leaving the preamble to be the last considered. After the report, the 
bill shall be subject to debate and amendment by clauses before the question 
of engrossing is taken. 


Rule 55. Upon introduction it is required that the synopsis on general 
bills include a statement of the source of funding if funding is involved in the 
bill. Also, local bills affecting state revenue shall be included. If the provi- 
sions herein are not complied with, the Clerk shall not accept such bill for 
introduction. 


Rule 55a. Inall bills that increase any state retirement benefits or any 
bill that adds to any existing state retirement fund, any group or individuals 
which are not currently covered by a retirement bill, such bill must be 
accompanied by a bill of which the principal purpose is to raise revenue to 
meet the additional expenses in the retirement program; such bill raising 
revenue must be passed before the retirement benefit bill is passed. 


RULES RELATING TO THE CLERK 
AND THE JOURNAL 


Rule 56. The name of a member who introduces a bill or joint resolu- 
tion shall be by him endorsed upon the same, and shall be inscribed by the 
Clerk upon the engrossed and enrolled copies when transmitted to the Senate 
or the Governor. 
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Rule 57. The clerk shall, upon introduction of a bill, immediately 
make a photo copy to be designated as a second official copy and to be used asa 
replacement in the event the original bill is lost, misplaced or destroyed. 


Rule 58. When a bill passes it shall be certified by the Clerk, who shall 
note the date of its passage at the foot thereof. 


Rule 59. Communications from the House of Representatives to the 
Senate shall be under the signature of the Clerk. When House bills are signed 
by the Speaker, the Clerk must by message notify the Senate and request the 
signature of the President. 


Rule 60. All bills acted upon by committees shall be endorsed as fol- 
lows:

Rule 61. The Clerk shall furnish to the members daily a printed calen- 
dar of all bills and resolutions on third reading, which bills and resolutions 
shall be arranged in the order in which they are entitled to consideration. 


Rule 62. The chairman of any committee may have a bill printed upon 
the filing of a request with the Clerk. 


Rule 63. Every bill making an appropriation from the state treasury 
or increasing or decreasing state revenue shall, before any vote is taken 
thereon by a committee, have endorsed thereon or attached thereto a fiscal 
note prepared by a legislative fiscal officer estimating the amount of money 
involved, and the anticipated increase or decrease in public spending or the 
increase or decrease in revenue collections under the provisions of the bill. 
Said fiscal note shall be printed on the calendar of bills on third reading 
following the title of the bill. 


Rule 64. There shall be printed on the calendar of bills on the third 
reading, immediately following the title of every bill which would amend a 
section or part of the Code by reference to its number only, a brief statement 
of the general subject to which such section or part of the Code relates. The 
Clerk of the House shall see to it that this rule is enforced. 


Rule 65. Whenever the House calendar contains more than twenty- 
five pages, either the first or last page thereof shall have printed thereon a 
numerical list of all House bills and all Senate bills on the day’s calendar with 
the number of the page on which the bill appears printed opposite the number 
of the bill.

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JOINT SESSION 


In accordance with the resolution, S. J. R.3, heretofore adopted, the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama met in 
Joint Session in the Hall of the House of Representatives for the purpose of 
hearing an address by the Honorable George C. Wallace, Governor of the 
State of Alabama. 


The Joint Session was called to order by Honorable Finis St. John, 
President Pro Tempore of the Senate. 


Thereupon, Honorable George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, delivered his address to the Members of the Alabama Legislature. 


ADDRESS BY 
GOVERNOR GEORGE C. WALLACE 
BEFORE JOINT ORGANIZATIONAL SESSION 
ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 
JANUARY 10, 1979 


Thank you very much, my good friend Finis St. John, President Pro 
Tempore of the Senate. I want to say to Lt. Governor-Elect McMillan, 
Speaker Joe McCorquodale, Speaker Pro Tempore of the House of Represen- 
tatives Rick Manley, and all that I believe our Alabama Legislative Branch 
of State Government is in good hands. I do appreciate your kind remarks, 
Finis. It is with mixed emotions that I come back to address you today—the 
last time I will officially appear before a joint session of the Legislature. I do 
appreciate the association that I have had with all of you. I especially 
appreciate those who appear today, such as the Speaker, Governor McMillan 
and others. If you perform within the next four years as well as you look, we 
will have four years of fine legislative government in the State. I am sure 
that’s going to be what will happen. 


I congratulate those members who are back who survived the holocaust 
of the last election. Congratulations especially to you new legislators who 
now have splendid opportunities to render most valuable service to the fine 
people of Alabama. 


I am very pleased with the incoming administration of Governor Fob 
James, because I feel that the State is in good hands as far as the Chief 
Executive of Alabama is concerned. I have said many times the old cliche 
made prominent by Paul Bryant, our coach at the University of Alabama 
when he was talking about another coach, “He’s going to be the finest.” Well, 
Isay Fob James in my judgment is going to be the finest Governor the State of 
Alabama has ever had, and that’s putting it pretty strong because I haven’t 
been such a bad one myself. 


Ihave addressed the Legislature on many occasions. I suppose more than 
any other man who has occupied the Chief Executive Office of Alabama. I am 
very grateful to you for inviting me again to speak. This is my last official 
time to speak to this body, and I want to thank the people of Alabama for the 
fact that they made it possible for me to serve three terms as Governor of 
Alabama. That is longer than any other individual. 


This state is a fine state. We have had phenomenal progress in the last 
couple of decades. I will not go into depth and detail of what those in the 
Legislative Branch and the people of Alabama have allowed us to accomplish 
during these years. I will mention the fact that we have come a long way in 
the aid of handicapped. Some programs, particularly our home-bound pro- 
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grams, are now being emulated and are going to be emulated by many other 
States in this union. We have seen rapid progress in education, improvement 
of law enforcement, free textbooks and an expansion of the medical schools. 
The Medical Center in Mobile is a very fine medical facility which became 
accredited in the shortest length of time of any new medical school in the 
history of our country. Our expanded Medical Center at the University of 
Alabama in Birmingham is the finest in perhaps the world. 


We are appreciative of the fact that the people of Alabama supported the 
junior college and trade school movements. These have provided opportuni- 
ties for people who otherwise would not have had an opportunity to acquire 
an education in this state. People of every economic background have had an 
equal opportunity in this regard. I want to thank the Legislature for making 
that possible. We all thank the people of Alabama for their support. 


We have done the best we could for the aged, blind and handicapped. We 
have come so far and there is stil] a long way to go. I hope that you will always 
remember that because these are the people that our Judo-Christian ethic 
tells us that we should support and look after those who cannot look after 
themselves. That has been, of course, the purpose of our administration and 
the purpose of the Legislature of Alabama. 


I am very proud of the fact that we have one of the tinest park systems in 
the aed States located right here within our fine and most beautiful 
Alabama. 


I am sure that our Medicaid program has been held in bound more than 
in most States but of course that is a problem that will continue due to the fact 
of additional and added cost each and every year. I read a report where during 
the last eight years we have had the lowest taxes per person with the 
exception of Arkansas of any State in the Union. No new taxes were passed 
upon the consumers of Alabama in the last eight years. Alabama is the only 
State that can say that except the State of Texas. If it becomes necessary in 
the future for additional revenues for the State to operate, you know full and 
well that they are being placed upon people who have at the present time the 
second lowest per person tax of any State in the Union. I am sure that in itself 
will lead you in determining whatever conclusion you might have to come to 
in that particular regard. 


Iam very proud, of course, that we have racial relations in Alabama that 
are splendid. I don’t think there is any State in the Union that has any better 
race relations than does the State of Alabama. Alabama is no utopia nor is 
any other State, but by comparison sake, I think race relations in Alabama 
are the best, and I hope and pray that they continue to get better and better. 


Yes, I will leave the Governor’s Office in the good hands of those who I 
have already named; the very abled, intelligent and religious individuals, 
such as Fob James, the legislative group that I mentioned, and, of course, the 
judicial system of our state headed by Chief Justice “Bo” Torbert. I think that 
you have a bright future for Alabama. 


There is some legislation that you must pass. I will mention briefly the 
Certificate of Need Law. Governor James was notified the other day by Dr. 
Ira Myers that by June 30 all of the Federal funds will be cut away from 
Alabama because the law passed in the last session of the Legislature had two 
amendments that HEW will not accept. This is something that is routine and 
it should be done in view of the fact that we do not want to lose any of the funds 
that rightly belong to Alabama in the health system. 
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I might suggest to you, if you are interested, the matter of reorganiza- 
tion. We have had consultants in the last several years to work up one of the 
finest reorganization plans that exists. Alabama is not burdened as are many 
other States with many high-level agencies. We have about 13 in all, not 
counting, of course, the multiplicity of boards and bureaus that do not spend 
the State’s money, but in many instances bring money into the General Fund. 
So, the reorganization plan that has been worked and paid for is at your 
disposal if you see fit to use it. Governor James has already been given a 
briefing and has been given copies of this particular reorganization plan. 


Yes, you have four good years in front of you, of course, unless worldly 
events interfere, which they can do. We see, of course, the trouble in Iran. We 
see the trouble in the Mid-East, which all directly affects the well-being of the 
people of the Western World, and I do hope that these matters are solved in 
such a manner that it will not cause, in my judgment, a stop in the continuous 
move in this state toward progress. 


I can remember back in 1932, as I have told on many occasions, about the 
speech that Franklin D. Roosevelt made in which he said, “The South is the 
number one economic problem of the Nation.” And since those years of ’32 
when the poor white and black people of our region stood together and held on 
until we could begin anew. We see now instead of being the number one 
economic problem of the Nation, the Southern United States or the great Sun 
Belt is the envy of the free world. That speaks well for the people of this state 
and region, and that’s the reason they have more influence today in the 
economic and political councils of this nation. 


I want to tell you of my experience as a young boy. I could smell and feel 
the depression years in the early 30’s. Iam old enough to have been a witness 
and experienced myself the kind of people in Alabama at that time. Most of 
our people were simply illiterate in those days—no fault of their own. But 
they never gave up. They still believed in the United States of America. They 
still believed in God and Country. That’s the kind of people who live in 
Alabama and our region. I can remember something that I have told many 
times, and I shall tell it over and over again. Asa young boy, nine or ten years 
of age, anyway old enough to listen to discourses, I rode to town on a bale of 
cotton with a white tenant farmer. It could have been very well a black tenant 
farmer because I have ridden to town on bales of cotton with them, also. But 
this simple illiterate tenant farmer of those early 30’s, in which there were 
hundreds of thousands of them throughout the South then, lay there with a 
wool hat, sweat stains from top to bottom; no socks on, cheap shoes, 
homemade shirt, cheap overalls, and probably no underwear. He said, “You 
know, George, the United States is the strongest country in the world. We 
could whoop all the other countries put together or we could whoop them one 
at a time.” Here was that semi-illiterate Southerner, which was the life of 
many in those days because of no fault of their own, who still without $10 
worth of material possessions of his own, loved his country so much that the 
way he expressed it was by talking about fighting somebody. He was having 
to fight to exist. He was having to fight to live. And those were the people 
written up by James Agee as being the heroes of the depression in the 
South—the tenant farmer, white and black. Someday you might read that 
volume from your library. 


Asa result of these kind of influences on me of knowing the ridicule given 
to us as I became a little older, encountering people from other regions or in 
the Armed Services and other places, I determined someday to be involved 
nationally because I wanted to tell the story of the people of our particular 
region. They were as good and refined and tempered through poverty as any 
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other people. They deserved to be recognized and respected. The leaders of the 
major parties, Democratic and Republican, always made it appear that if you 
were on the ticket from the South, you were a liability to that ticket. The 
people of Alabama did more to prove that this smear was not true. The 
average citizen’s viewpoint in the United States is the average citizen’s 
viewpoint here in the great State of Alabama. 1am very glad of the fact that I 
have had the opportunity as your governor to be the instrument to speak 
throughout the Nation in defense of the people, both white and black, of this 
great state. Those are experiences that I suppose many other Alabamians 
will never have. I cherish them because I was speaking about Alabama. They 
were about that tenant farmer and his kinsmen and those that I found near to 
my heart in those days. I pledged that same day that we would make it right. 
We were going to receive our pride back once more. That pride is back. We can 
hold our heads up and look straight ahead and know that we are one of the 
richest, finest, most progressive States of our section of the Union, and 
Alabama is one of the most successful in that regard. 


Iam very proud of this state. That’s the reason I involved myself nation- 
ally because I wanted to show the folks in this country that someone from our 
region could run and become the President. That has been proven now and 
you, the people of Alabama, did it. 


I want to thank you asI close by telling you that I am very grateful tor the 
fact that the people of this state let me serve them as their chief executive. 


I suppose really that my political career is probably over. I do not say in 
the sense of never, never because that would paint myself into a corner. But 
in all probability it is. 


I have enjoyed my association with every single one of you here today. I 
want you to know that as a private citizen if there is anything that I can do for 
anyone of you, I will be happy to do so. I want to thank you for your past 
cooperation. Thank you for the courtesies extended to me here on this last 
time that I will appear before a joint assembly of the great Alabama Legisla- 
ture. 


Thank you very much, ladies and gentlemen.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the following be adopted as the 
Joint Rules of this, the Organizational Session, the Regular Session and all 
extraordinary sessions of this Legislature: 


JOINT RULES OF THE TWO HOUSES OF 
THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA 
1979 


1. Messages from one house to the other shall take precedence over all 
other questions. 


2. When House or Senate bills are signed by the presiding officer of the 
House or Senate, the Clerk or Secretary, as the case may be, shall notify the 
other house and request the signature of the presiding officer to the same, and 
as soon as the message is read, the presiding officer shall immediately sign 
the bills in the presence of the House or Senate, as prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion. 
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3. No local or special bill shall be introduced into either house unless 
the member who introduces it discloses at the time the fact that the notice 
required by the Constitution and laws has been given, and submits one 
original and two exact copies of proof thereof with the bills. 


4. No bill amending a section or part of the Code by reference to the 
section or other subdivision of the Code shall be introduced into either house 
unless the title thereof contains a brief statement of the general subject, 
independent of references to the Code section, to which such section or 
subsection relates. 


5. The Secretary or the Clerk, as the case may be, shall, when a bill is 
duly enrolled and signed by the presiding officers of both houses, deliver the 
bill to the Governor noting thereon the day and hour and minute of delivery, 
and he shall make a written report to the house where the bill originated 
showing the number of the bill and time of delivery, which shall be spread 
upon the Journal. 


6. Allofficial printed legislative documents placed in the custody of the 
Clerk of the House and the Secretary of the Senate shall be assigned a 
number by the Secretary or the Clerk and the number, year and the session 
shall clearly appear on the title page of the document. 


7. The printer shall print fifty copies of each legislative document for 
the use of the Department of Archives and History, unless otherwise ordered 
by the Director. 


8. The privileges of the floor of both houses are accorded the Directors 
and employees of the Department of Archives and History and the Legisla- 
tive Reference Service and the Legislative Fiscal Officer and employees of the 
Legislative Fiscal Office in aid of the reference work required by law to be 
done for members of the Legislature. 


9. The presiding officer of the Senate shall preside when the two 
Houses meet in joint sessions. 


10. During the period between the end of a regular session and the 
convening of the next regular session, except for the period between the end of 
the last regular session in the quadrennium and the general election, mem- 
bers may deliver bills to the Clerk or Secretary. This shall be known as 
“pre-filing.” Such bills shall be numbered by the Clerk or Secretary in the 
order of receipt and otherwise processed for introduction when the regular 
session has been convened. Pre-filed bills shall be assigned by the presiding 
officer to a standing committee for study and shall be formally referred to the 
same committee upon commencement of the regular session. 


11. (a) No bill amending an existing statute shall be accepted for 
introduction in the Legislature unless: (1) the language to be deleted is 
stricken through (example: stricken through) and (2) the language to be 
inserted is underscored (example: underscored). 


(b) All amendments to bills shall refer to the line or lines to be amended 
by number and shall strike out the language to be deleted and underline the 
new language. 


(c) No bill shall be accepted by the Secretary or Clerk for introduction 
unless it is a legible copy and is typed on 8-1/2" by 14"’ paper with numbered, 
double-spaced lines. 
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(d) The provisions of this rule shall not apply to local bills or general 
bills of local application on a population basis. 


12. No bill amending an existing statute shall be introduced in the 
Legislature unless: (a) The subject of the bill, independent of references to 
code sections, is clearly expressed in the title, and (b) unless the material to be 
inserted is shown by underscored type, provided, however, that the provi- 
sions of 13(b) shall not apply to local bills or general bills of local application 
on a population basis. 


13. All bills, except local bills and general bills with local application, 
introduced in the House and Senate shall have printed at the top of the bill a 
brief synopsis of the contents. 


14. All members of the House and Senate, the press corps, employees of 
the two houses and any guests or visitors in the balconies of each house are 
prohibited from carrying a firearm or any other thing that might be con- 
strued to be a lethal weapon while in the House or Senate Chambers or any 
place on the second or third floor of the Capitol. This rule will not apply to 
employees of the two houses who are security officers. 


RULES RELATING TO LOBBYING 


15. Those Required to Register. All persons, except members of the 
Alabama Legislature, who seek to encourage the passage, defeat or modifica- 
tion of any legislation in either house of the Legislature or before its commit- 
tees shall, before engaging in such activities, register with the Secretary of 
the Senate and the Clerk of the House, respectively. Every registrant, in 
accordance herewith, shall also be required to state the extent of any direct 
business association or partnership with any current member of the Legisla- 
ture. This rule includes all persons representing any segment of municipal, 
county, state or federal government, or municipal, county, state, or federal 
government employees, and employees of newspapers, magazines, or jour- 
nals, that are compensated by any person, firm, corporations, or associations 
other than the news media by which they are employed. 


Any person, or the head of any firm, corporation or association employ- 
ing a registered lobbyist must certify under oath to the Clerk of the House 
and the Secretary of the Senate, respectively, the name and address of all 
persons that they have employed to represent them as lobbyists with the 
Alabama Legislature. No person shall become registered as a lobbyist to 
represent any person, firm, corporation or association unless he is so certified 
by the person, firm, corporation or association as one of their lobbyists. 


Whenever any person, firm, corporation or association discharges a 
lobbyist, or he leaves their employment for any reason, such person, or the 
head of any firm, corporation or association shall immediately so certify said 
fact to the Clerk of the House and the Secretary of the Senate, respectively. 


16. Method of Registration. At each regular or special session of the 
Legislature prior to engaging in the activities described in Rule 15 above, 
every such person shall register on forms prepared by the Secretary and 
Clerk, respectively, and shall state under oath his name and business ad- 
dress, the name and business address of his principal or principals, the 
general and specific areas of his legislative interests, and the duration of his 
agency. 

The Secretary and the Clerk, respectively, shall publish in the journal of 
each regular and special session, in tabulation form, a list of those filing the 
registration statements under this rule together with the information con- 
tained therein. 
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No registered lobbyist shall be permitted upon the floor of either house 
while it is in session. 


17. Registration Exception. Any person who, on an isolated basis and 
without intent to continue beyond a single day during a session of the 
Alabama Legislature, merely appears before a committee or committees in 
his individual capacity, or on behalf of a corporation, partnership or other 
business entity, with which such person is regularly associated as an em- 
ployee, officer or partner without receiving additional salary or compensa- 
tion, other than reasonable and ordinary travel expense, to express support of 
or opposition to any legislation, and who shall so declare to the members of 
any committee, or to the committee as a whole, with whom he discusses any 
proposed legislation, shall not be required to register as a lobbyist. 


18. Obligations of Lobbyist. A lobbyist shall supply facts, information, 
and opinions of principals to legislators from the point of view from which he 
openly declares. A lobbyist shall not offer or propose anything to improperly 
influence the official act, decision, or vote of a legislator. 


A lobbyist, by personal example and admonition to colleagues, shall 
uphold the honor of the legislative process by the integrity of his relationship 
with legislators. 


A lobbyist shall not knowingly and willfully falsify a material fact or 
make any false, fictitious, or fraudulent statement or representation or make 
or use any writing or document knowing the same contains any false, fictiti- 
ous, or fraudulent statements or entry. 


19. Rules Committee Advisory Opinions. A lobbyist, when in doubt 
about the applicability and interpretation of this rule in a particular context, 
may submit in writing a statement of the facts involved to the Committee on 
Rules and may appear in person before said committee. 


The Committee on Rules shall render advisory opinions to any lobbyist 
who seeks advice as to whether or not the facts in a particular case would 
constitute a violation of these rules. All opinions shall delete names and be 
numbered, dated, and published in the journals of the respective houses. 


20. Compilation of Opinions; Lists of Lobbyists. The Secretary of the 
Senate and the Clerk of the House, respectively, shall keep a compilation of 
all advisory opinions of the Committee on Rules as well as a current list of 
registered lobbyists which shall be open to public inspection. 


21. Penalties for Violations. Separately from any prosecutions or 
penalties otherwise provided by law, any person determined to have violated 
the requirements of these rules shall be censured, reprimanded, placed on 
probation or prohibited from lobbying for the duration of the session and from 
appearing before any committee of the Legislature. Said determination shall 
be made by a majority of the respective house upon recommendation of the 
Committee on Rules. The Committee on Rules, before making said recom- 
mendation, shall conduct a hearing, after notifying the person alleged to 
have violated this rule and granting such person an opportunity to appear at 
the hearing. 
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22. Secretary to Provide Forms. The Secretary of the Senate or the 
Clerk of the House shall provide blank affidavits for the convenience of 
registrants but the burden of compliance nevertheless always shall be upon 
the person required to register. 


23. Committees to be Diligent. Committees shall be diligent to ascer- 
tain whether those who appear before them in other than an obviously 
individual capacity have conformed with the requirements of this rule, and to 
report violations. No committeeman knowingly shall permit an unregistered 
lobbyist to be heard.

1. Legislation to postpone the convening of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama from February 6, 1979, to April 17, 1979. 


2. Resolutions to authorize the appointment and operation of a joint 
interim committee between the two houses of the legislature for the purpose 
of studying revision of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901.

The committee shall study all aspects of a new constitution and shall 
report its findings, comments and suggestions to the Legislature on the first 
legislative day of the next special or regular session of the Legislature, on 
which date the committee hereby established shall automatically be termi- 
nated and shall have no further legal function or existence. 


The members of the committee shall be paid the same compensation and 
expenses that they receive while in legislative session. The payment of all 
compensation and expenses under this resolution shall be paid from funds 
appropriated to the use of the Legislature.

(With Substitute): To provide for the budget period extending 
from October 1, 1978 through September 30, 1979 only, any funds allocated to 
local boards of education pursuant to Act Number 12 of the Second Special 
Session of the Alabama Legislature, 1978, may be transferred between and 
among line items.

Regular Session is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“HOUSE JOINT RESOLUTION CREATING A JOINT INTERIM 
COMMITTEE OF THE LEGISLATURE TO STUDY A NEW STATE CON- 
STITUTION. 

“BE IT RESOLVED) BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA. BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING. That there is hereby created a joint 
legislative committee to study all aspects of a new state constitution. The 
committee shall be composed of 34 members as follows: The Lt. Governor and 
17 members of the Senate appointed by the Lt. Governor, and the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives and 15 members of the House of Representa- 
tives appointed by the Speaker. The Lt. Governor and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives shall jointly act as chairmen of the committee and 
shall preside over the meetings of the committee. The committee shall meet 
upon the call of its chairmen. 


“The committee shall study all aspects of a new constitution and shall 
report its findings, comments and suggestions to the Legislature on the first 
legislative day of the next special or regular session of the Legislature, on 
which date the committee hereby established shall automatically be termi- 
nated and shall have no further legal function or existence. 
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“The members of the committee shall be paid the same compensation and 
expenses that they receive while in legislative session. In addition, any other 
legislative member who attends any meeting of the committee shall be paid 
their regular legislative compensation for each day’s attendance at any such 
meeting, upon the written approval of the Speaker of the House and Lt. 
Governor. The payment of all compensation and expenses under this resolu- 
tion shall be paid from funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature.” 


The provisions of this amendatory resolution are curative, cumulative 
and retroactively effective to January 26, 1979. Any payments heretofore or 
hereafter made pursuant to this resolution are expressly ratified and con- 
firmed.

To amend Code of Alabama 1975 sections 5-19-3 and 5-19-31, 
which relate to the regulation of extensions of credit, so as to provide further 
for the schedule of maximum finance charges; to provide further for the 
application of payments to accumulated charges on certain loans; and to 
provide severability of the provisions of chapter 19 of title 5 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975.

appears to have been issued upon lawful authority and who receives the 
certificate provided in this act; to provide that prior to making disclosure the 
bank may require that the person making the request reimburse the bank for 
the reasonable costs and expenses incurred or to be incurred by it in comply- 
ing with the request; to provide that if any provision of the act is invalid, such 
invalidity shall not affect any other provision; to repeal all laws in conflict; 
and to provide an effective date.

WHEREAS, he has contributed invaluable service to his country, to the 
people of the State of Alabama and to Auburn University through his 40 
years of tireless effort in maintaining and continually upgrading the 
Auburn-Opelika Airport and the Auburn School of Aviation so that the 
airport is now a modern installation with both scheduled and charter service 
and instruction facilities; now therefore,

Commissioner in said county; to prescribe the manner of appointment, term, 
compensation, duties and realm of authority of said commissioner; to 
prescribe more convenient and efficient procedures for assessment and 
collection of certain taxes and the issuance of licenses by said commissioner; 
to abolish the office of County License Inspector and transfer the duties of 
said office to the County License Commissioner; to transfer certain duties 
now performed by the tax assessor and tax collector to said commissioner; to 
prescribe fees, charges and commissions which may be collected by said 
commissioner pursuant to this Act; to provide for the disposition of the 
proceeds thereof and to require certain reports relative thereto. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created the office of County License Com- 
missioner in Lauderdale County, Alabama. No later than 30 days from the 
effective date of this Act, the legislative delegation representing Lauderdale 
County, by a majority vote thereof, shall appoint a County License Commis- 
sioner who shall serve for a term expiring on Inauguration Day in January 
1983. In the event such office should become vacant during such term, such 
vacancy shall be filled in like manner as the original appointment. Said 
Commissioner shall then run for election in the primary and general elec- 
tions in 1982 and every six years thereafter. The salary of said commissioner 
shall be $19,500 per annum, payable out of the county general fund in the 
same manner as other county employees are paid. He shall receive, in addi- 
tion thereto, an expense allowance in the amount of eighteen hundred dollars 
($1,800.00) per year, payable from the county general fund. 


Section 2. The County License Commissioner shall have an official 
seal of office and shall maintain his permanent office in the court house of 
Lauderdale County. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the Com- 
missioner of License shall take the oath prescribed by the Constitution of the 
state of Alabama, and shall execute bond in such penal sum as prescribed by 
the county governing body, giving as surety thereon a bond issued by a 
bonding company authorized vw du vDusiness in this state, The hand shall be 

conditioned as other official bonds, shall be approved by the governing body of 
the county, and shail be filed and recorded in the office of the indge of probate 
of Lauderdale County. A certified copy of such bond shall be furnished by said 
judge to the state comptroller. All premiums on said bond shall be paid from 
the general fund of the county. 


Section 3. The county governing body shall furnish suitable quarters 
for the County License Commissioner, and provide the necessary forms, 
books, stationery, records, equipment and supplies, except such stationery, 
forms and supplies as are furnished pursuant to law by the state department 
of finance or the state comptroller. The county governing body shall also 
provide such clerks, deputies and other assistants for said commissioner as 
shall be necessary from time to time for the proper and efficient performance 
of the duties of his office. The compensation of the clerks, deputies and 
assistants shall be paid out of the general fund of the county in the same 
manner as other county employees are paid. 


Section 4. The County License Commissioner shall appoint a deputy 
commissioner of license who shall, in the absence of the commissioner, 
exercise the same powers and authority herein granted to the commissioner. 
Such deputy commissioner, before he enters upon his duties, must take the 
oath directed to be taken by the constitutional officers of the state and give 
bond payable to the commissioner in such sum as he may prescribe con- 
ditioned upon the faithful performance of his duty. The surety on such bond 
shall be a bond issued by a bonding company authorized to do business in this 
state. Such bond shall be approved by the commissioner, filed and recorded in 
the office of the judge of probate. The premiums on this bond shall be paid out 
of the general fund of the county. 


Section 5. The County License Commissioner shall perform all duties 
relative to the assessment and collection of taxes on motor vehicles in such 
county, which have heretofore been performed by the tax assessor and tax 
collector. Said commissioner shall also issue all motor vehicle license tags 
and driver’s licenses, collect for and issue all other licenses for exercising any 
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right or privilege for which a license is now or hereafter may be required by 
law to be paid to the state of Alabama or the county except marriage licenses, 
and shall perform all the duties required by the general law of judges of 
probate relative to notations on license stubs of the transfer of ownership of 
motor vehicles, and the replacement of lost or mutilated license tags and 
driver’s licenses, and the notation of change of location of business on 
privilege licenses and stubs. The tax assessor and the tax collector of Lauder- 
dale County are hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities relative to 
the assessment and collection of taxes on such motor vehicles, and the judge 
of probate is hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities relative to 
issuance of motor vehicle licenses, driver’s licenses and privilege licenses and 
all other licenses except marriage licenses. 


Section 6. Before any person, firm or corporation shall engage in or 
carry on any business or other activity in the county for which a license is 
required by law, a license for such activity must be purchased from said 
commissioner and he shall be entitled to charge a fee of 50¢ for the issuance of 
such license. All costs, fees and penalties which shall have accrued or for 
which such person, firm or corporation shall have become liable in any 
proceeding commenced for the collection of same shall be paid before any such 
license is eligible for renewal. Said commissioner shall issue the license 
countersigned by him in the form and on the bank furnished to him by the 
state department of finance which shall set forth and specify the name of the 
person, firm or the corporation applying therefor, the business or activity 
which it proposes to carry on thereunder, the address where it proposes to 
carry on the same, the time for which it is issued, and if the license is for a 
peddler, it shall state whether he proposes to travel on foot, on horseback or 
on wagon or on motor vehicle. Such license shall not be transferable except as 
otherwise provided by law, nor shall it entitle the holder thereof to carry on 
any other business or do any other act other than that named therein at any 
other location than that specified; provided, however, that should it become 
necessary to move any business from one location to another location in said 
county, and such business is to continue in the same kind and character and 
by the same person or firm as that carried on at the former location, then, 
another license shall not be required for the same licensed year. 


Section 7. In all cases where the amount to be paid for a license to be 
paid depends upon the amount of capital invested or the value of goods or 
stock, or the amount of sales or receipts, or any other fact or condition, it shall 
be the duty of the person applying for such license to render to said commis- 
sioner a sworn statement of the amount of the capital invested, the value of 
the stock, the amount of sales or receipts, and such other information as may 
be required by said commissioner to determine the character of the license 
and the amount to be paid for the same. 


Section 8. The County License Commissioner shall keep at all times 
an accurate record of all licenses received by him from the state comptroller 
and of the disposition made of them, and of all monies received, licenses 
issued by him, and make report thereof to the state comptroller at the same 
time and in the same manner that the judges of probate are required to do 
under the general law. All unissued licenses and the stubs or duplicates or 
carbon copies of licenses issued shall be accounted for in the same manner 
that judges of probate are required by law to account for such. 


Section 9. Except as hereinafter provided, the County License Com- 
missioner shall be entitled to charge and collect the same fees that are 
prescribed in the general law for like service when performed by the tax 
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assessor, tax collector, judge of probate or the license inspector. For the 
performance of duties relative to the recordings of the transfer of the own- 
ership of motor vehicles as prescribed in the Code of Alabama 1975, said 
commissioner shall charge and collect a fee of $1.00. All such fees shal] be the 
property of the county and shall be paid to the general fund of the county. 
Refunds for licenses issued by mistake or fact of law shall be made under the 
conditions and in the manner prescribed by the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 10. To prevent motor vehicles from escaping taxation and to 
provide for a more efficient procedure for assessment and collection of taxes 
due on same, no licenses shall be issued to operate motor vehicles on the 
public highways of this state, nor shall any transfer be made by the County 
License Commissioner until the ad valorem tax on such vehicle shall have 
been paid to the county for the preceding year as evidenced by receipt from 
the said commissioner. Every person, firm or corporation driving or owning a 
motor vehicle who desires to operate a motor vehicle on the public highways 
of Alabama, shall first return such motor vehicle for ad valorem taxation to 
said commissioner who shall issue a certificate of assessment on a form 
prescribed by the state department of revenue, shall collect the taxes shown 
thereon, and shall make a duplicate of the tax receipt and keep same on file in 
his office. The license tag shall be evidence of the payment of the license and 
ad valarem tax due as provided under this Act. 


Section 11. Before any vehicle can be assessed, the County License 
Commissioner shall be furnished the tag number presently on the vehicie 
unless such vehicle is new, in which case said commissioner shall be fur- 
nished a bona fide bill of sale from the dealer showing when the vehicle was 
bought new. In the case of a used car brought into the state from a state which 
provides that upon sale or transfer of the motor vehicle, the tags are either 
surrendered to an appropriate authority or subsequently reissued by the 
seller, said commissioner shall be furnished a bona fide certificate of title 
properly assigned which shows when the car was sold to an individual, firm, 
corporation or association, living or operating in this state. If such tag 
number or bill of sale or certificate of title is not furnished, the vehicle will be 
presumed to have been in the state the entire year for which taxes are being 
assessed. Those motor vehicles brought into the state during any tax year and 
new motor vehicles for which licenses have never been issued that have been 
sold from the stock of a dealer during any tax year, shall be subject to taxation 
as if they had been held or owned in the state on the first day of October, 
except that taxes thereon shall be assessed on a quarterly basis as follows: 


1. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the first 
day of October, but before the first day of January next following, shall be 
subject to taxation the same as if held or owned in the state on the first day of 
October. 


2. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the first 
day of December, and before the first day of April next following, shall be 
subject to taxation for three quarters of the tax year. 


3. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the last 
day of March, and before the first day of July next following, shall be subject 
to tax for one half of the tax year therefor. 


4. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the last 
day of June, but before the first day of October next following, shall be subject 
to tax for one fourth of the tax year. 
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The County License Commissioner, in addition to assessing and collect- 
ing the ad valorem tax due the state and county on motor vehicles, shall 
collect the ad valorem taxes on motor vehicles due all cities in such county 
and he shall report and pay over the money collected for such cities at the 
same time and in the same manner as state and county licenses are reported 
and paid over by him. Said commissioner shall receive and deposit in the 
county general fund, a commission of 5% for collecting such taxes and shall 
deduct said commission from the amount collected before paying the city 
treasury. Said commissioner shall not issue a license to operate a motor 
vehicle on the highways of this state until all ad valorem taxes due the state, 
county and city have been paid for the preceding tax year. 


Section 12. After the 30th day of September, 1980, motor vehicles 
shall not be included in any assessment made by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion under the provisions of the Code of Alabama 1975, and any such motor 
vehicle shall not be considered as escape property by reason of failure to 
include the same in any tax return as of the first day of October, 1980, or any 
subsequent year. All motor vehicles shall be assessed and the taxes thereon 
shall be collected solely as herein provided. 


Section 18. The state comptroller, the state department of revenue 
and the state department of finance are hereby required to furnish to the 
County License Commissioner, all books, records and blanks now or hereaf- 
ter required by law to be furnished to judges of probate, tax assessors and tax 
collectors in connection with the performance of their duties in the issuance 
of automobile license plates and the assessment and collection of ad valorem 
tax thereon, and in connection with the performance of their duties relative 
to the issuance of privilege licenses. 


Section 14. The County License Commissioner shall take applications 
for driver’s licenses or renewals thereof, temporary driver permits and other 
motor vehicle operator’s licenses and give receipts for the fees paid therefor. 
All such applications shall be handled in every respect as prescribed in the 
Code of Alabama 1975. The same fees and charges may be collected and 
remitted in the manner therein prescribed except that issuance fees therein 
prescribed for the judges of probate or other issuing officials shall be collected 
for the use of the county and shall be paid into the general] fund in the county 
treasury at the same time that other monies due the county under this Act 
are paid. 


Section 15. The County License Commissioner shall take application 
for replacement of motor vehicle license tags which have been lost, destroyed 
or mutilated, and forward such application to the state department of reve- 
nue in the same manner that judges of probate or license inspectors are 
directed to do under the Code of Alabama 1975. For services in this connec- 
tion, he shall charge and collect the same fees prescribed in the Code of 
Alabama. Such fees, less the amount required by said Code, sent with the 
application to the state department of revenue, shall be the property of the 
county and shall be paid into the general fund of the county at the same time 
that other monies due the county pursuant to this Act are paid. 


Section 16. On or after the first day of September each year, the 
County License Commissioner shall mail a form requesting the information 
hereinafter specified to all owners of motor vehicles listed as such in the 
motor vehicle license records who have requested that such form be mailed to 
them. Such form shall be provided by the state department of revenue and 
shall contain spaces for the name and address of the owner of the motor 
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vehicle, the make, the model and serial number of the vehicle and such other 
information with respect thereto as the department of revenue may pre- 
scribe. The form shall also contain a space for the correct amount of the ad 
valorem taxes (state, county, school district and municipal), the amount of 
the motor vehicle license due thereon, the issuance fee and the mailing fee 
provided for herein; it shall also contain a space for the owner to fill in his 
present address if different from that shown in the application form and a 
space for his signature. The form shall be filled in by said department with 
the name and address of the owner, the description of the motor vehicle, the 
license tax and fees to become due on October first as shown on the license 
registration and transfer records, and the amount of ad valorem tax due on 
said motor vehicle for the preceding tax year. Said commissioner shall then 
cause the application form so filed to be mailed to the owner of the motor 
vehicle at his address shown thereon, or to the address which said owner 
requests that the application form be mailed to. The owner of the motor 
vehicle, if he is still the owner of the motor vehicle, and if he desires to pay his 
motor vehicle ad valorem taxes and license tax and secure his motor vehicle 
registration tag by mail, shall sign the application form, indicating thereon 
any change of address and return the same by mail with his remittance for ad 
valorem taxes, license taxes and fees as shown thereon to the commissioner. 
Money orders and checks for the payment of such taxes shall be made payable 
to the County License Commissioner. Upon receipt of the signed application 
form and remittance for the amount properly due for ad valorem tax and fees, 
the County License Commissioner shall thereupon mail a receipt for such 
taxes and fees and the license tag for his motor vehicle to the owner thereof. 
When an application form is returned to said commissioner unsigned or with 
less than the correct amount of the taxes and fees, such form shall be returned 
to the owner for correction or for signature. A return of such application or 
remittance shall not be construed as a time extension for such payment. 


Section 17. All applications for motor vehicle tags by mail and the 
correct amount of taxes and fees shall be received by the County License 
Commissioner, on or before November 10 and said commissioner of license 
shall mail such tag on or before November 14. Said commissioner shall 
charge and collect a fee not to exceed $1.50 for each motor vehicle tag issued 
by mail, in addition to all other fees prescribed by law. Such additional fees 
shall be paid by the owner of the motor vehicle with his mailed request for 
license tags and such fees collected by said commissioner shall be paid into 
the general fund of the county. The actual expense of mailing application 
forms to the owners of motor vehicles and of mailing tags as hereinabove 
provided, shall be paid from the general fund of the county upon warrants 
signed by said commissioner and approved by the county governing body. The 
procedure authorized by this Act for the pay ment of ad valorem tax and motor 
vehicle license tax and the issuance of license tags shall be an optional 
alternative to the procedure now provided by law. Each owner of a motor 
vehicle shall continue to have the right to pay taxes and to receive a tag in 
person without the payment of an additional fee. 


Section 18. Every purchaser of a motor vehicle shall, within 10 days 
after transfer of title to him, file such transfer with the office of the County 
License Commissioner. Failure to do so shall result in a penalty fine of $1.00. 
This penalty shall be remitted by the collecting authority to the county 
general fund. 


Section 19. After the passage of this Act, any and all duties now or 
which may hereafter be required by law for judges of probate with reference 
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to the registration, sale and distribution of tags for motor vehicles, the 
issuance of motor vehicle driver’s licenses, and temporary instruction per- 
mits and the transfer of ownership of motor vehicles, shall be performed by 
the County License Commissioner and said commissioner shall be entitled to 
collect all fees, commissions, charges, penalties and allowances heretofore 
provided by law for such judges to collect for performing such duties. All fees, 
commissions, charges, penalties and allowances collected by said commis- 
sioner in connection with the performance of such duties shall be distributed 
as provided by law. All records in the custody of the judge of probate relating 
to the duties herein imposed upon said commissioner shall, upon the effective 
date of this Act, be delivered to the office of the County License Commis- 
sioner. 


Section 20. The office of license inspector for Lauderdale County is 
hereby abolished. Thereupon, the County License Commissioner shall be- 
come the ex officio license inspector of the county. He shall perform all the 
duties required by law of the license inspector. Said commissioner and such 
other assistants as are duly authorized by him, shall have the same powers 
and authority as license inspectors have under the general law. For perform- 
ing the duties of license inspector required by this Act, said commissioner 
shall be entitled to charge and collect the same fees, costs, penalties and 
commissions as license inspectors have heretofore been authorized by law to 
charge and collect. All such monies collected by said commissioner shall be 
paid into the general fund of the county. 


Section 21. The County License Commissioner is hereby au- 
thorized to charge $1.00 per page or fraction of a page, to be paid into the 
county general fund, for copying any document or instrument which is on 
record in his office and if such copy is to be certified, he shall charge an 
additional 50¢ for certifying the same. 


Section 22. The County License Commissioner shall keep a pay book 
or ledger showing the amount of money collected each day for ack service 
performed and such book shall be open at all times to inspection by the county 
governing body. On or before the tenth day of each month, said commissioner 
shall furnish the county governing body a full report of all monies collected 
and the disposition thereof. 


Section 23. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part that remains. 


Section 24. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 25. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 

sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a joint 
committee to study the feasibility of constructing a building to house the 
Highway Department on state-owned property where the highway shops are 
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now located, and convert the present Highway Department building for use 
by the Legislature and by other state departments that need to remain close 
to the Capitol Complex but are currently located in buildings leased from 
private owners. Such committee shall be composed of three members from the 
House of Representatives and three members from the Senate to be appointed 
by the presiding officer of each house. The members of the committee shall 
elect from their membership a chairman. The committee shall consider the 
state’s buying the property East of the Capitol, between Washington and 
Monroe, and using any suitable buildings thereon as a source of rental 
income for the state until such property is needed for building purposes. If, 
however, said buildings are unusable, the state shall be authorized to de- 
molish them and hold this property for use as needed in the future to expand 
ue rapitol Complex for departments needing close physical access to the 
apitol.

WHEREAS, Standard Oil of Indiana, next in the food line for American 
dollars, reported only $349.1 million in earnings for a miserly 27.6 increase 
over 1978; the pittance in profits for other companies undoubtedly would 
indicate the self-same restraint and sacrifice as demonstrated by Exxon and 
Standard Oil; now therefore, 
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BEIT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, That we most highly commend the major 
oil companies of this nation for their concerted effort to hold down profits, a 
highly successful endeavor as evidenced by recently announced token earn- 
ings for this first quarter of 1979.

Legislative Technical Assistance Program for the purpose of utilizing the 
resources of the several accredited state universities which in turn find it not 
to be detrimental to their regular educational activities; that the Legislative 
Technical Assistance Program shall be under the direction and supervision of 
ajoint Legislative Technical Assistance Committee consisting of the Execu- 
tive Assistant to the Lieutenant Governor, the Executive Assistant to the 
Speaker of the House, the Director of the Legislative Reference Service or his 
staffnominee, three members of the Senate to be appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor, and three members of the House to be appointed by the Speaker.

revenues of such corporations derived from the operation or leasing or sale of 
any such property and to secure such bonds by pledges of such revenues and 
by mortgages on any such property; to provide that no bond or obligation 
created or assumed by such corporations shall create an obligation or debt of 
any county or municipality or of the state; to authorize the refunding of any 
such bonds; to provide that all such bonds shall be negotiable instruments; to 
authorize such corporations to enter into contracts to secure payment of such 
bonds; to authorize such corporations to create a statutory mortgage lien on 
property of such corporation in favor of the holders of such bonds; to provide 
for the use of proceeds from the sale of bonds of such corporations; to authorize 
any county, municipality, or other political subdivision, public corporation, 
agency or instrumentality of this state to lend or donate money to or perform 
services for the benefit of such corporations, or to donate, sell, convey, trans- 
fer, lease or grant to such corporations, without the necessity of authorization 
at any election of qualified voters, any property of any kind, any interest 
therein and any franchise, and to do any and all things, whether or not 
specifically authorized in this act and not otherwise prohibited by law, that 
are necessary or convenient in connection with aiding and cooperating with 
such corporations in furtherance of their corporate purposes; to exempt from 
taxation such public corporations and their property and income, all bonds 
issued by such corporations, the income and interest from such bonds, con- 
veyances by and to such corporations, and leases, mortgages and deeds of 
trust by and to such corporations; to provide for the filing of the certificates of 
incorporation or the recording of any document by such corporations without 
the payment of any fees, taxes or costs; to provide for reports by such corpora- 
tions to the governor; to declare that this act shall be cumulative and not 
restrictive of powers otherwise provided by law; to provide for the severabil- 
ity of the provisions hereof; to provide the effective date hereof; to exempt any 
corporation organized hereunder from Sections 41-16-50 through 41-16-63 of 
the CODE OF ALABAMA 1975; and to provide for the dissolution of such 
corporations and the disposition of their property upon dissolution, and to 
specifically repeal Act No. 822, H. 557, 1978 Regular Session (Acts 1978, p. 
1213) as codified as Sections 41-10-120 through 41-10-134, Code of Alabama 
1975, and other conflicting laws.

THE UNITED CHEROKEE TRIBE OF ALABAMA AND REQUESTING 
FEDERAL RECOGNITION THEREOF. 


WHEREAS, the Cherokees have been in Alabama since time eternal 
and, as the first inhabitants of our state, are Alabama’s first citizens whose 
descendants today number among our state’s most prominent in all areas and 
professions; and 


WHEREAS, it is estimated that some one-third of Alabama’s present 
population is one thirty-second or more American Indian thereby qualifying 
as full-blooded native Americans; and 


WHEREAS, regrettably, this country’s first inhabitants have suffered 
more than any other group of people in our nation’s history, persecuted to a 
degree unknown to all but those who have suffered the indignities and 
humiliation heaped upon them through the years by punitive policies of a 
government that would deny their very existence; and 


WHEREAS, although in 1978, the United States Congress recognized 
and restored religious rights and freedom to American Indians, many other 
rights are still denied this nation of people; unlimited hunting and fishing 
rights, for example, are among those yet denied the Cherokees and other 
tribes, ironic and totally irrational in view of the fact that our native Ameri- 
can Indians were our first environmentalists and our first conservationists 
who hunted and fished for food only; and 


WHEREAS, to seek restoration of all their rights and recognition as a 
tribe, the Cherokees in Alabama have associated themselves together to form 
the United Cherokee Tribe of Alabama, an organization, encompassing all 
tribes represented in our state, for the purpose of preserving their heritage, 
culture, customs and religion; the United States Government has granted tax 
free status to this group but as yet has failed to recognize its members as a 
tribe; now therefore, 
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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the State of Alabama formally 
recognizes the United Cherokees of Alabama asa tribe, and declares its belief 
that, as a non-profit organization, said tribe qualifies for tax free status in our 
state. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the United States Government, 
particularly the Bureau of Indian Affairs, is hereby most strongly urged to 
also officially recognize the United Cherokees of Alabama as a tribe. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That copies of this resolution be sent to the 
President of the United States, the Bureau of Indian Affairs in Washington, 
to the presiding officers of the United States Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, and to each member of the Alabama Congressional Delegation in 
Washington, D.C.

WHEREAS, the public funds produced as a result of the proposed 
gasoline and petroleum tax will be administered by the Alabama Highway 
Department for the construction, maintenance and operation of the high- 
ways and bridges of this State and the operation and administration of the 
Alabama Highway Department; and 


WHEREAS, the consuming public of the State of Alabama and the 
legislative bodies of the State of Alabama have a direct right, interest and 
duty to know, learn and ascertain the need for such proposed tax and the 
efficiency with which said tax might be administered by the Alabama High- 
way Department; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a joint 
committee from both houses of the Legislature to be known as the “Joint 
Committee on the Alabama Highway Department Fiscal Responsibility” 
with the power, duty and obligation to study, analyze and project needed 
revenues, areas of improving cost accountability and efficiency and economy 
in employment and hiring practices. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That said Joint Committee is to be 
composed of eight (8) members, to be appointed as follows: 


One (1) member of the Senate, who shall serve as Chairman, shall be 
appointed by the Lt. Governor; 
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One (1) member of the House of Representatives, who shall serve as Vice 
Chairman, shall be appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives; 

Three (3) members each, to be appointed by the Lt. Governor and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, from the public at large from each of 
the following categories of business, organized labor and the professions. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the powers, duties and respon- 
sibilities of the Joint Committee are as follows: 


To meet, investigate, and report to both houses of the Legislature all 
information which is necessary, pertinent and relevant to the avowed pur- 
poses of this joint resolution, including, but not limited to the following: 


(1) The total income and distribution of all sources of funds, by category 
of sources of funds, which have been received and disbursed by the Alabama 
State Highway Department for any of its agencies for the fiscal years 1976, 
1977 and 1978. 


(2) To ascertain and report, by separate category, the expenditures of 
all funds used in connection with new construction, maintenance and miscel- 
laneous expenditures in connection with our highways and bridges on all 
state, county and federal roads. 


(3) A detailed breakdown on administrative expenditures for the State 
Highway Department. 


(4) A detailed list of employees by categories, classification of employ- 
ees, salary range by classification, number of employees, and whether such 
employees are temporary or permanent. 


(5) The application of the State Merit System laws to the hiring, firing, 
promotion, and transfer of State Highway Department employees. 


(6) The feasibility of establishing through legislation the development 
of alternative means of travel, both urban and rural, throughout the State of 
Alabama. 


(7) A breakdown of the amount of the estimated revenue to be produced 
in each of the 67 counties if a 4¢ per gallon state tax on the wholesale price of 
gasoline and crude oil is imposed as proposed by the Governor. 


This Joint Committee shall meet within ten (10) days after this resolu- 
tion being adopted by both houses of the Legislature and its creation, and 
shall organize and divide the area of responsibility by members of subcom- 
mittees as in the best discretion of the Chairman. The Committee members 
shall serve without pay. The Committee shall make its final report to the 
Governor and to both houses of the Legislature no later than thirty (30) 
calendar days after its creation. The life of this Joint Committee shall be for 
the duration of the 1979 Regular Session.

Section 1. Sections 16-54-1 through 16-54-18, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the University of Montevallo, are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


“S$ 16-54-1. The school heretofore established at Montevallo as the 
Alabama Girls’ Industrial School, subsequently known as and called the 
Alabama Girls’ Technical Institute, later known as and called the Alabama 
Technical Institute and College for Women and still later known as and 
called Alabama College is and shall remain a body corporate under the 
corporate name of University of Montevallo, and by that name may sue and 
contract, acquire and hold real and personal property and have and exercise 
all the powers of a corporation established to carry on be a state educational 
institution of higher learning and shall succeed to all the rights, privileges, 
emoluments, benefits, interests and titles heretofore at any time vested in 
said institution in its respective names. None of the powers, authority or 
functions of the corporation provided for in this chapter shall be abated or 
impaired by this section. Only the name of the institution shall be changed by 
this section. Whenever such institution is referred to in the Constitution and 
in the laws of Alabama by any one of the respective names by which it has 
been known, the same shall be considered to refer to University of Mon- 
tevallo. 


“§ 16-54-2. The University of Montevallo shall be governed by a board 
of trustees composed of the governor, who shall be president, ex officio, the 
superintendent of education, ex officio, and eleven other trustees (one trustee 
from each congressional district and, until as otherwise herein provided, a 
number of two trustees from the state-at-large sufficient to bring the number 
to or keep it at eleven.) Five members of the board shall constitute a quorum. 
The trustees shall be arranged in three groups. Those for the first, fourth and 
seventh congressional districts shall be group one, those for the second, fifth 
and eighth congressional districts and one for the state-at-large to be desig- 
nated by the governor shall be group two, those for the third, sixth and ninth 
congressional districts and the remaining one for the state-at-large shall be 
group three. Successors to those trustees in group one, when their terms 
expire, shall be appointed for a term to end on the third Monday in January, 
1981, and thereafter for a term of 12 years. Successors to those trustees in 
group two, when their terms expire, shall be appointed for a term to end on 
the third Monday in January, 1985, and thereafter for a term of 12 years. 
Successors to those trustees in group three, when their terms expire, shall be 
appointed for a term to end on the third Monday in January, 1989, and 
thereafter for a term of 12 years. In case of the creation and establishment ofa 
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tenth congressional district in the state, the trustee in group two from the 
state-at-large shall automatically cease to be a trustee from the state-at- 
large and become for the remainder of his term trustee for such tenth district, 
and there shall remain but one trustee from the state-at-large, and, if an 
additional eleventh congressional district be created and established, such 
remaining trustee from the state-at-large in group three shall automatically 
become a trustee for such eleventh district, and there shall be no trustee for 
the state-at-large, it being deemed inadvisable in any event to increase the 
numerical force of the board. No vacancy of the office of a trustee shall be 
occasioned by the creation of new districts or change of district lines, except 
as hereinbefore provided for the elimination of the state-at-large trustees, 
but all new appointees, except for the state-at-large, shall be, at the time of 
their appointment, residents of the district for which they are appointed, 
respectively. A vacancy in the office of trustee shall be occasioned by the 
change of residence of a trustee from the district from which he was ap- 
pointed. Trustees shall be appointed for a term of 12 years. In case of the 
creation and establishment of an additional congressional district in the 
state, the at-large trustee most recently appointed shall automatically cease 
to be a trustee from the state-at-large and become for the remainder of the 
term trustee for such new district. Otherwise, all new appointees, except for 
the state-at-large, shall be at the time of their appointment, residents of the 
district for which they are appointed, respectively. All appointments of trust- 
ees shall be made by the governor with the advice and consent of the senate. 
In case of a vacancy in the office of trustee, the governor shall appoint a 
successor, who shall hold office till the next meeting of the legislature, when 
the governor, by and with the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint 
a trustee, who shall hold office for the unexpired term. a trustee shall be 
ineligible to be elected by the board of trustees to or otherwise hold any office 
pertaining to this of the institution where compensation is provided. The 
trustees are entitled to receive payment of their actual expenses incurred in 
the discharge of their duties as such trustees. 


“§ 16-54-3. The University of Montevallo is established generally for 
the purpose of giving therein instructions in the liberal arts and sciences and 
in technical and professional subjects suitable for both men and women. To 
that end, departments or subjects of instruction may be established from time 
to time by the trustees upon the recommendation of the president and faculty. 


“The overriding mission of the University of Montevallo, unique in 
Alabama higher education, is to provide to students from throughout the 
state an affordable, geographically accessible, ‘small college’ public higher 
educational experience of high quality with a strong emphasis on under- 
graduate liberal studies and with professional programs supported by a 
broad base of arts and sciences, designed for their intellectual and personal 
growth in pursuit of meaningful employment and responsible, informed 
citizenship. , 

“Growing out of that mission and inherent in it are a number of on-going 
goals which the trustees from time to time may affirm on the basis of 
recommendations of the president. 


“The annual objectives of the institution, determined by the president, 
shall be consistent with the on-going goals and mission of the institution. 


“§ 16-54-4. On the advice of the faculty, and with the approval of the 
trustees, the president may grant and confer diplomas, certificates or degrees 
(including honorary degrees) upon such students or persons as may be enti- 
tled thereto under the rules adopted by the trustees governing this subject. 
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“§ 16-54-5. The trustees shall elect a president for a term to be fixed by 
them, who shall not be removed during the term for which he or she is elected, 
except for just cause, which shall be explicitly set forth in writing in the 
minutes of the proceedings of the trustees and approved by a majority of all 
the trustees. No person shall be eligible to the office of president unless he or 
she is a graduate of some college or university of well known high standing, 
an educator by profession, of good moral character and possessing good 
business and administrative qualifications. The trustees shall fix the salary 
compensation of the president, including such emoluments and prerequisites 
necessary to carry out the functions of the office. 


“S$ 16-54-6. The president, with the advice and consent of the trustees, 
shall appoint and fix the compensation for all faculty, including professors, 
associate professors, assistant professors, instructors and other necessary 
teachers, and officers all staff, including professional and nonprofessional 
staff. The president, academic vice-president, professors, associate profes- 
sors, assistant professors and instructors shall compose the faculty of the 
college institution. Policies and procedures governing the employment, dis- 
missal, promotion and disciplining of university faculty and staff shall be 
determined by the trustees. 


“S$ 16-54-7. The trustees of the university shall elect a secretary, who 
shall hold office for the term and receive such compensation as may be fixed 
by the trustees and shall perform such services as may be required of him or 
her. The president of the institution may serve in this position at the pleasure 
of the trustees. 


"$ 16-54-8. The trustees shall elect a treasurer, who shall not be a 
trustee, who shall receive, hold and pay out all moneys belonging to the 
university or that may be paid in for the necessary expenses of any students 
in the university or for his or her their use and benefit, and the treasurer shall 
hold office for the term and receive such compensation as may be fixed by the 
trustees. Before entering upon his the duties of the office, the treasurer must 
give bond in such penalty as the trustees may fix, payable to the University of 
Montevallo, with conditions that he or she will faithfully receive, safely keep 
and lawfully pay out, and promptly, fully and fairly account for all moneys or 
choses in action which may come to him or her by virtue of his the office, and 
the trustees may require a new bond, or an additional bond, whenever they 
judge that the interest of the university requires it. The business manager or 
chief financial officer by whatever name appointed by the president may 
serve in this position at the pleasure of the trustees. 


“§ 16-54-9. Whenever the funds in the hands of the treasurer or funds 
about to be received by the him the office are in danger of being lost, the 
trustees or president may remove the treasurer from office and take from him 
all funds and choses in action belonging to the university or any student 
therein, and may, in that event, appoint a temporary custodian with bond or 
security to hold such funds. 


“S 16 54-10. Thesecretary, the treasurer and all other officers, agents 
or servants of the university who are required to keep, use or dispose of any 
property of the university shall keep accounts of their transactions in books 
to be furnished them by the trustees, which shall at all times be open to the 
inspection and examination of the president, the trustees or anyone ap- 
pointed by the trustees thereto; and any person withholding such book or 
books belonging to the university from the inspection of any officer entitled to 
examine the same shall be immediately removed from his office or employ- 
ment by the president or trustees. 
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“§ 16-54-11. Any person residing in Alabama, of good moral character, 
in good health and of sufficient physical, emotional and mental development 
to support the assumption of success in his or her course of study, to be judged 
of by the president or a designee, who shall comply with all the requirements 
prescribed by the trustees, may be admitted into the university and, upon 
completing the course of study prescribed at the time of his or her admission, 
to the satisfaction of the faculty, shall receive the certificate, diploma or 
degree he or she may have earned. Whenever the accommodations of the 
university are sufficient to admit more students than apply and are accepted 
from Alabama, then students from other states or countries may be received 
and instructed in the university upon such terms and conditions as may be 
imposed by the president or trustees. 


“§ 16-54-12. The property of the university, of every kind and descrip- 
tion, shall forever be exempt from all taxes, municipal, county or state, and 
from all local assessments. The president, teachers, officers and employees 
are exempt from jury duty and all All employees are further exempt from the 
payment of town licenses for their labor while working for this institution. 


“§ 16-54-13. As far as may be practicable, students in the university 
shall may be employed in giving assistance in any department of work of the 
university to enable them to obtain instruction therein, but students shall be 
employed only in cases and to the extent that they may be able to render 
efficient service without injury to themselves or to the university. 


“§ 16-54-14. All rights of property and action which may have accrued 
to the university before October 1, 1927 are confirmed and preserved, includ- 
ing the right to permit alumni and friends to establish such corporate entities 
as an alumni association and a University of Montevallo Foundation, which 
may be staffed by and housed at the university, and no grant or gift of any 
valuable thing or right shall faii by reason of a mistake in the name of this 
corporation or college; provided, that the intention to grant or give to the 
institute may be derived from the words used in designating the beneficiary 
or grantee. All rights, powers and remedies granted in and by an act to create 
and establish an industrial school in the state of Alabama, approved Febru- 
ary 21, 1893, and any act amendatory thereof, are confirmed and preserved 
for the University of Montevallo. 


“§ 16-54-15. Whenever the University of Montevallo needs any land or 
interest therein near the university for its purposes, and the owner thereof is 
a minor or an insane person, or refuses to sell the land to the state for the use 
of the university, or will not agree with the board of trustees or the president 
on a price therefor, the trustees shall have authority to institute in the 
probate court of Shelby county proceedings in the name of the state of 
Alabama, to condemn such land, which proceedings shall be conducted as 
nearly as may be possible in accordance with the provisions of chapter 1 of 
Title 18. It shall be the duty of the trustees to pay out of the funds of the 
university all costs of every condemnation proceeding instituted by them 
under the power hereby conferred. 


“§ 16-54-16. The lands now owned by the University of Montevallo or 
granted by the United States or by the congress of the United States to the 
state of Alabama for the use of this institution, shall only be leased, sold, 
conveyed or disposed of only by the board of trustees, with the approval of the 
governor; provided, that the board of trustees may delegate to an its execu- 
tive committee to be composed of three or more of its members the right and 
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power to lease or sell any of said lands, with the approval of the governor, and 
when any lease or sale shall have been made as herein provided, the gover- 
nor, upon request of the board of trustees, or its executive committee, as the 
case may be, shall execute contracts of lease or deeds of conveyance as may 
have been agreed on between the board or its executive committee and the 
lessee or purchaser. All the proceeds arising from the sale, rental or lease of 
these and any other lands owned by the university, or any of the rights 
thereunto pertaining, shall be paid into the treasury of the state to remain 
forever as a fund and kept in a separate account for the use of the university, 
subject to withdrawal as provided hereafter, and upon which there shall be 
paid to the college interest at the rate of six percent per annum on such funds 
therein deposited prior to January 1, 1979, it being the purpose and intent of 
the state of Alabama to execute in good faith the trust reposed in it by 
congress when granting the lands to the state for the benefit of the institution 
and to preserve the proceeds arising from the leases or sales of the lands of the 
institution so granted by congress as a fund forever and to pay the interest 
thereon for the support and maintenance of the institution. 


“§ 16-54-17. The proceeds of all lands sold or leased by the University 
of Montevallo, or income therefrom, shall be paid into a separate account in 
the treasury of the state and disbursed to the University of Montevallo as 
requested and when requested by the university. The university, out of the 
money appropriated by the state legislature for its maintenance, shall pay all 
the expenses of caring for, protecting and selling the lands. 


“§ 16-54-18. On the last day of every quarter, the treasurer of the state 
shall pay to the treasurer of the University of Montevallo, upon the order of 
the president of the institution, interest at the rate of six percent per annum, 
on the whole amount of the fund in the treasury at the close of every quarter, 
arising from the sale of lands or any of the rights thereunto pertaining, and 
upon every sum paid into the treasury before the current quarter upon which 
interest has never been paid; it being the purpose and intent of the state of 
Alabama to execute in good faith the trust reposed in it by congress when 
granting the lands to the state for the benefit of the institution and to 
preserve the proceeds arising from the leases or sales of the lands of the 
institution so granted by congress as a fund forever and to pay the interest 
thereon for the support and maintenance of the institution.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. Ifany part of the act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

person’s injury; and to prohibit the use of such releases and statements as 
evidence in any court. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 


Section 1. Noattorney, claim agent, or person acting for an attorney or 
claim agent or any other person who is or may become interested in the 
prosecution of or defense against the claims of a person’s injury during the 
course of his employment within ten (10) days if such person is actually 
confined to a hospital, or if no hospital confinement, within three (3) days 
from the date of occurrence causing the person’s injury; (1) negotiate or 
attempt to negotiate a settlement with the injured person or with any 
member of the immediate family of such person if he is incompetent or 
deceased; or (2) obtain or attempt to obtain a general release of liability from 
such injured person or from such family member of a deceased or incompetent 
person; or (3) obtain or attempt to obtain any statement, either written or oral 
from said injured person or such family member for use in negotiating a 
settlement, or obtaining a release; or (4) negotiate or attempt to negotiate an 
attorney representation contract. 


Section 2. Any settlement agreement entered into or any general re- 
lease of liability made by any person after he incurs an injury during the 
course of his employment, or by any member of the immediate family of such 
injured person who is deceased or incompetent, which is obtained contrary to 
the provisions of Section 1 shall not be admissible in evidence in any court 
action relating to the injury and shall not be utilized for any purpose in any 
legal action in connection therewith. 


Section 3. Nothing in this Act is intended to preclude an interested 
party from advancing or loaning any sum of money to such injured person. 
Any sum of money advanced or loaned to such injured person may be de- 
ducted from any settlement made with him and receipts for such sums signed 
by the injured person within the appropriate days stated above shall be valid.

circumstances, (g) criminal abortion, (h) poisoning, (i) diseases constituting a 
threat to public health, (j) disease, injury or toxic agent resulting from 
employment, (k) while under the anesthesia or within twenty-four hours 
following anesthesia or any other diagnostic or therapeutic procedure, (1) in 
any prison or penal institution, (m) when in police custody, (n) when a body is 
to be cremated, dissected or buried at sea, (0) unclaimed bodies, and (p) when 
a dead body is brought into this State without proper medical certification; 
that in investigating a death under Section 167, a Coroner/Medical 
Examiner shall be authorized to take charge of the dead body, to investigate 
the circumstances of the death, to conduct or have conducted an autopsy, and 
whether or not there is an autopsy, to take and retain whatever tissues and 
biological samples he deems necessary, including blood and/or urine, from 
the body of a person which he deems necessary to establish the cause and 
manner of such person’s death, and to take possession of any object or article 
which in his opinion would be useful in establishing the identity of the 
deceased and/or the cause and manner of death; that there shall be vested in 
Medical Examiners all the authority now or hereafter vested in coroners by 
the law of Alabama, including the authority Section 76, Title 15, Code of 
Alabama of 1940, herein called ‘Section 76’, vests in coroners to make inquiry 
of the facts and circumstances of the death of any person who has been killed 
or has suddenly died under such circumstances as to afford a reasonable 
ground for belief that such death has been occasioned by the act of another by 
unlawful means, and the authority Section 76 vests in coroners to submit toa 
judge of a court of record or a district attorney sworn written statements of 
witnesses having personal knowledge of such circumstances, and tosummon,

The board shall examine said petition and the records of the licensee and 
the board, and if the facts set forth in the petition are such as to entitle the 
petitioner to the refunding of the money as prayed for and the board, upon the 
evidence adduced is satisfied that the petitioner is entitled to the refund as 
prayed for, it shall so certify to the comptroller stating the amount to be 
refunded by the state, the particular fund on which such warrant shall be 
drawn and forward to the comptroller copy of the petition with the certificate 
attached, and if the comptroller shall be satisfied that the petition is in form 
required by law, he shall draw his warrant on the treasurer as hereinbefore 
provided for the amount certified to him by the board. 


SECTION 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

WHEREAS, under current management guidelines, these multiple uses

WHEREAS, these prohibitions and restrictions are causing continued 
impairment of farming and ranching operations, imports of fuel and nonfuel 
minerals known or thought to be present in many wilderness study areas, 
timber shortages to local mills, an absence of critically needed information on 
mineral resources, increased balance of payment deficits, higher inflation, 
unemployment and continued erosion of dollar values abroad; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA, BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we 
memorialize the Congress to act immediately to: 


1. Resolve the uncertainties surrounding the future of these public 
lands; 


2. Prohibit lawsuits and other legal and administrative delays regard- 
ing these wilderness studies;

AN ACT 


Relating to Lauderdale County; to create the office of County License 
Commissioner in said county; to prescribe the manner of appointment, term, 
compensation, duties and realm of authority of said commissioner; to pre- 
scribe more convenient and efficient procedures for assessment and collection 
of certain taxes and the issuance of licenses by said commissioner; to abolish 
the office of County License Inspector and transfer the duties of said office to 
the County License Commissioner; to transfer certain duties now performed 
by the tax assessor and tax collector to said commissioner; to prescribe fees, 
charges and commissions which may be collected by said commissioner 
pursuant to this Act; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds thereof and 
to require certain reports relative thereto. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created the office of County License Com- 
missioner in Lauderdale County, Alabama. No later than 30 days from the 
effective date of this Act, the legislative delegation representing Lauderdale 
County, by a majority vote thereof, shall appoint a County License Commis- 
sioner who shall serve for a term expiring on the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January 1981. In the event such office should become 
vacant during such time, such vacancy shall be filled in like manner as the 
original appointment. Said commissioner shall then run for election in the 
primary and general elections in 1980 and every six years thereafter. The 
salary of said commissioner shall be $19,500 per annum, payable out of the 
county general fund in the same manner as other county employees are paid. 
He shall receive, in addition thereto, an expense allowance in the amount of 
eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800.00) per year, payable from the county 
general fund. 


Section 2. The County License Commissioner shall have an official 
seal of office and shall maintain his permanent office in the court house of 
Lauderdale County. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the Com- 
missioner of License shall take the oath prescribed by the Constitution of the 
state of Alabama, and shall execute bond in such penal sum as prescribed by 
the county governing body, giving as surety thereon a bond issued by a 
bonding company authorized to do business in this state. The bond shall be 
conditioned as other official bonds, shall be approved by the governing body of 
the county, and shall be filed and recorded in the office of the judge of probate 
of Lauderdale County. A certified copy of such bond shall be furnished by said 
judge to the state comptroller. All premiums on said bond shall be paid from 
the general fund of the county. 


Section 3. The county governing body shall furnish suitable quarters 
for the County License Commissioner, and provide the necessary forms, 
books, stationery, records, equipment and supplies, except such stationery, 
forms and supplies as are furnished pursuant to law by the state department 
of finance or the state comptroller. The county governing body shall also 
provide such clerks, deputies and other assistants for said commissioner as 
shall be necessary from time to time for the proper and efficient performance 
of the duties of his office. The commissioner shall have authority to elect, 
employ and discipline at will, such clerks, and other assistants, and to fix 
their compensation; however, the number and compensation of such clerks 
and other assistants shall be subject to the approval of the county governing 
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body. The compensation of the clerks, deputies and assistants shall be paid 
monthly out of the general fund of the county in the same manner as other 
county employees are paid. 


Section 4. The County License Commissioner shall appoint a chief 
clerk who shall, in the absence of the commissioner, exercise the same powers 
and authority herein granted to the commissioner. Such chief clerk before he 
enters upon his duties, must take the oath directed to be taken by the 
constitutional officers of the state and give bond payable to the commissioner 
in such sum as he may prescribe conditioned upon the faithful performance of 
his duty. The surety on such bond shall be a bond issued by a bonding 
company authorized to do business in this state. Such bond shall be approved 
by the commissioner, filed and recorded in the office of the judge of probate. 
The premiums on this bond shall be paid out of the general fund of the county. 


Section 5. The County License Commissioner shall perform all duties 
relative to the assessment and collection of taxes on motor vehicles in such 
county, which have heretofore been performed by the tax assessor and tax 
collector. Said commissioner shall also issue all motor vehicle license tags 
and driver’s licenses, collect for and issue all other licenses for exercising any 
right or privilege for which a license is now or hereafter may be required by 
law to be paid to the state of Alabama or the county except marriage licenses, 
and shall perform all the duties required by the general law of judges of 
probate relative to notations on license stubs of the transfer of ownership of 
motor vehicles, and the replacement of lost or mutilated license tags and 
driver’s licenses, and the notation of change of location of business on 
privilege licenses and stubs. The tax assessor and the tax collector of Lauder- 
dale County are hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities relative to 
the assessment and collection of taxes on such motor vehicles, and the judge 
of probate is hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities relative to 
issuance of motor vehicle licenses, driver’s licenses and privilege licenses and 
all ather licenses excent marriage licenses. 


Section 6. Before any person, firm or corporation shall engage in or 
carry on any business or other activity in the county for which a license is 
required by law, a license for such activity must be purchased from said 
commissioner and he shall be entitled to charge a fee of 50¢ for the issuance of 
such license. All costs, fees and penalties which shall have accrued or for 
which such person, firm or corporation shall have become liable in any 
proceeding commenced for the collection of same shall be paid before any such 
license is eligible for renewal. Said commissioner shall issue the license 
countersigned by him in the form and on the blank furnished to him by the 
state department of finance which shall set forth and specify the name of the 
person, firm or the corporation applying therefor, the business or activity 
which it proposes to carry on thereunder, the address where it proposes to 
carry on the same, the time for which it is issued, and if the license is for a 
peddler, it shall state whether he proposes to travel on foot on horseback or on 
wagon or on motor vehicle. Such license shall not be transferable except as 
otherwise provided by law, nor shall it entitle the holder thereof to carry on 
any other business or do any other act other than that named therein at any 
other location than that specified; provided, however, that should it become 
necessary to move any business from one location to another location in said 
county, and such business is to continue in the same kind of character and by 
the same person or firm as that carried on at the former location, then, 
another license shall not be required for the same licensed year. 


Section 7. In all cases where the amount to be paid for a license to be 
paid depends upon the amount of capital invested or the value of goods or 
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stock, or the amount of sales or receipts, or any other fact or condition, it shall 
be the duty of the person applying for such license to render to said commis- 
sioner a sworn statement of the amount of the capital invested, the value of 
the stock, the amount of sales or receipts, and such other information as may 
be required by said commissioner to determine the character of the license 
and the amount to be paid for the same. 


Section 8. The County License Commissioner shall keep at all times 
an accurate record of all licenses received by him from the state comptroller 
and of the disposition made of them, and of all monies received, licenses 
issued by him, and make report thereof to the state comptroller at the same 
time and in the same manner that the judges of probate are required to do 
under the general law. All unissued licenses and the stubs or duplicates or 
carbon copies of licenses issued shall be accounted for in the same manner 
that judges of probate are required by law to account for such. 


Section 9. Except as hereinafter provided, the County License Com- 
missioner shall be entitled to charge and collect the same fees that are 
prescribed in the general law for like service when performed by the tax 
assessor, tax collector, judge of probate or the license inspector. For the 
performance of duties relative to the recordings of the transfer of the own- 
ership of motor vehicles as prescribed in the Code of Alabama 1975, said 
commissioner shall charge and collect a fee of $1.00. All such fees shall be the 
property of the county and shall be paid to the general fund of the county. 
Refunds for licenses issued by mistake or fact of law shall be made under the 
conditions and in the manner prescribed by the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 10. To prevent motor vehicles from escaping taxation and to 
provide for a more efficient procedure for assessment and collection of taxes 
due on same, no licenses shall be issued to operate motor vehicles on the 
public highways of this state, nor shall any transfer be made by the County 
License Commissioner until the ad valorem tax on such vehicle shall have 
been paid to the county for the preceding year as evidenced by receipt from 
the said commissioner. Every person, firm or corporation driving or owning a 
motor vehicle who desires to operate a motor vehicle on the public highways 
of Alabama, shall first return such motor vehicle for ad valorem taxation to 
said commissioner who shall issue a certificate of assessment on a form 
prescribed by the state department of revenue, shall collect the taxes shown 
thereon, and shall make a duplicate of the tax receipt and keep same on file in 
his office. The license tag shall be evidence of the payment of the license and 
ad valorem tax due as provided under this Act. 


Section 11. Before any vehicle can be assessed, the County License 
Commissioner shall be furnished the tag number presently on the vehicle 
unless such vehicle is new, in which case said commissioner shall be fur- 
nished a bona fide bill of sale from the dealer showing when the vehicle was 
bought new. In the case of a used car brought into the state from a state which 
provides that upon sale or transfer of the motor vehicle, the tags are either 
surrendered to an appropriate authority or subsequently reissued by the 
seller, said commissioner shall be furnished a bona fide certificate of title 
properly assigned which shows when the car was sold to an individual, firm, 
corporation or association, living or operating in this state. If such tag 
number or bill of sale or certificate of title is not furnished, the vehicle will be 
presumed to have been in the state the entire year for which taxes are being 
assessed. Those motor vehicles brought into the state during any tax year and 
new motor vehicles for which licenses have never been issued that have been 
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sold from the stock of a dealer during any tax year, shall be subject to taxation 
as if they had been held or owned in the state on the first day of October, 
except that taxes thereon shall be assessed on a quarterly basis as follows: 


1. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the first 
day of October, but before the first day of January next following, shall be 
subject to taxation the same as if held or owned in the state on the first day of 
October. 


2. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the first 
day of December, and before the first day of April next following, shall be 
subject to taxation for three quarters of the tax year. 


3. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the last 
day of March, and before the first day of July next following, shall be subject 
to tax for one half of the tax year therefor. 


4. Motor vehicles brought into the state or sold from stock after the last 
day of June, but before the first day of October next following, shall be subject 
to tax for one fourth of the tax year. 


The County License Commissioner, in addition to assessing and collect- 
ing the ad valorem tax due the state and county on motor vehicles, shall 
collect the ad valorem taxes on motor vehicles due all cities in such county 
and he shall report and pay over the money collected for such cities at the 
same time and in the same manner as state and county licenses are reported 
and paid over by him. Said commissioner shall receive and deposit in the 
county general fund, a commission of 5% for collecting such taxes and shall 
deduct said commission from the amount collected before paying the city 
treasury. Said commissioner shall not issue a license to operate a motor 
vehicle on the highways of this state until all ad valorem taxes due the state, 
county and city have been paid for the preceding tax year. 


Section 12. After the 30th day of September, 1980, motor vehicles 
shall not be included in any assessment made by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion under the provisions of the Code of Alabama 1975, and any such motor 
vehicle shall not be considered as escape property by reason of failure to 
include the same in any tax return as of the first day of October, 1980, or any 
subsequent year. All motor vehicles shall be assessed and the taxes thereon 
shall be collected solely as herein provided. 


Section 13. The state comptroller, the state department of revenue 
and the state department of finance are hereby required to furnish to the 
County License Commissioner, all books, records and blanks now or hereaf- 
ter required by law to be furnished to judges of probate, tax assessors and tax 
collectors in connection with the performance of their duties in the issuance 
of automobile license plates and the assessment and collection of ad valorem 
tax thereon, and in connection with the performance of their duties relative 
to the issuance of privilege licenses. 


Section 14. The County License Commissioner shall take applications 
for driver’s licenses or renewals thereof, temporary driver permits and other 
motor vehicle operator’s licenses and give receipts for the fees paid therefor. 
All such applications shall be handled in every respect as prescribed in the 
Code of Alabama 1975. The same fees and charges may be collected and 
remitted in the manner therein prescribed except that issuance fees therein 
prescribed for the judges of probate or other issuing officials shall be collected 
for the use of the county and shall be paid into the general fund in the county 
aire at the same time that other monies due the county under this Act 
are paid. 
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Section 15. The County License Commissioner shall take application 
for replacement of motor vehicle license tags which have been lost, destroyed 
or mutilated, and forward such application to the state department of reve- 
nue in the same manner that judges of probate or license inspectors are 
directed to do under the Code of Alabama 1975. For services in this connec- 
tion, he shall charge and collect the same fees prescribed in the Code of 
Alabama. Such fees, less the amount required by said Code, sent with the 
application to the state department of revenue, shall be the property of the 
county and shall be paid into the general fund of the county at the same time 
that other monies due the county pursuant to this Act are paid. 


Section 16. On or after the first day of September each year, the 
County License Commissioner shall mail a form requesting the information 
hereinafter specified to all owners of motor vehicles listed as such in the 
motor vehicle license records who have requested that such form be mailed to 
them. Such form shall be provided by the state department of revenue and 
shall contain spaces for the name and address of the owner of the motor 
vehicle, the make, the model and serial number of the vehicle and such other 
information with respect thereto as the department of revenue may pre- 
scribe. The form shall also contain a space for the correct amount of the ad 
valorem taxes (state, county, school district and municipal), the amount of 
the motor vehicle license due thereon, the issuance fee and the mailing fee 
provided for herein; it shall also contian a space for the owner to fill in his 
present address if different from that shown in the application form and a 
space for his signature. The form shall be filled in by said department with 
the name and address of the owner, the description of the motor vehicle, the 
license tax and fees to become due on October first as shown on the license 
registration and transfer records, and the amount of ad valorem tax due on 
said motor vehicle for the preceding tax year. Said commissioner shall then 
cause the application form so filed to be mailed to the owner of the motor 
vehicle at his address shown thereon, or to the address which said owner 
requests that the application form be mailed to. The owner of the motor 
vehicle, if he is still the owner of the motor vehicle, and if he desires to pay his 
motor vehicle ad valorem taxes and license tax and secure his motor vehicle 
registration tag by mail, shall sign the application form, indicating thereon 
any change of address and return the same by mail with his remittance for ad 
valorem taxes, license taxes and fees as shown thereon to the commissioner. 
Money orders and checks for the pay ment of such taxes shall be made payable 
to the County License Commissioner. Upon receipt of the signed application 
form and remittance for the amount properly due for ad valorem tax and fees, 
the County License Commissioner shall thereupon mail a receipt for such 
taxes and fees and the license tag for his motor vehicle to the owner thereof. 
When an application form is returned to said commissioner unsigned or with 
less than the correct amount of the taxes and fees, such form shall be returned 
to the owner for correction or for signature. A return of such application or 
remittance shall not be construed as a time extension for such payment. 


Section 17. All applications for motor vehicle tags by mail and the 
correct amount of taxes and fees shall be received by the County License 
Commissioner, on or before November 10 and said commissioner of license 
shall mail such tag on or before November 14. Said commissioner shall 
charge and collect a fee not to exceed $1.50 for each motor vehicle tag issued 
by mail, in addition to all other fees prescribed by law. Such additional fees 
shall be paid by the owner of the motor vehicle with his mailed request for 
license tags and such fees collected by said commissioner shall be paid into 
the general fund of the county. The actual expense of mailing application 
forms to the owners of motor vehicles and of mailing tags as hereinabove 
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provided, shall be paid from the general fund of the county upon warrants 
signed by said commissioner and approved by the county governing body. The 
procedure authorized by this Act for the payment of ad valorem tax and motor 
vehicle license tax and the issuance of license tags shall be an optional 
alternative to the procedure now provided by law. Each owner of a motor 
vehicle shall continue to have the right to pay taxes and to receive a tag in 
person without the payment of an additional fee. 


Section 18. Every purchaser of a motor vehicle shall, within 10 days 
after transfer of title to him, file such transfer with the office of the County 
License Commissioner. Failure to do so shall result in a penalty fine of $1.00. 
This penalty shall be remitted by the collecting authority to the county 
general fund. 


Section 19. After the passage of this Act, any and all duties now or 
which may hereafter be required by law for judges of probate with reference 
to the registration, sale and distribution of tags for motor vehicles, the 
issuance of motor vehicle driver’s licenses, and temporary instruction per- 
mits and the transfer of ownership of motor vehicles, shall be performed by 
the County License Commissioner and said commissioner shall be entitled to 
collect all fees, commissions, charges, penalties and allowances heretofore 
provided by law for such judges to collect for performing such duties. All fees, 
commissions, charges, penalties and allowances collected by said commis- 
sioner in connection with the performance of such duties shall be distributed 
as provided by law. All records in the custody of the judge of probate relating 
to the duties herein imposed upon said commissioner shall, upon the effective 
date of this Act, be delivered to the office of the County License Commis- 
sioner. 


Section 20. The office of license inspector for Lauderdale County is 
hereby abolished. Thereupon, the County License Commissioner shall be- 
come the ex officio license inspector of the county. He shall perform all the 
duties required by law of the license inspector. Said commissioner and such 
other assistants as are duly authorized by him, shall have the same powers 
and authority as license inspectors have under the general law. For perform- 
ing the duties of license inspector required by this Act, said commissioner 
shall be entitled to charge and collect the same fees, costs, penalties and 
commissions as license inspectors have heretofore been authorized by law to 
charge and collect. All such monies collected by said commissioner shal] be 
paid into the general fund of the county. 


Section 21. The County License Commissioner is hereby authorized to 
charge $1.00 per page or fraction of a page, to be paid into the county general 
fund, for copying any document or instrument which is on record in his office 
and if such copy is to be certified, he shall charge an additional 50¢ for 
certifying the same. 


Section 22. The County License Commissioner shall keep a pay book 
or ledger showing the amount of money collected each day for each service 
performed and such book shall be open at all times to inspection by the county 
governing body. On or before the tenth day of each month, said commissioner 
shall furnish the county governing body a full report of all monies collected 
and the disposition thereof. 


Section 23. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part that remains. 
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Section 24. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 25. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

stances, (g) criminal abortion, (h) poisoning, (i) diseases constituting a threat 
to public health, (j) disease, injury or toxic agent resulting from employment, 
(k) while under anesthesia or within twenty-four hours following anesthesia 
or any other diagnostic or therapeutic procedure, (1) in any prison or penal 
institution, (m) when in police custody, (n) when a body is to be cremated, 
dissected or buried at sea, (0) unclaimed bodies, and (p) when a dead body is 
brought into this State without proper medical certification; that in inves- 
tigating a death under Section 167, a Coroner/Medical Examiner shall be 
authorized to take charge of the dead body, to investigate the circumstances 
of the death, to conduct or have conducted an autopsy, and whether or not 
there is an autopsy, to take and retain whatever tissues and biological 
samples he deems necessary, including blood and/or urine, from the body of a 
person which he deems necessary to establish the cause and manner of such 
person’s death, and to take possession of any object or article which in his 
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opinion would be useful in establishing the identity of the deceased and/or the 
cause and manner of death; that there shall be vested in Medical Examiners 
all the authority now or hereafter vested in coroners by the law of Alabama, 
including the authority Section 76, Title 15, Code of Alabama of 1940, herein 
called ‘Section 76’, vests in coroners to make inquiry of the facts and circum- 
stances of the death of any person who has been killed or has suddenly died 
under such circumstances as to afford a reasonable ground for belief that such

WHEREAS, pursuant to Amendment No. 373 to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, Section 2 of Act No. 46 enacted at the 1978 Second Special 
Session of the Legislature, and Section 4 of Act No. 135 enacted at the 1978 
Second Special Session of the Legislature, all agricultural and forest property 
in the State (in addition to certain other property in the State) shall, at the 
request of the owner thereof, be appraised, for purposes of ad valorem prop- 
erty taxation, according to its current use value and not at its fair and 
reasonable market value; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 4 of Act No. 135, the State Department 
of Revenue is required, among other things, to prescribe all needful rules and 
regulations for the enforcement and implementation throughout the State of 
“current use valuation” ofall agricultural and forest property, with respect to 
the methods of appraisal to be employed by the several county tax assessors 
and the forms to be used by taxpayers and county tax assessors in connection 
with the appraisal and assessment of agricultural and forest property; and 


WHEREAS, it is the sense of the Legislature that the method of apprais- 
al of agricultural and forest property described in Exhibit 1 attached hereto 
and made a part hereof is consistent with the intent and purpose of the 
Legislature in proposing Amendment No. 373 to the people of Alabama for 
their consideration and with the will of the people of Alabama expressed by 
their ratification of Amendment No. 373, and that the adoption by the State 
Department of Revenue of the aforesaid method of appraisal would fulfill the 
legislative mandate contained in Section 4 of Act No. 135 with respect to 
agricultural and forest property; and 
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WHEREAS, the Legislature finds that the application form set forth in 
Exhibit 2 attached hereto and made a part hereof would serve the purposes of 
the Legislature intended to be effectuated by the enactment of Act No. 135 
with respect to agricultural and forest property; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we recommend that the State 
Department of Revenue promulgate regulations adopting the method of 
appraisal of agricultural and forest property at its current use value de- 
scribed in the aforesaid Exhibit 1 and approving the application form set 
forth in the aforesaid Exhibit 2; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That a copy of this resolution be sent to 
the Commissioner of Revenue.

EXHIBIT 1 


CURRENT USE VALUATION OF 
AGRICULTURAL AND FOREST PROPERTY 


Current use valuation of agricultural and forest property for purposes of 
Alabama ad valorem taxation shall be determined on the basis of ten soil 
groups (as determined by the Soil Conservation Service of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture) and the net crop, pasture or timber income potential 
within each soil group. Current definitions of each soil group is attached to 
this exhibit as Appendix A. Landowners electing current use valuation shall 
have the current use value of their agricultural and forest property deter- 
mined from the net income approach. The net income potential is determined 
by capitalizing potential net agricultural or forest income for each type of soil 
group. The current use value of a piece of property is therefore assumed to be 
Depeeeen worth of the net income property of that particular soil group will 
produce. 


To determine current use value using this income approach a discount 
rate is to be selected annually utilizing the most recent five-year average of 
the interest rates on long-term United States Government bonds, as reported 
in the Federal Reserve Bulletin. (These have averaged 7.14 percent over the 
past five years, and this rate is the rate to be utilized for valuation for the ad 
valorem tax year beginning October 1, 1978.) 


Then, using approved agricultural budgets for various farm enterprises 
as published by the Cooperative Extension Service of Auburn University and 
soil groups from the Soil Conservation Service of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, net income flows are to be derived from land of each soil group as 
if the land were put in its highest and best agricultural or forest use. Three 
different subclasses of agricultural and forest property are recognized: crop- 
land, pastureland and timberland. Using available 1978 data from the above 
sources current use cropland values are determined for 1978 as follows:

Since it is assumed that cropland in each soil group can be placed in its 
highest and best agricultural use, cropland budgets for three universal 
crops—cotton, soybeans, and corn—are used in determining potential net 
income flows for cropland. 


Similar net income flows and computations are also to be developed 
within each soil group for timberland and pastureland, again using the 
approved Auburn University budgets and soil groups from the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, U.S. Department of Agriculture. Current use values for 
pastureland and timberland prepared in a manner comparable to that illus- 
trated above for cropland are, for 1978:

All applications for current use should be accompanied by a Soil Conser- 
vation Plan Map for the parcel in question, if a plan map has been prepared 
for the owner or is otherwise reasonably available. Any disputes or questions 
as to which soil group a particular parcel of land belongs shall be finally 
determined by the Board of Equalization of the county in question, after 
consultation with the Soil Conservation Service and the County Farm Agent. 
Fish ponds and the like not classified under Soil Group 10 shall be classified 
in the same class as the land surrounding the body of water in question. 


An appropriate filled-in form exemplifying this approach to current use 
valuation for a hypothetical piece of land follows as Exhibit 2. Total acreage 
is assumed to consist of 100 acres (90 in crops, 10 in pasture) in Soil Group 1, 
50 acres (25 in pasture, 25 in timber) in Soil Group 5, and 90 acres (timber- 
land) in Soil Group 7. 


*It is assumed that all land has at least some minimal value for ad 
valorem taxation. 
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APPENDIX A 
Soil Groups! 
NEARLY LEVEL UPLANDS 


Soil group No. 1. Nearly level soils on uplands; mostly deep and well 
drained (0 to 2 percent slopes). Soils in this group have no limitations that 
significantly restrict their use for agriculture. They are well suited to a wide 
range of plants and may be used for cultivated crops, small grains, hay crops, 
pasture, or woodland. They have moderate to high available water capacity 
and are responsive to fertilization. (Approximately 3% of total acreage) 


Soil group No. 2. Nearly level soils in uplands: mostly deep, imperfectly 
drained (0 to 2 percent slopes). Soils in this group have a wetness limitation 
that restricts their use for agriculture. The choice of plants may be restricted 
on some soils but as a group they are suited for cultivated crops, small grains, 
hay crops, pasture, or woodland. The wetness limitation can be partially 
overcome by drainage. The soils have high available water capacity and are 
responsive to fertilization. (Approximately 4% of total acreage) 


Soil group No. 3. Nearly level soils on uplands: mostly deep, well drained 
with thick sandy surtace layers (0 ts 5 percent. slopes). Soils in this group have 
a low available water capacity that restricts their use tor ayriculture. The 
choice of plants is restricted and the soils require special considerations when 
used for cultivated crops and small grains. Most soils in this group are well 
suited for hay crops, pasture, and woodland. Special practices must be used to 
prevent deterioration of the soils and to maintain yields if used for cultivated 
crops. Most soils in this group have low fertility levels that are not easily 
corrected by fertilization. (Approximately 2% total acreage) 


SLOPING UPLANDS 


Soil group No. 4. Gently sloping to sloping soils on uplands (2 to 6 percent 
slopes). Soils in this group have moderate limitations that restrict their use 
for agriculture. The choice of plants may be restricted on some soils but as a 
group they are well suited for cultivated crops, small grains, hay crops, 
pasture, or woodland. Limitations can be overcome by conventional practices 
but the soils require careful management to prevent deterioration and main- 
tain maximum crop yields. Limitations include one or more of the following: 
slopes of about 2 to 6 percent, a somewhat restricted rooting zone, very slow 
permeability of the subsoil, and low available water capacity. Most soils in 
this group are responsive to fertilization. (Approximately 14% total acreage) 


Soil group No. 5. Sloping to strongly sloping soils on uplands (6 to 10 
percent slopes). Soils in this group have severe limitations that restrict their 
use for agriculture. The choice of plants is restricted and the soils require 
special considerations when used for cultivated crops and small grains. Most 
soils in this group are well suited for hay crops, pasture, and woodland. 
Special practices must be used to prevent deterioration of the soils and to 
maintain yields if used for cultivated crops. Limitations include one or more 
of the following: slopes of about 6 to 10 percent, very slow permeability of the 
subsoil, shallow rooting zone and, low available water capacity. Some sandy 
soils in this group have low fertility levels that are not easily corrected by 
fertilization. (Approximately 15% total acreage) 


'Grouped according to factors that affect productivity. 
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Soil Group No. 6. Moderately steep soils on uplands (10 to 15 percent 
slopes). Soils in this group have very severe limitations that restrict their use 
for agriculture. The choice of plants is restricted and very careful manage- 
ment is required to prevent soil deterioration, protect crops and to maintain 
crops yields. Soils in this group are generally poorly suited for row crops and 
small grains. They are suited to pasture and woodland but steep slopes 
restrict their use for hay crops. Limitations include one or more of the 
following: slopes of about 10 to 15 percent, shallow rooting depth, low avail- 
able water capacity and surface stoniness that interferes with tillage. Some 
sandy soils in this group have low fertility levels that are not easily corrected 
by fertilization. (Approximately 14% total acreage) 


Soil group No. 7. Steep soils on uplands (15+ percent slopes). Soils in this 
group have very severe limitations that make them unsuited for cultivated 
crops, small grains, or hay crops. They are suited for pasture only to a limited 
extent and are used mainly for woodland. Limitations include one or more of 
the following: slopes greater than 15 percent, shallow rooting depth, low 
available water capacity, and surface stoniness that seriously interferes with 
or prohibits tillage. (Approximately 32% total acreage) 


BOTTOMLANDS 


Soil group No. 8. Bottomland soils that are well suited for cultivated 
crops, hay crops and pasture. Subject to occasional water overflow with only 
slight damage to crops. Soil wetness is correctable by drainage. Soils in this 
group are well suited for woodland. (Approximately 4% total acreage) 


Soil group No. 9. Bottomland soils subject to frequent overflow with 
severe crop damage. Excessive wetness that persists after drainage restricts 
the use of these soils to mainly pasture and woodland. Woodland growth 
potential is excellent but equipment limitations and seedling mortality limit 
intensive forest management. (Approximately 12% total acreage) 


Soil group No. 10. Soils normally covered with water or are saline. Soils 
in this group have such severe limitations that they are capable of only 
limited production of vegetative growth. They do not produce enough timber 
to justify management for production. (Less than 1% total acreage)

Medical Examiners, representatives or agents, for the performance of such 
duties in the entire county or in a designated portion thereof; that the county 
governing body shall be authorized to promulgate rules and regulations 
governing the operation of the Coroners’/Medical Examiners’ office and the 
performance of the duties of the members of the staff; that the employment 
and compensation of such Coroners/Medical Examiners, representatives or 
agents shall be governed by any applicable civil service law; that each 
Coroner/Medical Examiner shall be a physician licensed to practice medicine 
in Alabama and recognized and trained in forensic medicine and pathology; 
that when there is more than one Coroner/Medical Examiner on the staff, the 
county governing body shall designate one of them as the Chief Coroner/ 
Medical Examiner, and until such designation the Coroner/Medical 
Examiner longest in the continuous service of the County shall be the Chief 
Coroner/Medical Examiner; that the Chief Coroner/Medical Examiner shall 
direct the staff, subject to the supervision of the county governing body; that 
it shall be the duty of the Chief Coroner/Medical Examiner to investigate and 
determine, or to secure another Coroner/Medical Examiner to investigate 
and determine the cause and manner of any death when any death falls 
within one or more of the following categories: (a) criminal violence or 
criminal neglect, (b) suicide, (c) accident, (d) suddenly when in apparent good 
health, (e) unattended by a practicing physician, (f) suspicious or unusual 
circumstances, (g) criminal abortion, (h) poisoning, (i) diseases constituting a 
threat to public health, (j) disease, injury or toxic agent resulting from 
employment, (k) while under anesthesia or within twenty-four hours follow- 
ing anesthesia or any other diagnostic or therapeutic procedure, (1) in any 
prison or penal institution, (m) when in police custody, (n) when a body is to 
be cremated, dissected or buried at sea, (o) unclaimed bodies, and (p) when a 
dead body is brought into this State without proper medical certification; that 
in investigating a death under Section 167, a Coroner/Medical Examiner 
shall be authorized to take charge of the dead body, to investigate the 
circumstances of the death, to conduct or have conducted an autopsy, and 
whether or not there is an autopsy, to take and retain whatever tissues and 
biological samples he deems necessary, including blood and/or urine, from 
the body of a person which he deems necessary to establish the cause and 
manner of such person’s death, and to take possession of any object or article 
which in his opinion would be useful in establishing the identity of the 
deceased and/or the cause and manner of death; that there shall be vested in 
Medical Examiners all the authority now or hereafter vested in coroners by 
the law of Alabama, including the authority Section 76, Title 15, Code of 
Alabama of 1940, herein called ‘Section 76’, vests in coroners to make inquiry 
of the facts and circumstances of the death of any person who has been killed 
or has suddenly died under such circumstances as to afford a reasonable 
ground for belief that such death has been occasioned by the act of another by 
unlawful means, and the authority Section 76 vests in coroners to submit toa 
judge of a court of record or a district attorney sworn written statements of

He shall be appointed by the Judge of Probate from a list of four eligible 
persons selected and submitted to him as follows: If there is in such county a 
Judicial Commission pursuant to law or any amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama to select eligibles for appointment to vacancies in the office of 
Circuit Judge in Jefferson County, the Judicial Commission shall accept 
applications and submit the names of the three best qualified persons to the 
Judge of Probate and the Bessemer Bar Association shall name one addi- 
tional person, in the same manner as the Judicial Commission would select 
eligibles for appointment to a Circuit Judge vacancy. If there is no such 
Judicial Commission in Jefferson County, or if such Judicial Commission 
fails to act, then a committee composed of four members—(1) one of whom 
shall be a circuit judge of Jefferson County appointed by the presiding judge 
of the circuit court of Jefferson County, (2) one shall be a practicing lawyer 
experienced in probate court matters in Jefferson County to be appointed by 
the president of the Bar Association having the largest membership in 
Jefferson County, and (3) one shall be a practicing lawyer experienced in 
Probate Court matters in Jefferson County to be appointed by the president of 
the Bessemer Bar Association and (4) one shall be a non-member of the Bar 
Association appointed by the county commission or other county governing 
body—shall receive applications and certify the four deemed best qualified 
for such office. Vacancies shall be filled in like manner. The members of such 
Judicial Commission or other committee shall serve without compensation 
for such services. 


The assistant Probate Judge shall have such power, duties and functions 
as may be assigned to him by law or by the Probate Judge, and any law 
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setting his powers, duties, functions, qualifications, compensation or similar 
matters may be a general law based on population or a local law that need not 
be advertised in any manner. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from final 
adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The election shall be 
held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, as amended, and Sections 17-17-1 through 17-17-6 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the state. If a 
newspaper is not published in the county, a copy of the notice shall be posted 
at the courthouse and in three other places in the county.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) A person is considered medically and legally dead if, in 
the opinion of a medical doctor licensed in Alabama, based on usual and 
customary standards of medical practice, there is no spontaneous respiratory 
or cardiac function. 


(b) In the case where respiratory and cardiac function are maintained 
by artificial means, a person is considered medically and legally dead if, after 
performance of all appropriate diagnostic and therapeutic procedures and 
beginning at least six hours after onset of coma and apnea, the following 
conditions are observed for at least 30 minutes: 


1. Coma with cerebral unresponsivity; 
2. apnea 

3. dilated pupils 

4. absent cephalic reflexes; 

5. electroencephalogram (EEG) silence. 


The existence of the above conditions must be determined and agreed upon by 
both the attending physician and a neurosurgeon or neurologist licensed in 
Alabama. Upon such determination death may be pronounced before 
artificial means of maintaining respiratory and cardiac function are 
terminated. However, any patient who is in a drug-induced coma shall not be 
pronounced legally or medically dead until such patient shall have been in 
such drug-induced coma condition for at least 12 hours. 


Section 2. Except in the case where death occurs as defined in Section 
1 hereof, nothing in this Act shall prohibit a physician from using other 
procedures based on usual and customary standards of medical practice for 
determining death as the exclusive basis for pronouncing a person dead. 


Section 3. When a part of a potential donor is proposed to be used for 
transplantation pursuant to the Uniform Anatomical Gift Act of this State 
and the death of the potential donor is determined as set forth in Section 1 of 
this Act, neither the physicians making the determination of death nor the 
physicians making the independent confirmation shall be a member of the 
transplant team or shall participate in the procedures for removing or 
transplanting a part. 


Section 4. When a part of a potential donor is proposed to be used for 
transplantation pursuant to the Uniform Anatomical Gift Act of this State 
and the death of the donor is determined as set forth in Section 1 of this Act, 
complete patient medical records shall be kept, maintained and preserved.

To provide for the definition of death in cases where respira- 
tory and cardiac functions are maintained by artificial means, to further 
provide that nothing in the Act shall be construed to prohibit a physician 
from using customary procedures for determining death in other cases, and to 
make additional provisions pertaining to the determination of death in those 
cases in which some part of the body is to be donated for transplantation. 


Which was temporarily postponed on the eleventh legislative day, was 
taken up. 


H. 134 INDEFINITELY POSTPONED

To provide for a staggered system of registration for the an- 
nual issuance of motor vehicle licenses; to provide for five-year annually 
renewable license plates for private passenger automobiles and pickup 
trucks; to provide for interim validation tabs indicative of periodic registra- 
tion payment; to provide for numeric county prefixes; to provide for the 
design, manufacture and purchase of license plates and validation tabs; to 
provide for a penalty for the late registration of motor vehicles and the 
distribution of penalty fees; to repeal Section 32-6-50, Code of Alabama 1975, 
which provided for the five-year tags; to amend Section 40-12-265, Code of 
Alabama 1975, to provide a minimum fine of $25.00 for improper tags and to 
authorize county judges of probate to process the replacement of mutilated 
and lost tags; and to amend Section 40-2-12, Code of Alabama 1975, to allow 
the destruction of source documents after microfilming upon validation of the 
reproduction. The Commissioner of the department of revenue is hereby 
granted broad rule making powers for the implementation of this act.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for a staggered system of registration for the annual issuance 
of motor vehicle licenses; to provide each county with the option of converting 
to this system; to provide for five-year annually renewable license plates for 
private passenger automobiles and pick-up trucks; to provide for interim 
validation tabs indicative of periodic registration payment; to provide for 
numeric county prefixes; to provide for the design, manufacture and pur- 
chase of license plates and validation tabs; to provide for a penalty for the late 
registration of motor vehicles and the distribution of penalty fees; to repeal 
Section 32-6-50, Code of Alabama 1975, which provided for the five-year tags; 
to amend Section 40-12-265, Code of Alabama 1975, to provide a minimum 
fine of $25.00 for improper tags and to authorize county judges of probate to 
process the replacement of mutilated and lost tags; to amend Section 40-2-12, 
Code of Alabama 1975, to allow the destruction of source documents after 
microfilming upon validation of the reproduction; and to create a joint legis- 
lative committee to oversee the implementation of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Effective from and after October 1, 1980, the licensing, 
registration and ad valorem taxation of motor vehicles in compliance with 
the laws of the State of Alabama shall be on a staggered basis. 


To implement this Act, the licensing, registration and taxation may be 
for periods less than or greater than twelve months during the conversion 
year only. However, such proration of fees during the implementation of a 
staggered registration system shall result in the collection of a total amount 
of monies for the taxable year no more nor less than the current annual 
amounts received. 


Section 2. The staggered system for the licensing, registration and 
taxation of motor vehicles shall be implemented thusly: The first letter of an 
individual’s last name shall determine the month in which a vehicle owner 
shall register his vehicle(s), as indicated below: 


January—A, D, I, U 
February—B 
March—C 
April—E, F, J 
May—G, K, O 
June—H 

July—L, R 
August—M 
September—N, P, Q 


October—S, and trucks, mobile homes, commercial fleets, etc. 
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November—T, V, X, Y Z, and trucks, mobile homes, commercial fleets, 
etc. 


December—W 


After the conversion period all owners of passenger vehicles and pick-up 
trucks shall register their vehicles over a twelve-month period. All fleets and 
commercial vehicles shall be registered during the months of October and 
November. 


Each county shall have the option to issue vehicle licenses annually in 
lieu of the provisions and directives of this Act. In these counties annual tags, 
as defined within this Act may be sold on October 1 of each year. 


Section 3. The license plates for private passenger automobiles and 
pick-up trucks, such truck being defined as any truck with two axles anda 
gross weight not exceeding 12,000 pounds, shall be valid for five years and 
shall be replaced at the end of that period. License plates for all other vehicles 
shall be valid for one year and shall be replaced at the end of that period. 


Section 4. For the years during which the five-year license plates are 
not issued, in lieu thereof, tabs, stamps, or other devices suitable for attach- 
ing to a motor vehicle license plate shall be issued. The tab, stamp or device 
shall indicate the period for which it was issued and shall, when properly 
affixed to the license plate, evidence payment for the motor vehicle license 
fees and taxes for the period indicated thereon. Such tab, stamp or device 
shall be three inches wide by four inches tall or such other size as the 
legislative oversight committee deems appropriate and shall bear a bright 
reflective background contrasting with the digits or letters printed thereon. 
The first three letters of the month of expiration shall be printed on the 
bottom portion of said tab, stamp or device and shall be no less than three 
inches in width and one inch in height. 


Any numbers shown on such tab, stamp or device shall be for accounting 
purposes only, to be used by the department of revenue, and shall in no way be 
used for the identification of the vehicle. 


A person changing his county of residence shall be required to purchase a 
license plate Pa CeL Be new county of residence upon expiration of the 
license period covered by his present license plate or validation device. 


Section 5. Thedesign of license plates, including all emblems, slogans, 
symbols or characters appearing thereon, shall be by regulation as promul- 
gated by the revenue commissioner, and as otherwise specified by law. 
However, the face of the license plate to be displayed shall be fully treated 
with a retroflective material which will increase the nighttime visibility and 
legibility of the plate. There shall also be provided a special license plate for 
handicapped persons which shall be specially colored red, white and blue. 
The purchase of these tags shall be optional with the vehicle owner, who shall 
bear the cost of such plates, and in no way shall the purchase of these tags be 
construed as mandatory upon a handicapped person. 


Characters on the license plate which designate the county of issuance 
shall be numeric, and all numerals on said plates shall be no smaller than 
2-3/4 inches in height. The following numbering scheme shal] be used: 


(1) Jefferson County, 1; Mobile County, 2; Montgomery County, 3. 


(2) All other counties shall be ranked alphabetically and assigned 
consecutive numbers beginning with 4 and concluding with 67. 
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The board of corrections is directed to supply all license plates and 

revalidation devices required under this Act. The amounts charged by the 

board of corrections for the manufacture of revalidation devices shall not be 

ee than that charged for the manufacture of license plates on a per item 
asis. 


The board of corrections is hereby required to maintain an accurate 
system of record-keeping which shall trace and account for the handling and 
distribution of each plate and revalidation device throughout the manufac- 
turing process until such items are distributed to each county. 


Section 6. The department of revenue, or any other state agency au- 
thorized to do so, shall print and issue vehicle registration renewal notices in 
such a way that they can be processed or ready by “optical character reader” 
machines. 


A penalty of $10.00 shall be assessed by the official charged with issuing 
motor vehicle licenses for the late registration of a motor vehicle under the 
system of registration imposed by this Act. Licenses shall be renewed at any 
time during the month of expiration; provided, however, persons renewing 
licenses within seven calendar days after the month of expiration shall pay 
only a $2.00 penalty fee. This fee shall not be construed as coming under the 
requirements of Section 40-12-269. 


The $10.00 penalty fee shall be disposed of in accordance with Amend- 
ment No. 354, Alabama Constitution of 1901, as follows: 


(1) Fifty percent shall be remitted to the state treasurer. 


(2) Thirty percent shall be paid to the treasurer of the county in which 
the penalty fee was collected. 


(3) Twenty percent shall be paid to the official issuing the vehicle 
license, if he is on a fee basis; otherwise to the county treasurer if he ison a 
salary. 


The $2.00 fee will be paid to the official issuing the vehicle license, if he is 
on a fee basis; otherwise to the county treasurer if he is on a salary. 


Section 7. Section 40-12-265, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“S$ 40-12-265. 


“(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to mutilate or alter for the 
purpose of deception any motor vehicle tag, plate or validation stamp or to use 
upon any motor vehicle any tags, plates or validation stamps in imitation of 
or substitution for authorized issued tags, plates or validation stamps. It 
shall be the duty of all sheriffs, police officers, state troopers, highway 
patrolmen, license inspectors, deputy license inspectors and field agents of 
the department of revenue to arrest any person violating the provisions of 
this section, and upon conviction of any such person a fine of not less than 
$25.00 nor exceeding $100.00 shall may be imposed for each offense. The 
license inspector shall receive the same a fee of $1.50 for making such arrests 
as is now received by the sheriffs or if such arrests are made by his deputy, 
which arrest fee shall be collected as a part of the costs in any such action 
before a justice of the peace or other court of like competent jurisdiction. 


“(b) Incase one or both of the tags, plates or validation stamp become so 
mutilated as to make it or them illegible, the owner of the vehicle must file 
with the county license inspector, or if there is no license inspector then with 
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the probate judge, an application setting forth the facts that the tags, plates 
or validation stamp or one of them has been lost, mutilated or destroyed; and, 
upon payment of $3.00 and the surrender of the tag or tags, plate or plates, 
one or both of which are so mutilated or lost, the license inspector probate 
judge shall forward such tag or tags, plate or plates which have been surren- 
dered, together with the application and $2.00 to the state department of 
revenue, and which shall issue without additional charge a set of replace- 
ment tags or plates and forward same to the applicant party designated by 
the license inspector on the application. The probate judge license inspector 
shall retain $1.00 for his service. and to defray the cost of mailing the tags or 
plates to the department of revenue. Should the lost tag or tags, plate or 
plates be recovered or come into the possession of such applicant, he must 
immediately deliver same to the license inspector probate judge. Should any 
person use upon any motor vehicle the old tag or tags, plate or plates, he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction be fined as provided in 
subsection (a) of this section, and shall in addition be required to procure a 
proper license at the annual rate levied for such license. 


“(c) Any person using a motor vehicle with improper license, improper 
tag or tags, plate or plates or validation stamp, or failing to have tag or tags, 
plate or plates properly displayed, or with only one tag or plate shall be 
notified in writing by the license inspector or field agent. If after five days 
from the date of such notice said person fails or refuses to comply with said 
notice, the license inspector shall thereupon issue citation to such person to 
appear instanter and procure such proper license or, in the case of mutilated 
or lost license plate or plates, to make the application and pay the amount as 
herein provided; where such person is cited for improperly displaying the 
license plate or plates and fails or refuses to comply with the citation of the 
license inspector, such person shall be arrested and, upon conviction, fined as 
herein provided. In each case where the citation has been served in accor- 
ae herewith, the license inspector shall be entitled to a citation fee of 

1.50.” 


Section 8. Section 40-2-12, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§  40-2-12. 


“The commissioner of revenue of the State of Alabama is authorized to 
make or to have made microfilm copies, photostatic copies or other similar 
photographic reproductions of any books, records, returns, files, minutes, 
letters, correspondence, motor vehicle registration cards, reports, petitions, 
permits, applications, receipts, assessments, notices and any other document 
required to be maintained: or kept by the department of revenue or any 
agency, division or employee thereof. The commissioner of revenue is au- 
thorized to destroy or cause to be disposed of, at any time after the expiration 
of three years after the date of receipt, validation of the reproduction, any of 
the above named documents which have been microfilmed, photostated or 
otherwise photographed. Such microfilm, photostat or other photograph 
shall be retained and kept in lieu of such documents required to be kept or 
maintained.” 


Section 9. It is hereby specifically provided that this Act shall be 
pees in pari materia with Sections 32-8-32 and 32-8-33, Code of Ala- 
ama 1975. 


Section 10. There is hereby created a legislative committee to oversee 
the implementation and administration of this Act. Such committee shall be 
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composed of two members of the House of Representatives, who shall be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House, and serve at his pleasure, and two 
members of the Senate, who shall be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor, 
and serve at his pleasure. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed, specifically Section 32-6-50, Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 13. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

for dental hygienists to an amount not less than $20.00 nor more than

annual registration certificate fee to an amount not less than $10.00 nor more 
than $50.00, and by increasing the teaching permit fee to an amount not less 
than $5.00 nor more than $50.00; amends Section 34-9-26, Code of Alabama

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) Section 34-9-8, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 34-9-8. The board shall issue teaching permits to persons who 
hold a dental degree where such persons are not licensed and registered to 
practice dentistry or dental hygiene in this state. The dean of a dental college 
located in this state shall be required to annually certify to the board the 
members of the school’s clinical faculty who are not licensed and registered to 
practice dentistry or dental hygiene in the state and shall be required to 
promptly notify the board of any change in personnel on the clinical faculty. 
The board shall be required to issue teaching permits to applicants upon the 
certification of the dean of a dental college located in this state setting forth 
that such applicant is a bona fide member of the clinical faculty of such 
college. Such teaching permit shall be valid so long as the holder thereof 
remains a member of the clinical faculty of such dental college. Such teaching 
permit shall be issued annually to those members of the school’s faculty who 
are annually certified as individuals who are not licensed and registered to 
practice dentistry or dental hygiene in this State. Such teaching permit shall 
be invalid as soon as the holder thereof ceases to be a member of the clinical 
faculty of such dental college. The holder of a teaching permit shall be subject 
to all provisions of this chapter regulating the practice of dentistry and dental 
hygiene in this state and shall be entitled to perform all clinical operations 
which a person licensed to practice dentistry or dental hygiene in this state 
would be entitled to perform but only within the facilities of the dental college 
and as an adjunct to his teaching functions in such college. A fee of $5.00 shall 
be paid to the board on the issuance of a teaching permit. An annual fee of 
not less than $5.00 nor more than $50.00 shall be paid to the Board on the 
issuance of a teaching permit.” 


(b) Section 34-9-10, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 34-9-10. Every person who desires to practice dentistry 
within the siaie of Alabama shal! file with the secretary-treasurer of the 
board his written application for a license, and furnish satisfactory proof that 
he is 19 years of age, of good moral character, a citizen of the United States 
and that he is a graduate of a dental school or college approved by the board. 
Every person who desires to practice dentistry within the state of Alabama 
shall file with the secretary-treasurer of the board his written application for 
a license, and furnish satisfactory proof that he is 19 years of age, of good 
moral character, and that he is a graduate of a dental school or college 
approved by the board. Such application must be upon the form prescribed 
and furnished by the board and verified by the oath of the applicant, accom- 
panied by a fee to be determined by the board, but said fee shall not be less 
than $25.00 nor more than $50.00, and such application must contain a 
recent unmounted autographed photograph of the applicant. Such applica- 
tion must be upon the form prescribed and furnished by the board and 
verified by the oath of the applicant, accompanied by a fee to be determined 
by the board, but said fee shall not be less than $25.00 nor more than $200.00, 
and such application must contain a recent unmounted autographed photo- 
graph of the applicant. The board may issue a license without examination 
other than clinical to an applicant who is a citizen of the United States and 
who furnishes satisfactory proof that he is a graduate of a dental school 
approved by the board if such applicant holds a license under equal require- 
ments to those of this state and has, for five consecutive years immediately 
prior to the filing of this application, been engaged in the legal and ethical 
practice of dentistry in a state or the District of Columbia of the United States 
and furnishes such other evidence as to his qualifications and lawful practice 
as the board may deem necessary. The board may issue a license without 
examination other than clinical to an applicant who furnishes satisfactory 
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proof that he is a graduate of a dental school approved by the board if such 
applicant holds a license under equal requirements to those of this state and 
has, for five consecutive years immediately prior to the filing of his applica- 
tion, been engaged in the legal and ethical practice of dentistry in a state or 
the District of Columbia of the United States and furnishes such other 
evidence as to his qualifications and lawful practice as the board may deem 
necessary. No license shall be issued under this section unless the state from 
which the applicant comes, or the District of Columbia, shall accord equal 
rights to licensed dentists of this state. The fee for issuing such reciprocal 
license shall be not less than $50.00 nor more than $100.00, to be determined 
by the board. 


(c) Section 34-9-15, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


“Section 34-9-15. No person shall practice dentistry in the state of 
Alabama unless licensed by the board and registered annually as required by 
this chapter. The secretary-treasurer of the board shall mail to each such 
licensee an initial registration form which shall contain space for the inser- 
tion of his name, address, date and number of his license certificate, and such 
other information as the board shall deem necessary. The licensee shall sign 
and verify the accuracy of his registration before a notary public after which 
he shall forward said registration to the secretary-treasurer of the board 
together with a fee established by the board not to exceed $10.00. The licensee 
shall sign and verify the accuracy of his registration before a notary public 
after which he shall forward said registration to the secretary-treasurer of 
the board together with a fee established by the board, said fee not to be less 
than $10.00 nor more than $50.00. Each subsequent registration shall be 
made upon the form as above prescribed except that it need not be verified. 
On or before October 1 of each year, every dentist licensed to practice den- 
tistry in the state shall transmit to the secretary-treasurer of the board the 
completed form prescribed by the board, together with a fee established by 
the board not to exceed $10.00, and receive therefor the current annual 
registration certificate authorizing him to continue the practice of dentistry 
in the state for a period of one year. On or before October 1 of each year, every 
dentist licensed to practice dentistry in the state shall transmit to the 
secretary-treasurer of the board the completed form prescribed by the board, 
together with a fee established by the board, said fee not to be less than $10.00 
nor more than $50.00, and receive therefor the current annual registration 
certificate authorizing him to continue the practice of dentistry in the state 
for a period of one year. Any license and license certificate previously granted 
under the authority of this chapter or any prior dental practice act shall 
automatically be suspended if the holder thereof fails to secure the annual 
registration certificate herein provided for before January 1 each year. Any 
dentist whose license shall be automatically suspended by reason of failure, 
neglect or refusal to secure the annual registration certificate shall be 
reinstated by the board upon payment of the penalty fee of $25.00 plus all 
accrued annual registration fees up to a maximum of five years, accompanied 
with the prescribed form for annual registration of such license. Upon failure 
of any licensee to file application for the annual registration certificate and 
pay the annual registration fee on or before November 30 each year, the 
board shall notify such licensee by registered or certified mail addressed to 
his last address of record that such application and fee have not been received 
and that, unless such application and fee are received on or before the first 
day of January, his license and license certificate shall be automatically 
suspended. The board shall notify such licensee by registered or certified mail 
addressed to his last address of record of the effective date of his automatic

(e) Section 34-9-26, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


“Section 34-9-26. No person shall practice as a dental hygienist in this 
state until such person has passed an examination given by the board under 
such rules and regulations as it may promulgate. The fee for such examina- 
tion shall be not less than $20.00 nor more than $40.00, and the license 
certificate fee shall be $10.00. The fee for such examination shall be not less 
than $20.00 nor more than $180.00, and the license certificate fee shall be 
$20.00. The board shall issue licenses and license certificates as dental 
hygienists to those persons who have passed said examination and have been 
found qualified by the board. The license certificate and annual registration 
certificate shall be displayed in the office in which the dental hygienist is 
employed. No person shall be entitled to such license and license certificate 
unless such person shall be a citizen of the United States of America, 19 years 
of age and of good moral character. No person shall be entitled to such license 
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and license certificate unless such person is 19 years age and of good moral 
character. Each applicant for examination and license as a dental hygienist 
shall be a graduate of a school of dental hygiene which has been approved by 
the board or in lieu thereof shall have served at least one year as a dental 
assistant and shall have served at least one year as a dental hygienist trainee 
under a training permit issued by the board to a qualified dentist practicing 
in this state in accordance with the dental hygienist training program estab- 
lished by the board of dental examiners of Alabama. Any person practicing in 
violation of the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and the board may revoke or suspend his or her license for such violation.” 


(f) Section 34-9-41, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


“Section 34-9-41. The board shall annually elect from its membership 
a president, vice-president and secretary-treasurer and may employ a secre- 
tary who is not a member of the board, and it shall not be necessary that the 
secretary be a dentist. The board shall have a common seal. The board shall 
hold an annual meeting in Birmingham at the University of Alabama School 
of Dentistry as soon as practical after the graduation exercises of the dental 
school for the purpose of examining applicants for a license to practice 
dentistry and dental hygiene or at such other times and places as the board 
may designate for the purpose of transacting its business and examinations. 
Three members of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business at any meeting; except, that, in conducting hearings involving the 
suspension or revocation of licenses and examinations of licensure, five 
members of the board shall be present. In conducting examinations or hear- 
ings involving the suspension or revocation of licenses, a majority of the 
board may appoint any former member of the board and such other licensed 
practicing dentists who for such purposes shall have all the powers and 
privileges of such office as the regular board members possess. Out of the 
funds of the board the members thereof shall receive as compensation the 
sum of $25.00 per day and necessary expenses for each day actively engaged 
in the duties of their office. Out of the funds of the board the members thereof 
shall receive as compensation a sum to be fixed by the Board, said sum not to 
be less than $25.00 nor more than $150.00 per day and the necessary ex- 
penses for each day actively engaged in the duties of their office. The 
secretary-treasurer shall receive such compensation as may be fixed by the 
board, which shall be in addition to his per diem and expenses, provided no 
per diem or expenses shall be allowed unless his duties require his absence 
from his office. The secretary shall receive such compensation as may be fixed 
by the board. The secretary-treasurer shall be custodian of all property, 
money, records and the official seal of the board. All money received by the 
board under this chapter shall be paid to and received by the secretary- 
treasurer of the board. The secretary-treasurer shall deposit to the credit of 
the board all funds paid to the board in a bank selected by its members. The 
board is authorized to expend such funds as shall be necessary to enforce the 
provisions of this chapter; to pay salaries, expenses and other costs herein 
provided; to promote the arts and science of dentistry; and for such other 
purposes as the board shall consider to be in the best interest of dentistry in 
this state. All the costs herein provided for shall be paid by checks drawn by 
the secretary-treasurer and countersigned by the president of the board. 
Should the property be other than money, the secretary-treasurer shall 
provide for the safekeeping thereof for the use of the board. All money, 
including license fees, annual renewal license certificate fees, examination 
fees and any and all other fees and receipts under the provisions of this 
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chapter, are hereby appropriated to the board of dental examiners to be used 
as herein provided. On or before July 1, 1962, the board shall send a copy of 
this section to all licensed dentists in the state of Alabama.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act is declared 
invalid or unconstitutional, such holding shall not affect any other section, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of law which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The license plates for private passenger automobiles and 
pick-up trucks, such truck being defined as any truck with two axles and a 
gross weight not exceeding 12,000 pounds, shall be valid for five years and 
shall be replaced at the end of that period. License plates for all other vehicles 
shall be valid for one year and shall be replaced at the end of that period. 


Section 2. For the years during which the five-year license plates are 
not issued, in lieu thereof, tabs, stamps, or other devices suitable for attach- 
ing to a motor vehicle license plate shall be issued. The tab, stamp or device 
shall indicate the period for which it was issued and shall, when properly 
affixed to the license plate, evidence payment for the motor vehicle license 
fees and taxes for the period indicated thereon. Such tab, stamp or device 
shall be three inches wide by four inches tall or such other size as the 
legislative oversight committee deems appropriate and shall bear a bright 
reflective background contrasting with the digits or letters printed thereon. 


Any numbers shown on such tab, stamp or device shall be for accounting 
purposes only, to be used by the department of revenue, and shall in no way be 
used for the identification of the vehicle. 


A person changing his county of residence shall be required to purchase a 
license plate indicating his new county or residence upon expiration of the 
license period covered by his present license plate or validation device. 


Section 3. The design of license plates, including all emblems, slogans, 
symbols or characters appearing thereon, shall be by regulation as promul- 
gated by the revenue commissioner and approved by joint resolution of the 
Legislature, or if the Legislature is not in session by the Legislative Council, 
and as otherwise specified by law. However, the face of the license plate to be 
displayed shall be fully treated with a retroflective material which will 
increase the nighttime visibility and legibility of the plate. There shall also 
be provided a special license plate for handicapped persons who operate their 
motor vehicles with hand controls which shall be specially colored, red, white 
and blue. The purchase of these tags shal! be optional with the vehicle owner, 
who shall bear the cost of such plates, and in no way shall the purchase of 
these tags be construed as mandatory upon a handicapped person. 


Characters on the license plate which designate the county of issuance 
shall be numeric, and all numerals on said plates shall be no smaller than 
2-3/4 inches in height. The following numbering scheme shall be used: 
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(1) Jefferson County, 1; Mobile County, 2; Montgomery County, 3. 


(2) All other counties shall be ranked alphabetically and assigned 
consecutive numbers beginning with 4 and concluding with 67. 


The board of corrections is directed to supply all license plates and 
revalidation devices required under this Act. The amounts charged by the 
board of corrections for the manufacture of revalidation devices shall not be 
jee than that charged for the manufacture of license plates on a per item 

asis. 


The board of corrections is hereby required to maintain an accurate 
system of record-keeping which shall trace and account for the handling and 
distribution of each plate and revalidation device throughout the manufac- 
turing process until such items are distributed to each county. 


Section 4. The department of revenue, or any other state agency au- 
thorized to do so, shall print and issue vehicle registration renewal notices in 
such a way that they can be processed or read by “optical character reader” 
machines. 


A penalty of $10.00 shall be assessed by the official charged with issuing 
motor vehicle licenses for the late registration of a motor vehicle under the 
system of registration imposed by this Act. Licenses shall be renewed at any 
time during the month of expiration; provided, however, persons renewing 
licenses within seven calendar days after the month of expiration shall pay 
only a $2.00 penalty fee. This fee shall not be construed as coming under the 
requirements of Section 40-12-269.

“(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to mutilate or alter for the 
purpose of deception any motor vehicle tag, plate or validation stamp or to use 
upon any motor vehicle any tags, plates, or validation stamps in imitation of 
or substitution for authorized issued tags, plates or validation stamps. It 
shall be the duty of all sheriffs, police officers, state troopers, highway 
patrolmen, license inspectors, deputy license inspectors and field agents of 
the department of revenue to arrest any person violating the provisions of 
this section, and upon conviction of any such person a fine of not less than 
$25.00 nor exceeding $100.00 shall may be imposed for each offense. The 
license inspector shall receive the same a fee of $1.50 for making such arrests 
as is now received by the sheriffs or if such arrests are made by his deputy, 
which arrest fee shall be collected as a part of the costs in any such action 
before a justice of the peace or other court of like competent jurisdiction. 
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“(b) Incase one or both of the tags, plates or validation stamp become so 
mutilated as to make it or them illegible, the owner of the vehicle must file 
with the county license inspector, or if there is no license inspector then with 
the probate judge, an application setting forth the facts that the tags, plates 
or validation stamp or one of them has been lost, mutilated or destroyed; and, 
upon payment of $3.00 and the surrender of the tag or tags, plate or plates, 
one or both of which are so mutilated or lost, the license inspector probate 
judge shall forward such tag or tags, plate or plates which have been surren- 
dered, together with the application and $2.00 to the state department of 
revenue, and which shall issue without additional charge a set of replace- 
ment tags or plates and forward same to the applicant party designated by 
the license inspector on the application. The probate judge license inspector 
shall retain $1.00 for his service. and to defray the cost of mailing the tags or 
plates to the department of revenue. Should the lost tag or tags, plate or 
plates be recovered or come into the possession of such applicant, he must 
immediately deliver same to the license inspector probate judge. Should any 
person use upon any motor vehicle the old tag or tags, plate or plates, he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction be fined as provided in 
subsection (a) of this section, and shall in addition be required to procure a 
proper license at the annual rate levied for such license. 


“(c) Any person using a motor vehicle with improper license, improper 
tag or tags, plate or plates or validation stamp, or failing to have tag or tags, 
plate or plates properly displayed, or with only one tag or plate shall pe 
notified in writing by the license inspector or field agent. If after five days 
from the date of such notice said person fails or refuses to comply with said 
notice, the license inspector shall thereupon issue citation to such person to 
appear instanter and procure such proper license or, in the case of mutilated 
or lost license plate or plates, to make the application and pay the amount as 
herein provided; where such person is sited for improperly displaying the 
license plate or plates and fails or refuses to comply with the citation of the 
license inspector, such person shall be arrested and, upon conviction, fined as 
herein provided. In each case where the citation has been served in accor- 
dance herewith, the license inspector shall be entitled to a citation fee of 
$1.50.” 


Section 6. Section 40-2-12, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: ;

“The commissioner of revenue of the State of Alabama is authorized to 
make or to have made microfilm copies, photostatic copies or other similar

which they are payable, by contracts binding the Authority to the proper 
application of its revenues and of the proceeds of such securities, and by 
mortgages and deeds of trust and trust indentures on the property out of the 
revenues from which such securities are payable; to provide for the employ- 
ment by the Authority of such employees and agents as its business may 
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require; to provide for the taking out by the Authority of various types of 
insurance and the creation of various reserves; to provide for the investment 
of the funds of the Authority; to authorize the sale or conveyance by the 
Authority of any of its properties; to provide for the use of the proceeds of any 
such securities issued by the Authority; to provide for the refunding of 
securites theretofore issued by the Authority; to provide that such securities 
issued and contracts entered into by the Authority pursuant to this Act shall 
not constitute or create a debt of the State; to make the securities issued by 
the Authority eligible investments for various governmental bodies and 
fiduciaries; to exempt the property and income of the Authority and all 
securities issued by the Authority and the income from such securities, and 
conveyances, leases, mortgages and deeds of trust, assignments and other 
instruments to which the Authority is a party, from all taxation in the State; 
to exempt the Authority from all taxes, including license and excise taxes, 
levied by any county, municipality, or other political subdivision of the State, 
and to exempt the Authority from payment of certain charges to judges of 
probate; to exempt the Authority from all laws of the State governing usury 
or prescribing or limiting interest rates; to exempt the Authority from all 
laws of the State requiring competitive bids for contracts to be entered into by 
public corporations; to exempt the Authority from the supervision and con- 
trol of any State agency; and to provide for the disposition of the earnings, if 
any, of the Authority.

To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and de- 
velopment of public education in Alabama and for debt service and capital 
improvements for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1980. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public edu- 
cation in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1980 and for the 
public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Section 2 of 
this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 9, inclusive. For the purpose 
specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by 
programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown so as to include 
estimated sources of funds other than the appropriation made in subsection 
(a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, “ASETF” shall mean 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund 
Surplus Account and are hereby made for the support of public education in 
Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1980 and except as may be 
otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein made shall be sub- 
ject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of the Budget and 
Financial Control Act (Article 4, Chapter 4, Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 
1975), the provisions of Act No. 494 adopted at the 1976 Regular Session, and 
shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified.

Funds” and “Total” are set forth for the purpose of indicating amounts

Section 11. That nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or 
repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other educa- 
tion or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse 
any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, 
which are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. 
The receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate 
accounts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will 
show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appro- 
priation. 


Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any portion, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act, or all or any 
portion of any appropriation or appropriations herein made, be held uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, which holding shall not affect any other section, 
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paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act, or any other 
appropriation or portion thereof made not in and of itself unconstitutional or 
invalid. 


Section 13. In the event receipts available exceed the amount needed to 
pay the 1979-80 FY appropriations, then such excess shall be appropriated to 
those departments, boards, bureaus, etc. which were prorated in the 1978-79 
FY. The amount appropriated shall only be in the amount that each depart- 
ment, board, bureau did not receive due to proration in the 1978-79 FY. In the 
event the excess receipts for 1979-80 FY is not enough to repay all prorated 
appropriations for the 1978-79 FY then such excess receipts shall be appro- 
priated in the same ratio as proration was applied in the 1978-79 FY. 


Such appropriations shall be conditional upon funds being available in 
the ASETF and with approval of the Governor.

Rep. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 535. (With Amendment): To amend Section 40-17-2 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1975, that provides that no other excise tax levied by the State will 
be imposed on motor fuel. 


Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substitute, 
and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit:

To provide that any property owner shall have the authority to 
clean or dredge a stream or creek running through or onto his property. 


H. 710. To allow the court in a divorce or separate maintenance action 
to order either parent to support his mentally or physically disabled child 
regardless of the child’s age. 


H. 676. To prescribe the circumstances under which legislative 
committees can compel the attendance of witnesses, administer oaths and 
issue subpoenas duces tecum, and the manner of taking testimony; to provide 
for the admissibility of the testimony before such committee, taken by sound 
recording or transcript, into evidence in any criminal proceeding or as the 
committee otherwise may deem appropriate; to prescribe penalties for 
perjury; and to prescribe that the provisions of this act are cumulative.

To amend Section 34-4-50, Code of Alabama 1975, which 
provides the requirements for the state board of auctioneers, so as to require 
each member of the board to be a licensed auctioneer.

which relate to the Alabama Historical Commission, so as to provide further 
for: The organization and composition of the Commission and its advisory 
board, the executive director of the commission, the duties of the commission, 
and the meetings of the commission. 


Rep. Whatley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture and 
Forestry, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 646. (With Amendment): To amend Title 8, Section 8-17-91 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975 relating to the disposition of permit fees, inspection 
fees and penalties paid to the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries 
pursuant to Sections 8-17-85 and 8-17-87 of the Code of Alabama of 1975, so 
as to provide that ten per cent (10%) of the amount collected thereunder each 
month or not less than $55,000.00 of such monthly collections shall accrue to 
the credit of, and be deposited in, the agricultural fund of the state treasury. 


Rep. Whatley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture and 
Forestry, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following

H. 328. To authorize the Pesticide Residue Laboratory heretofore 
established by the Department of Agriculture and Industries at Auburn 
University under authority of Title 2, §§ 2-27-30, 2-27-31 and 2-27-32 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975 to conduct analytical work for harmful drug residues 
as may be found in raw or processed agricultural and other food products, 
fish, game and other wildlife for the protection of the public health, and in 
developing and expanding markets for agricultural products and for the 
protection of fish and wilflife. 


H. 508. To amend Sections 2-15-20, 2-15-27 and 2-15-28, Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to the branding of livestock so as to include tattoo 
marks on the hide or in the ear in the definition of the word “Brand.” It also 
requires commercial livestock market operators, dealers and slaughterers to 
record the brand of livestock received, bought, sold and slaughtered. It

Providing for the regulation of certain size tracts of agricultural 
land in this state which are owned either by individuals who are not citizens 
of the United States or by corporations or other business entities which are 
domiciled outside of the United States and prescribing penalty for 
enforcement.

of a greater variety of vote tabulating equipment including electronic vote 
counting systems; provides for a clearinghouse for information on voting 
equipment and for the testing and certification of such equipment; and 
amends section 17-9-17, section 17-13-6, section 17-14-1, section 17-16-30, 
section 17-16-32, and section 17-16-35, to accomplish the foregoing. 
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Rep. Venable, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Constitution and 
Elections, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 488. (With Amendment): Relating to voter registration; to amend 
Code of Alabama, 1975, Section 17-4-158 so as to require that all city clerks 
be appointed as deputy registrars. 


H. 718. (With Amendment): Relating to elections, to provide further 
for election supplies, their form, printing, distribution and return; to amend 
sections 17-8-44 and 17-4-126 as previously amended by Act 584, 1978 
Regular Session, so as to authorize the secretary of state to prescribe 
standard election supplies and forms and to recommend reductions where 
possible; and to amend section 17-8-25 to allow for reduction in the number of 
paper parlor printed; to provide for a public record of box-by-box and precinct 
vote totals. 


Rep. Holley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Commerce and 
Transportation, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with amendments, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 662. (With Amendments): To authorize the creation of Alabama 
Municipal Electric Authority as a public corporation of the State of Alabama; 
to authorize the Authority, as sole owner or in common with others, to 
acquire, construct, reconstruct, improve, equip, alter, repair, place into 
operation, operate, maintain and dispose of projects embracing generation, 
transmission and distribution of bulk electric power and energy and to 
acquire, construct, and equip all property and things necessary or convenient 
for the purposes of the projects and the acquisition, construction, 
maintenance, and operation thereof; to authorize the Authority to enter into 
contracts providing for the pre-payment by the Authority of charges for bulk 
electric power and energy; to confer powers, including, among others, the 
power of eminent domain (subject to certain limitations), and the power to 
employ personnel and contract for indemnification of its officers, employees, 
and the members of the board of directors of the Authority; to impose duties 
on the Authority; to provide for the membership and operation of the 
Authority; to establish an election committee to elect the board of directors of 
the Authority; to establish the board of directors of the Authority; to 
authorize the Authority and certain municipalities, municipal electric 
utility boards and public corporations owning or operating electric 
distribution systems to execute contracts for the sale of the output, capacity, 
use or service of the projects and to enforce the performance thereof and to 
specify the wholesale character of such sales; to authorize the Authority to 
enter into interconnection arrangements with certain persons; to authorize 
the Authority to fix and revise rates and other charges with respect to the 
output, capacity, use or service of projects and require that those rates or 
charges be sufficient, along with other revenues and funds of the Authority, 
to meet certain expenses; to authorize the issuance and to provide for the 
negotiability of bonds, bond anticipation notes and notes of the Authority 
payable from the revenues and other available funds of the Authority to pay 
the costs of the projects; to authorize the collecting and pledging of revenues 
and other funds and assets of the Authority for the payment of the bonds, 
bond anticipation notes and notes and for the cost of operating, maintaining, 
and repairing the projects; to authorize the execution of trust and security 
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instruments relating to the Authority’s property to secure the payment of the 
bonds; to provide rights for the owners of the bonds, bond anticipation notes, 
and notes; to provide for the appointment of a receiver upon certain events; to 
provide that the bonds shall not constitute a debt of the State nor of any 
municipality, municipal electric utility boards or public corporations owning 
or operating an electric distribution system; to make the bonds legal invest- 
ments and to exempt the bonds and the income therefrom and interest 
thereon along with all property (and filings with respect thereto) of the 
Authority from taxation; to provide for certain payments to be made by the 
Authority in lieu of ad valorem taxation; to exempt the bonds, bond anticipa- 
tion notes and notes from the provisions of the State’s usury laws; to exempt 
the purchase, sale or use of property by the Authority from all sales, use and 
license taxes in the State; to authorize the issuance of refunding bonds; to 
provide for validation of the bonds and the security therefor and any con- 
tracts related thereto; to provide that all funds received by the Authority 
shall be trust funds to be applied only as provided in this Act; to authorize the 
issuance of bond anticipation notes and notes and provide for the payment 
and terms thereof; to exempt the Authority from the provisions of the Public 
Service Commission law; to exempt the construction, operation or acquisiton 
of electric light plants by the Authority from the provisions of Sections 
37-4-60 through 37-4-65, Code of Alabama 1975; to fix the jurisdiction of

Two members elected by the county 
commission and one member elected by the city council shall be elected for 
two-year terms. Two members elected by the city council and one member by 
the county commission shall be elected for four-year terms. Thereafter, the 
terms of these members shall be four years. One member shall be elected by 
the city council of the principal municipality in which the waterworks buard 
is incorporated, but shall be a resident of a county in which the waterworks 
board serves, operates or does business in, that is not the princip::l county in 
which the waterworks is incorporated, to be appointed on a ro.ating basis 
from any and all such counties for two-year terms, and shall in addition 
reside in an area served by the board. No director of the corporation shall be 
an officer or employee of the board, an elected public official, or an owner or 
officer of a corporation doing business with the board exclusive of the 
purchase of water from the board. The board shall elect a chairman from 
among its members. The members of the board, except the chairman, shall be 
paid a director’s fee of $50.00 each month. The chairman of the board shall be 
paid a director’s fee of $60.00 per month. 


Section 2. Current directors of any waterworks board to which this Act 
applies shall serve until the directors provided under the provisions of this 
Act are elected and qualified. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

“(1) FINANCE CHARGER. Such term shall include all charges pay- 
able directly or indirectly by the debtor and imposed directly or indirectly by 
the creditor as an incident to the extension of credit, including interest, time 
price differential, points or discount paid directly by the debtor, service, 
carrying or other charge however denominated, loan free credit or investiga- 
tion fee, but not including permissible default or deferral charges, permissi- 
ble attorney’s fees, court costs, and official fees and taxes, points or discount 
paid by someone other than the debtor or premiums for permissible insurance 
as provided by this chapter. For the purpose of determining the permissible 
finance charge, any discount or point paid by debtor in connection with a 
mortgage loan on real estate, even though paid at one time, shall be spread 
over the stated term of the loan or forbearance or credit sale. 
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“(2) CONSUMER. Such term, when used as an adjective with reference 
to a credit transaction, characterizes the transaction as one in which the 
party to whom credit is extended by loan, sale of property or services, lease or 
otherwise is a natural person and the money, property or services which are 
the subject of the transaction are primarily for personal, family, household or 
agricultural purposes. 


“(8) CREDITOR. Such term refers only to creditors who regularly 
extend or arrange for the extension of credit for which the payment of a 
finance charge is required, whether in connection with loans, sales of prop- 
erty or services or otherwise. The provisions of this chapter apply to any such 
creditor irrespective of his or its status as a natural person or any type of 
organization. The provisions of this chapter shall exclusively contro! the 
permitted activities and restrictions of any state-chartered credit union or its 
officers and directors to the extent that this chapter permits or proscribes any 
conduct; the provisions of this chapter being intended to preempt all existing 
legislation. 


“(4) CREDIT SALE. Any sale with respect to which credit is extended 
or arranged by the seller. The term includes any contract in the form of a 
bailment or lease if the bailee or lessee contracts to pay as compensation for 
use a sum substantially equivalent to or in excess of the aggregate value of 
the property or services involved and it is agreed that the bailee or lessee will 
become, or for no other or a nominal consideration has the option to become, 
the owner of the property upon full compliance with his obligations under the 
contract. 


“(5) OPEN END CREDIT PLAN. A plan prescribing the terms of credit 
transactions which may be made thereunder from time to time and under the 
terms of which a finance charge may be charged from time to time on an 
outstanding unpaid balance. 


“(6) ADMINISTRATOR. The superintendent of banks of the state 
banking department. 


“(7) SUPERVISOR OF THE BUREAU OF LOANS. The designated 
deputy administrator for the purpose of enforcing this chapter as to licensees. 


*(8) HOME SOLICITATION SALE. A consumer credit sale of goods or 
services, other than farm equipment or motor vehicles, in which the seller or 
a person acting for him engages in a personal solicitation of the sale at a place 
other than the seller’s place of business and the buyer’s agreement or offer to 
purchase is there given to the seller or a person acting for him. Such term does 
not include a sale made pursuant to a preexisting open end credit plan, a 
closed end plan providing for a series of sales or a sale made pursuant to prior 
negotiations between the parties at the seller’s place of business where goods 
a services are offered or exhibited for sale. (Acts 1971, No. 2052, p. 3290, 

ection 1.)” 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are cumulative to the provisions 
of Senate Bill No. 26, Regular Session 1979, previously passed by this session 
of the legislature, said bill being popularly known as the Interest Equaliza- 
tion Bill; it being the intention of this Act that credit unions continue to be 
authorized to charge the one percent per month interest rate authorized by 
Section 5-17-18 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as well as any other finance 
charge authorized by Senate Bill No. 26 (the Interest Equalization Act). 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed.

the electorate of the city at large with the mayor to serve as the president of 
the council; to provide for the terms of office of the aldermen and mayor; and 
to provide for a method of fixing the salaries of the aldermen and mayor.

or oppressive; to provide that 65% of any such punitive fine assessed by the 
trier of fact shall be deposited in the General Fund of the State of Alabama, 
and such funds shall be used for the operation of the indigent defense system 
of the State of Alabama, and such other purposes as the Legislature shall 
provide; to provide that in all civil actions seeking money damages for 
personal injury, death, or property damage, a party or parties in whose favor 
judgment is entered is entitled to an order awarding litigation expenses, 
court costs, and a reasonable attorney’s fee against a party asserting frivol- 
ous claims or defenses; to provide a definition of frivolous claims and 
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defenses; to provide that upon a finding by substantial evidence that a party 
asserted frivolous claims or defenses, the Court may award litigation ex- 
penses, court costs and a reasonable attorney’s fee; to provide standards for 
awarding litigation expenses and attorney’s fees; to provide that a party or 
parties against whom an award is entered under this Act shall have a claim of 
indemnity against the attorney asserting such frivolous claims or defenses; 
to provide a defense to a claim of indemnity; to provide that a party shall not 
be subject to an award under this Act for asserting new claims or defenses; to 
amend Code of Alabama, § 6-3-2 (1975), to provide that venue of all personal 
actions, other than as specifically provided, must lie in the county in which 
the act or omission complained of may have been done or may have occurred; 
to provide that venue may be waived with the agreement of all parties and of 
the Court in which the action is brought; to provide for the repeal of inconsis- 
tent laws or parts of laws; to provide for the severability of this Act; and to 
provide the manner in which this bill becomes law.

WHEREAS, the Legislature shall be in a position to receive, consider 
and act upon appropriate legislation therefor promptly if the people approve 
the constitutional amendment; and 


WHEREAS, the type, scope, controls and administration of a state lot- 
tery should be carefully prescribed in such legislation that the lottery may to 
the maximum extent achieve the desired results therefrom; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That: 


1. There is hereby created a joint select committee to study and prepare 
for implementing a state lottery system. The committee shall consist of three 
members of the house of representatives and three members of the senate, 
appointed by the presiding officer of the respective houses. Vacancies in the 
membership of the commission shall be filled in the same manner as the 
original appointments were made. 


2. The committee shall organize as soon as may be after the appoint- 
ment of its members and shall select a chairman from among its members 
and a secretary who need not be a member of the committee. 


3. Itshallbe the duty of said committee to formulate a report, including 
legislation and an administrative program for the conduct of a state lottery, 
for submission to the Governor and the Legislature immediately following 
the next general election in the event the constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing a state lottery shall be adopted at said election. In formulating such 
legislation the committee is authorized to study the lottery legislation and 
operating procedures employed in other jurisdictions with the ends in view of 
devising a lottery system of broad appeal with frequent drawings, effective 
controls and such other features which will achieve, to the maximum practic- 
able extent, the objectives of the constitutional amendment. They are further 
authorized to call in such experts in the field of lottery as may be feasible to

4. The committee shall be entitled to call to its assistance and avail 
itself of the services of such employees of any department, board, bureau, 
commission or agency of this state or of other jurisdictions as it may require 
and as may be available to it for said purpose, and to employ such consultants, 
stenographic and clerical assistants and incur such traveling and other 
miscellaneous expenses as it may deem necessary, in order to perform its 
duties.

$750.00 of the original principal amount of the loan or amount financed; and 


b. “(2) Ten dollars per $100.00 per year for that portion of the original 
principal amount of the loan or original amount financed exceeding $500.00 
$1,000.00 $750.00 and not exceeding $1,000.00 $2,000.00; and 


“(3) Eight dollars per $100.00 per year for that portion of the origi- 
nal peilicipal amount of the loan or original amount financed exceeding 
$2,000.00. $1, 000. 00, but not exceeding $2,000.00, or 


“(2) If the original principal amount of the loan or original amount 
financed exceeds $2,000.00, $8.00 per $100.00 per year of the original princi- 
pal amount of the loan or amount financed. 


“(b) The maximum finance charge under subdivisions (a) (i) and (a) (2) 
subsection (a) of this seciton shall be determined by computing the maximum 
rates authorized by these subsections subsection (a) on the original principal 
amount of the loan or original amount financed for the full term of the 
contract without regard to scheduled payments and the maximum finance 
charge so determined, or any lesser amount, may be added to the original 
amount financed. 


“(c) Ifthe debt is created under an openend credit plan, the maximum 
finance charge in connection therewith shall be one and one-half percent per 
month on the unpaid balance from time to time thereunder. 


“(d) A creditor, in connection with any credit sale other than a sale 
made under an open-end credit plan, may contract for and receive a minimum 
finance charge not in excess of the following amounts: 


“(1) Four dollars on any credit sale in which the amount financed is 
$25.00 or less; and

“(2) Six dollars on any credit sale in which the amount financed is more 
than $25.00. 


“(e) On an open-end credit plan, if there is an unpaid balance on the 
date as of which the finance charge is applied, a creditor may contract for and 
receive a minimum finance charge in an amount computed at a rate not 
exceeding $.50 per month. 


“(f) In lieu of the finance charges set forth in Subsection (a), other than 
under an open-end credit plan, a creditor may contract for and receive finance 
charges on any loan of money at the rate of not more than one and one-half 
percent (14%) per month as follows: 


“(1) Charges shall be computed on unpaid balances of the principal 
amount outstanding from time to time, for the actual time outstanding. Each 
payment shall be applied first to accumulated charges and the remainder of 
the payment applied to the unpaid principal balance, except that if the 
amount of the payment is insufficient to pay the accumulated charges, 
unpaid charges continue to accumulate to be paid from the proceeds of 
subsequent payments and are not added to the principal balance. 


“(2) Charges made under this subsection shall not be payable in ad- 
vance or compounded; however, if part or all of the consideration for a new 
loan contract is the unpaid principal balance of a prior loan, then the princi- 
pal amount payable under such new loan contract may include any unpaid 
charges which have accrued. The resulting loan contract shall be deemed a 
new and separate loan transaction for all purposes. 


“The principal balance of a loan on which charges have been made 
pursuant to Subsection (a) shall be the balance due after refund or credit is 
given the borrower. 


“For purposes of computing charges for a fraction of a month, a day shall 
be considered one-thirtieth of a month. 


“(2) Creditors shall not make charges under this subsection payable in 
advance, nor may charges be compounded; however, if part or all of the 
consideration for a new loan contract is the unpaid principal balance of a 
prior loan, then the principal amount payable under such new loan contract 
may include any unpaid charges which have accrued.

(3) “(2) “(3) The provisions of Section 5-19-4 shall not apply to loans 
made under subsection (f). 


Section 2. Section 5-19-31, Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 
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Section 5-19-31. 


“(a) None of the provisions of this chapter, except the provisions of 
subdivision (1) subsection (a) of section 5-19-1 and section 5-19-3, shall apply 
to any loan, forbearance or credit sale involving an interest in real property 
or the sale, lease or mortgage of an interest in real property, where the 
creditor is a lending institution which is an approved mortgagee under the 
provisions of the National Housing Act or is exempt from licensing under this 
chapter. 


“(b) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to amend or repeal the 
provisions of sections 5-18-1 through 5-18-24, section 8-8-6, section 8-8-3, 
section 8-8-4 or section 8-8-5. 


“(c) This chapter shall not apply to any lawful, bona fide pawnbroking 
business.

The person two persons next in order of succession to act as 
governor after the lieutenant governor, in accordance with article 5, section 
127, Constitution of Alabama of 1901., the president pro tem of the senate 
and the speaker of the house, each until their successors are elected. 


“(8) Protectee of the Department of Public Safety. Such persons as are 
designated by the governor or the director of public safety to receive 
protection. 


“(4) Executive Security Officers. Any person designated by the director 
of public safety to protect persons pursuant to subparagraph (1) of this 
section. 


“Section 36-33-2. (a) The department of public safety is authorized 
required to protect, from the date of his election, throughout his term and for 
a period of five years after the expiration of his term of office, to protect the 
person of the governor of the state of Alabama, the members of his immediate 
family and the governor-elect; and from the date of their respective elections 
and throughout their respective terms of office the department of public 
safety is required authorized to protect the person of the lieutenant governor, 
or other the next two officers next in order of succession to the office of 
governor, the president pro tem of the senate and the speaker of the house, 
each until their successors are elected, and the lieutenant governor-elect and 
the attorney general and the attorney general-elect; and, at the direction of 
the governor or director of public safety, other officials of the state and 
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distinguished visitors to the state. The department of public safety may call 
on other departments of state government to assist in this protective 
function. Provided, however, the protection of such state officers shall be at 
each officer’s discretion. 


“(6) The director of public safety is empowered to designate any person, 
with the approval of the respective state officers, from within or without the 
department of public safety, as executive security officer. All persons so 
designated shall, during such employment be full-time state employees and 
shall be entitled to the same benefits as state merit system employees in their 
rank and grade. Provided, however, no person so designated shall have state 
merit system status unless the person, prior to his appointment, was 
classified in the state merit system. They shall be clothed with the powers 
and authority of peace officers and shall have the power of arrest. Such 
powers and authority may be exercised within or without the state. The 
provisions of the Minimum Standards and Training Act shall not be 
mandatory on such executive security officers and they shall be exempt from 
compliance therewith.

dients, and of the same dosage form strength, in all cases where the prac- 
gone expressly authorizes such selection in accordance with (c) of this

(b) A pharmacist shall record on the prescription form the name and 
manutsenarst or distributor of any drug product dispensed as herein au- 
thorized. 


(c) Every written prescription issued in this State by a licensed prac- 
titioner shall contain two signature lines. Under one signature line shall be 
printed clearly the words “Dispense as Written”. Under the other signature 
line shall be printed clearly the words “Product Selection Permitted”. The 
practitioner shall communicate instructions to the pharmacist by signing on 
the appropriate line. 


An oral prescription from the practitioner shall instruct the pharmacist 
whether or not a less expensive pharmaceutically and therapeutically equiv- 
alent drug product may be dispensed. The pharmacist shall note instructions 
on the file copy of the prescription and retain the prescription form for the 
period specified by law. 


(d) Unless otherwise indicated by the practitioner, the prescription 
label on the dispensing container shall indicate the actual drug product 
dispensed, either the brand name, or if none, the generic name. If the drug 
product dispensed is different from the one prescribed, the prescription label 
shall include the letters “G.S.”. 


(e) This shall not be interpreted to exclude the use of a formulary or 
drug list as adopted and approved by a medical staff in a licensed hospital 
with drugs provided thereunder by procedures established for use within that 
licensed hospital. 


(f) Any person who violates the provisions of this Section shall be 
punished up to $1,000 (one thousand dollars).

(a) Every share of any domestic corporation except: 


(1) Financial institutions which comply with the provisions of this title 
as to the excise taxes herein levied on such financial institutions (financial 
institutions within the meaning of this section and as expressly exempted 
from the provisions hereof are hereby defined as follows: Any corporation or 
any legal entity whatever doing business in this state as a bank, banking 
association, trust company, industrial or other loan company, building and 
loan association and any other corporation or institution employing mone 
capital coming into competition with the business of national banks); an 


(2) Insurance companies which are subject to the provisions of this title 
as to premium taxes herein levied on such insurance companies and which 
shall be exempt from the tax assessed hereunder, shall be assessed and the 
taxes hereon collected in the county wherein such corporation has its home or 
principal office in the state and shall be assessed at thirty twenty percent of 
its value to the person in whose name such shares stand on the books of the 
corporation and not to the corporation. 


(b) In the event the excise tax levied by this title upon such financial 
institutions be declared unconstitutional, the tender to the Department of 
Revenue of such excise tax despite such unconstitutionality shall be a bar to 
any demand, claim, levy or assessment, of any ad valorem tax under this 
section. 


(c) The president or managing officer of every such corporation shall 
make out and return under oath to the tax assessor and to the Department of 
Revenue a list showing the total number of shares of the capital stock of such 
corporation and the par value thereof, the full name and residence of each 
stockholder, as far as known, the actual value thereof, the date of the last sale 
of shares of stock of such corporation, with the name of the seller and the 
purchaser and the price paid for same, and the annual dividend declared on 
the stock of such corporation for the last three years, and the value of the 
shares as shown by the books of the corporation and by the last report of the 
officers to the shareholders, and the amount of surplus, and the amount of the 
undivided profits not included in the surplus and such other information as 
may be required by the Department of Revenue. There shall be attached to 
the copy of the return made to the Department of Revenue a true balance 
sheet as shown by the books, showing the condition of such corporation at the 
close of its fiscal period next preceding October 1 of the year for which the 
assessment is to be made. Such corporations shall at the same time make a 
tax return sworn to by its president or manager to the Department of Reve- 
nue and to the county tax assessor on forms prescribed and furnished by the 
Department of Revenue of all taxable property, real and tangible personal, 
situated in the state and owned by such corporation. “and the Department of 
Revenue after passing on the value of the shares of the capital stock shall fix 
the value of all the shares of said corporation and shall take 30 percent 
thereof which shall be the assessed value of the shares of said corporation. 


(d) Whenever the Department of Revenue shall have passed on the 
valuation and assessment of the shares of any domestic corporation as herein 
provided, it shall give notice in writing by certified or registered mail, return 
receipt demanded, to the president or managing officer or person signing the 
tax return of the corporation or, if no return has been made, then such notice 
shall be addressed to any officer of the corporation against whose shares the 
assessment has been made, giving notice of the valuation and assessment, 
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stating that on a day specified it will determine any complaint against said 
valuation, which notice must be served at least 10 days before the day 
specified for a final determination of the assessment. 


(e) Upon hearing the complaint of protest against any valuation or 
assessment of the shares of the domestic corporation or if there has been no 
complaint or objection filed on or before the date specified in the notice for 
determination of such matter, the property as shown by such tax return differ 
from the assessed value of the real and tangible personal property as finally 
determined by the taxing authorities required to assess such property, or in 
case of appeal, as finally determined by the court of last resort, the same shall 
not affect the assessed value of all the shares of the corporation as fixed by the 
Department of Revenue. 


(g) After deducting the assessed value of the real and tangible personal 
property located in the State of Alabama, any remainder shall constitute the 
residue of said shares of stock of said corporation. The residue divided by the 
whole number of shares will constitute the assessment for each share of stock. 


(h) Whenever the Department of Revenue shall have passed on the 
valuation and assessment of the shares of any domestic corporation as herein 
provided, it shall give notice in writing by certified mail, return receipt 
demanded, to the president or managing officer or person signing the tax 
return for the corporation, or if no return has been made, then such notice to 
be addressed to any officer of the corporation against whose shares the 
assessment has been made, giving notice of the valuation and assessment, 
stating that on a day specified, it will determine any complaint against said 
valuation, which notice must be served at least ten days before the day 
specified for a final determination of the assessment. Upon hearing the

To direct the Alabama Peanut Producers Association to provide for a 
referendum by the peanut growers of the state on the question of whether a 
system of indemnification for certain losses incurred as a result of the 
presence of Aspergillus flavus or freeze damage in peanuts is favored; upon a 
favorable vote in such referendum, to provide for the establishment of a body 
corporate to initiate, administer and regulate a system of indemnification to 
peanut farmers for certain losses incurred as a result of the presence of 
Aspergillus flavus or freeze damage in peanuts; to authorize such body to 
initiate and administer an insurance plan or to contract with underwriters to 
insure against certain losses caused by such mold or freeze damage; to 
provide for an assessment plan to finance the indemnification program; and 
to provide that the provisions of this act shall become operative upon the 
adoption of an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama empowering the 
legislature to authorize such indemnification program. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. As used in this act: 
(1) “A. flavus” shall mean Aspergillus flavus. 


(2) “Board” shall mean the board of directors of the peanut crop 
insurance corporation. 


(3) “Corporation” shall mean the peanut crop insurance corporation. 


(4) “Freeze damage” shall mean the discoloration of the peanut kernel 
caused by freeze damage. 


(5) “Peanut grower” shall mean any person whose name appears on an 
MQ-94 federal-state inspection certificate. 
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Section 2. Within 120 days after the adjournment of the 1979 Regular 
Session of the Alabama legislature, the Alabama Peanut Producers 
Association shall provide for a referendum election of the peanut growers of 
the state of Alabama on the proposition of whether such insurance program 
as provided in this act is favored. The election shall be held after notice by 
registered mail at least thirty days prior to the election has being given to 
peanut growers and at least thirty days prior to the election a news release 
publicizing such election has been printed once in at least five newspapers of 
general circulation in southeast Alabama in the counties which produce 
peanuts. The election shall be conducted by mail ballot with a ballot being 
mailed to all peanut growers in the state. On the ballots to be used at the 
election, the proposition shall be stated substantially as follows: “Do you 
favor the establishment of an insurance program for A. flavus and freeze 
damage in peanuts pursuant to the provisions of Act No. _, (herein set out the 
number of this act) 1979 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature? Yes 
( ) No (_ )."If a majority of the votes cast at the election are in the 
affirmative, this act shall be effective. Ifa majority of the votes cast are in the 
negative, this act shall have no further effect. 


Section 3. The Alabama Peanut Producers Association is hereby 
directed to establish a body corporate with the name “peanut crop insurance 
corporation” as hereinafter provided. The principal office of the corporation 
shall be located in Dothan, but there may be branch offices elsewhere in 
Alabama under rules and regulations prescribed by the board of directors of 
such corporation. 


Section 4. The management of the corporation shall be vested in a 
board of directors. Said board shall consist of six directors to be elected by the 
peanut growers as hereinafter provided and the president of the Alabama 
bea aa Producers Association who shall serve as ex officio chairman of the 

oard. 


Section 5. Within 30 days after the referendum in which a majority of 
the voters vote in the affirmative for the establishment of an insurance 
program for A. flavus and freeze damage, the president of the Alabama 
Peanut Producers Association shall cause an election by mail to be held for 
the election of a board of directors of the peanut crop insurance corporation. 
In the election of the board of directors, there shall be three districts 
established to coincide with the existing three GFA districts. Each of the 
three districts shall have two places on the board. The two places for each 
district shall be designated as Place 1 and Place 2 and a board member shall 
be elected to each place by the peanut growers of the respective districts. 
Names of candidates for the board shall appear on the ballot only in the 
district in which the candidate resides. The term of office of the initial board 
shall commence immediately upon election and those elected in each district 
to Place 1 shall hold office for two years; those elected in each district to Place 
2 shall hold office for four years. Only peanut growers shall vote in the 
election of the board members. Each director shall give bond, the premium to 
be paid by the board, in an amount to be determined by the board, payable to 
the board, conditioned upon the faithful performance of his duties as director. 
Such bond shall be executed by a surety company authorized to do business in 
this state and shall be on record in the principal office of the corporation. A 
director shall hold office until his successor has been elected and has 
qualified.

growers has been given, by such board at least one month prior to the 
expiration of the term of office of the incumbent directors, to be conducted by 
mail ballot. Vacancies occurring before the expiration of a term shall be filled 
for the remainder of the unexpired term by appointment by the remaining 
members of the board of directors, with the approval of the chairman of the 
board. 


Vacancies in the board so long as there shal] be one member representing 
each district in office shall not impair the powers of the board to execute the 
functions of the corporation, and three members in office representing the 
three different districts shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of the 
business of the board. 


In the event the GFA districts presently existing should be changed, the 
board may by unanimous vote, redistrict itself. If the vote of redistricting is 
less than unanimous, redistricting can be done only with the approval of a 
majority of the peanut growers. 


Each peanut grower desiring to be a director shall file not later than ten 
days prior to the date set for an election a nominating petition with the board, 
signed by 10 or more peanut growers in the district in which he seeks election. 
If the candidates nominated do not exceed the positions available, they shall 
be declared elected by the board and the board shall issue a news release as to 
the results of such election. No person shall be eligible to be a director unless 
he is a peanut grower in the district in which he seeks election. 


Members of the board shall receive no salaries but may be reimbursed for 
actual and necessary expenditures incurred in the performance of their 
duties. 


Section 6. The president of the Alabama Peanut Producers Associa- 
tion shall call the first meeting of the board within 15 days after the election 
of the directors. The first order of business of such board shall be to adopt the 
corporate by-laws. 


Section 7. Thecorporation shall have such powers as may be necessary 
or appropriate for the exercise of powers herein specifically conferred upon 
the corporation and all other general powers as are customary in corporations 
under the laws of this state. 


Section 8. To carry out the provisions of this act, the corporation is 
hereby authorized and empowered to: 


(1) Initiate an insurance plan itself or execute a contract or contracts 
with an underwriter to insure farmers stock peanuts rejected by federal-state 
inspection service under any plan or plans of insurance determined by the 
board to be adapted to peanuts. Such insurance shall be against losses due to 
the presence or the suspected presence, resulting in a decrease in price per 
ton, or as the board may prescribe, of Aspergillus flavus or freeze damage. 


(2) Cooperate with underwriter in fixing adequate premiums for such 
insurance at such rates as the board deems sufficient to cover claims for crop 
damages on such insurance provided that such premiums may be established 
on the basis of parity or comparable price for peanuts as determined and 
published by the secretary of agriculture of the United States or on the basis 
of an average market price designated by the board. Such premiums shall be 
collected at such time or times or shall be secured in such manner as the board 
may determine. The board shall adjust premiums on a year to year basis. 
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(3) Contract with any governmental agency or department or any 
division of the department of agriculture and industries or any other body for 
information or to provide assistance in collections and/or distributions. 


(4) To adjust and pay claims for losses in the peanut production of 
Aspergillus flavus or freeze damage under rules prescribed by the board. The 
burden of proving the presence of A. flavus or freeze damage shall be on the 
peanut grower. 


(5) Adopt and promulgate rules and regulations in the administration 
of such indemnity program and in the administration of this act. 


Section 9. The board is hereby authorized to reimburse the Alabama 
Peanut Producers Association for the costs of the election of the initial board 
members. All subsequent elections shall be paid for by the board. The board is 
authorized to use premium income for the cost of collecting the premiums and 
for the administrative and operating costs. 


Section 10. The corporation and the Alabama Peanut Producers Asso- 
ciation, respectively, are authorized to issue such regulations as may be 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this act. 


Section 11. Anaudit and examination of the books of such corporation 
shall be made by an independent auditor at the expense of the corporation. 
Such audit and examination shall be made at least once in every year and a 
copy of such examination shall be on file in the principal office of the corpora- 
tion. 

Section 12. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 

Section 13. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 14. This act shall become operative upon the adoption of an 


amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 empowering the legisla- 
ture to authorize an indemnification program for certain peanut growers.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901 is proposed, to become a part thereof when approved by a majority of 
the qualified electors voting thereon as prescribed by law and upon proclama- 
tion by the Governor: 
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PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


The legislature may hereafter, by general law, provide for an indemnifi- 
cation program to peanut farmers for losses incurred as a result of Aspergil- 
lus flavus and freeze damage in peanuts. The legislature is further au- 
thorized to provide means and methods for the financing of any such inde- 
mnification program by prescribing a procedure whereby peanut growers 
may by referendum among such growers levy upon themselves and collect 
assessments, fees or charges upon the sale of peanuts for the financing of any 
such indemnification program in cooperation with buyers, processors, deal- 
ers and handlers of peanuts. Provided, no assessment levied hereunder shall 
exceed five dollars per ton on any peanuts sold by peanut growers. The 
legislature shall provide for the collection and distribution of any such 
assessments and provide penalties for fraud in the collection or distribution 
of such assessments. The legislature shall provide for the designation of a 
nonprofit association or organization organized for the promotion and bet- 
terment of peanut production to administer and carry out such indemnifica- 
tion program which shall include the conducting of elections or referendums 
among peanut growers and to cooperate with underwriters in executing a 
contract or contracts to cover claims for crop damage due to Aspergillus 
flavus or freeze damage. Assessments, fees or other charges collected or 
disbursed as authorized by any legislative act adopted in pursuance hereof 
shall not be considered as a tax within the meaning of this Constitution or 
any provision thereof. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held on the date of the first primary, special or general election held after the 
expiration of three months from final adjournment of the current session of 
the legislature. The election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of 
Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and 
Sections 17-17-1 through 17-17-6 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the state. If a 
newspaper is not published in the county, a copy of the notice shall be posted 
at the courthouse and in three other places in the county.

(With Substitute): To make legislative findings regarding the 
shortage in the state of facilities for the care and housing of elderly, physically 
disabled, mentally ill or mentally retarded persons, orphans or other persons 
requiring special care and of the investment funds needed to finance the 
purchase, construction and rehabilitation of such facilities; to define the 
particular terms used in the substantive provisions of this act; to provide for 
and authorize the incorporation by any municipality in the state of one or 
more special care facilities financing authorities, as public corporations and 
political subdivisions of the state, upon the filing of an application with, and 
the making of certain determinations by, the governing body of such munici- 
pality; to provide for and authorize the certificate of incorporation of any such 
authority to be amended at any time and from time to time upon the filing of 
applications with, and the making of certain determinations by, the govern- 
ing body of such municipality; to provide for a board of directors of any such 
authority and the election of the members thereof; to provide for the officers 
of any such authority and the election thereof; to provide for the general 
powers to be exercised by any such authority and the conditions under which

of the state, upon the filing of an application with, and the making of certain 
determinations by, the governing body of such municipality; to provide for 
and authorize the certificate of incorporation of any such authority to be 
amended at any time and from time to time upon the filing of applications 
with, and the making of certain determinations by, the governing body of 
such municipality; to provide for a board of directors of any such authority 
and the election of the members thereof; to provide for the officers of any such 
authority and the election thereof; to provide for the general powers to be 
exercised by any such authority and the conditions under which such powers 
may be exercised; to empower any such authority to acquire facilities for 
lease or sale to certain users; to empower any such authority to make loans to 
certain users; to empower any such authority to acquire authorized purpose 
obligations created in connection with facilities operated by certain users; to 
empower any such authority to borrow money for its various corporate 
purposes and in evidence thereof to issue its notes and bonds; to prescribe 
certain terms and conditions upon which any such authority may sell and 
issue its notes and bonds; to authorize any such authority to pledge its 
revenues and mortgage or assign its assets as security for its notes and bonds; 
to provide a method for giving constructive notice of any mortgage, security 
interest, assignment or pledge created or made by any such authority; to 
provide that the notes and bonds and all other obligations of any such 
authority shall not constitute or create a debt of the state or any county, 
municipality or other political subdivision or agency thereof; to provide that 
the notes and bonds of any such authority shall constitute negotiable 
instruments; to provide for the creation of special reserve funds and 
such other funds as may be necessary or desirable for the corporate pur- 
poses of any such authority; to provide for the refunding, by the 
issuance and sale of refunding bonds, of any notes or bonds 
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theretofore issued or obligations theretofore assumed by any such authority; 
to provide that the notes and bonds of any such authority may be used for the 
investment of trust and other fiduciary funds; to exempt from all taxation in 
the state (i) the property, corporate activities, revenues and income of each 
such authority, (ii) certain transactions or actions to which each such author- 
ity is a party or in which it may be involved and (iii) the notes and bonds of 
each such authority and the income from such notes and bonds; to exempt any 
such authority from all laws of the state governing usury or prescribing or 
limiting interest rates, which exemption shall apply to any payment by any 
user pursuant to any lease, sale contract, loan agreement or authorized 
purpose obligation; to exempt any such authority from all laws of the state 
requiring competitive bids for contracts to be entered into by municipalities 
or public corporations; to prohibit the sectarian use of facilities financed or 
assisted by any such authority; to prescribe conditions for any management 
contract providing for the management of any facility by a party that is not a 
governmental agency or a not-for-profit organization; to provide for the 
liberal construction of the provisions of this Act; to provide that any county, 
municipality or other political subdivision, agency or instrumentality of the 
state may aid and cooperate with any such authority, lend or donate money or 
perform services for the benefit thereof, and, without the necessity of an 
election, donate, sell, convey, transfer, lease or grant thereto any property of 
any kind; to provide that any such authority shall be a not-for-profit corpora- 
tion; to provide that the publication of a notice of the adoption of a resolution 
authorizing the issuance of bonds or notes by any such authority will estab- 
lish a limited period after such publication within which must be commenced 
any action or proceeding questioning the validity of such bonds or notes or 
any instrument securing the same; to provide for the dissolution of any such 
authority and for the vesting of title to its properties; and to provide that the 
provisions of this Act shall be severable. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Legislative Findings. It is hereby found and declared as 
follows: there exists in the State of Alabama a serious shortage of adequate 
facilities for the housing care and treatment of persons requiring special care, 
including orphans and persons who are elderly, sick, physically disabled or 
handicapped, or mentally ill or retarded, as well as a shortage of investment 
funds needed to finance such facilities; in order to alleviate the shortage of 
such facilities, to encourage the continued operation of such facilities as now 
exist, and to enable certain not-for-profit organizations to finance such 
facilities it is necessary and desirable to authorize the creation by 
municipalities in the State of authorities which will have the power to 
increase the supply of investment funds available for such facilities by selling 
and issuing bonds and notes and using the proceeds of such bonds and notes to 
(i) acquire facilities for lease or sale to such not-for-profit organizations, (ii) 
make loans to such not-for-profit organizations in order to finance both 
capital and operating costs of such facilities and/or (iii) purchase Authorized 
Purpose Obligations (as hereinafter defined) created in connection with 
facilities operated by such not-for-profit organizations. 


Section 2. Definitions and Use of Phrases. The following words and 
phrases used in this Act, and others evidently intended as the equivalent 
thereof, shall, in the absence of clear implication herein otherwise, be given 
the following respective interpretations herein: 


“Authority” means any public corporation organized pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act. 
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“Authorized Purpose Obligations” means (i) any lease, note, installment 
sale contract or any other obligation of a User, whether general or special, 
which was entered into, made, assumed or otherwise incurred by such User, 
in whole or in part, for the purpose of financing the acquisition or ownership 
of one or more Facilities, for the purpose of obtaining funds with which to 
operate one or more Facilities or for any combination of such purposes, or (ii) 
any obligation of any kind which was entered into, made, assumed or other- 
wise incurred by the United States of America or any department, agency or 
instrumentality thereof, the State or any instrumentality or political sub- 
division thereof, or any corporation, partnership, trust, fund, foundation, 
corporation sole, or other legal entity, whether public or private, or joint 
venture or any two or more of any of the foregoing entities, and which is 
secured, in whole or in part, by a pledge or assignment of any obligation 
described in the preceding clause (i) or is payable, in whole or in part, from 
payments made in respect of any such obligation, including, without limita- 
tion thereto, any obligation described in either of the preceding clauses (i) 
and (ii) that is guaranteed by the United States of America or by any 
department, agency or instrumentality thereof. 


“Board” means the board of directors of an Authority. 
“County” means any county in the State. 


“Determining Municipality means, with respect to an Authority, any 
Municipality the governing body of which shall have made findings and 
determinations of fact pertaining to the organization of such Authority in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 3 of this Act. 


“Director” means a member of the Board of an Authority. 


“Eligible Investment” means (i) any time deposit with, or any certificate 
of deposit issued by, any bank which is organized under the laws of the United 
States of America or any state thereof and deposits in which are insured by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation or any department, agency or 
instrumentality of the United States of America that may succeed to the 
functions of such corporation; (ii) any debt securities that are direct, general 
obligations of the United States of America; (iii) any debt securities, the 
payment of the principal of and interest on which is unconditionally guaran- 
teed by the United States of America; (iv) any debt securities that are direct, 
general obligations of any of the following agencies of the United States of 
America: the Federal Land Banks, the Federal Intermediate Credit Banks, 
the Banks for Cooperatives, the Federal Home Loan Banks (including any 
joint obligations of any two or more of the foregoing agencies), the Federal 
Home Loan Mortgage Corporation (including participation certificates of the 
last named agency) and the Governmental National Mortgage Association 
(including participation certificates of the last named agency); (v) any debt 
securities that are direct, general obligations of the Federal National 
Mortgage Association; (vi) prime commercial paper or finance company 
paper which is rated not less than prime one or the equivalent thereof by 
Moody’s Investors Service, Inc., or Standard & Poor’s Corporation, or their 
successors; and (vii) any debt obligation in which an insurance company 
organized under the laws of the State may legally invest its money at the time 
of investment by an Authority. 


“Facility” means any one or more buildings or facilities designed for use 
and occupancy as (i) a retirement home, nursing home, convalescent home, 
apartment building, domiciliary facility, residence, or special care facility or 
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any combination of two or more thereof for the housing and care of elderly 
persons, whether or not any such building or facility is required to be ap- 
proved or licensed by any federal, state or local governmental agency having 
jurisdiction in the planning or operation of health care facilities, or (ii) a 
hospital, nursing home, convalescent home, domiciliary facility, residence, 
or special care facility or any combination of two or more thereof for the 
housing, care and treatment of orphans, or persons who are sick, physically 
disabled or handicapped or mentally ill or retarded, or other persons requir- 
ing special care, including, in the case of facilities described in either of the 
preceding clauses (i) and (ii), any land, buildings, medical or dental facilities, 
educational facilities, parking areas, garages, storage facilities, outbuild- 
ings, machinery, equipment, furniture and fixtures necessary or desirable in 
connection therewith; provided, however, that if any Facility is or is to be 
located within the corporate limits of any Municipality other than the De- 
termining Municipality or within any unincorporated area of any County 
other than the County or Counties in which the Determining Municipality or 
any part thereof is located, no Authority shall acquire, improve or finance 
such Facility, or acquire, hold or pledge any Acquired Purpose Obligation 
related to such Facility, or in any other way assist any User in respect of such 
Facility pursuant to the provisions of this Act, unless, in the case of any such 
Facility located within the corporate limits of any Municipality other than 
the Determining Municipality, the governing body of such other Municipal- 
ity shall adopt a resolution consenting to the actions in respect of such 
Facility proposed to be taken by such Authority and, in the case of any such 
Facility located within any unincorporated area of any County other than the 
County or Counties in which the Determining Municipality or any part 
thereof is located, the governing body of such other County shall adopt a 
resolution consenting to the actions in respect of such Facility proposed to be 
taken by such Authority. 


“Incorporators” means the natural persons forming an Authority pur- 
suant to the provisions of this Act. 


“Municipality” means an incorporated municipality in the State. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 


“User” means any corporation, partnership, trust, fund, foundation, 
corporation sole or other legal entity or joint venture of any two or more 
thereof (i) which is organized and operated exclusively for religious, charita- 
ble or educational purposes or for purposes of promoting and providing for the 
housing, health, care and/or well-being of any part of the population requir- 
ing special care and (ii) no part of the net earnings of which inures to the 
benefit of any private shareholder, member or individual. 


“Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other equivalent words 
refer to this Act as an entirety and not solely to the particular section or 
portion thereof in which any such word is used. The definitions set forth 
herein shall be deemed applicable whether the words defined are used in the 
singular or plural. Whenever used herein any pronoun or pronouns shall be 
deemed to include both singular and plural and to cover all genders. 


Section 3. Procedure to Incorporate. By proceeding in the manner set 
forth herein, any number of natural persons, not less than three (3), may 
incorporate a special care facilities financing authority in any Municipality 
of the State. Such Authority shall be organized as a public corporation and 
instrumentality of the State with the powers hereinafter set forth. The 
Incorporators shall first file with the governing body of such Municipality a 
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written application seeking permission to incorporate such Authority, which 
application shall be accompanied by a proposed form of certificate of incorpo- 
ration for such Authority and such supporting documents or evidence as the 
Incorporators may consider appropriate to show the need for such Authority. 
The said governing body shall consider the said application and shall find and 
determine whether it is wise, expedient, necessary or advisable that the 
Authority be formed; if the said governing body finds and determines that it 
is not wise, expedient, necessary or advisable that the Authority be formed, it 
shall deny the application, but if it finds and determines that it is wise, 
expedient, necessary or advisable that the Authority be formed and if it 
approves the proposed form of the certificate of incorporation of the Author- 
ity, the governing body shall adopt a resolution declaring that it has reviewed 
the application and has found and determined as a matter of fact that it is 
wise, expedient, necessary or advisable that the Authority be formed and 
declaring that it has approved the proposed form of certificate of incorpora- 
tion of the Authority. No Authority shall be formed hereunder unless the 
application required by this section shall be made and unless a resolution for 
which provision is made in this Section 3 shall be adopted. 


Within forty (40) days following the adoption of a resolution in accord- 
ance with this Section 3, the Incorporators shall proceed to incorporate the 
Authority by filing for record, in the office of the Judge of Probate of the 
County in which the Determining Municipality is located (or in case the 
Determining Municipality is located in more than one County, in the office of 
the Judge of Probate of any County in which any part of the Determining 
Municipality is located), a certificate of incorporation in the form approved by 
the governing body of the Determining Municipality, which certificate shall 
also comply in form and substance with the requirements of this Section 3 
and shall be executed in the manner hereinafter provided. 


The certificate of incorporation of any Authority shall state (i) the names 
of the persons forming the Authority, together with the address of the resi- 
dence of each thereof, that each of them is a resident of and an owner of real 
property in the Determining Municipality, and that each of them is a duly 
qualified elector of the Determining Municipality; (ii) the name of the Au- 
thority (which shall include the words, “special care facilities financing 
authority” and the name of, or other reference to, the Determining Munici- 
pality); (iii) the duration of the corporate existence of the Authority (if the 
duration is to be perpetual, subject to the provisions of Section 21 hereof, that 
fact shall be stated); (iv) the name of the Determining Municipality, together 
with the date on which the governing body thereof adopted the resolution in 
accordance with this Section 3; (v) the location of the principal office of the 
Authority, which shall be within the corporate limits of the Determining 
Municipality; and (vi) any other matters relating to the Authority that the 
Incorporators may choose to insert and that are not inconsistent with this Act 
or with the laws of the State. The certificate of incorporation shall be signed 
and acknowledged by the Incorporators before an officer authorized by the 
laws of the State to take acknowledgments to deeds. When the certificate of 
incorporation is filed for record, there shall be attached to it (a) a certified 
copy of the resolution adopted by the governing body of the Determining 
Municipality in accordance with this Section 3 (b) a certificate by the Secre- 
tary of State that the name proposed for the Authority is not identical to that 
of any other corporation organized under the laws of the State or so nearly 
similar thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. The Judge of Probate 
shall promptly examine all such documents and shall determine whether 
they are complete and regular on their face and whether the form and content 
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of the certificate of incorporation comply with the provisions of this Act. Ifthe 
Judge of Probate shall find that all such documents are complete and regular 
on their face and that the form and content of the certificate of incorporation 
comply with the provisions of this Act, he shall require all such documents to 
be recorded in the permanent records maintained in his office. Upon the filing 
of the said documents, the Authority shall come into existence and shall 
constitute a public corporation and instrumentality of the State under the 
name set forth in the said certificate of incorporation. The Judge of Probate 
shall thereupon send a notice to the Secretary of State that the certificate of 
incorporation of the Authority has been filed for record. 


The authorization of the incorporation of one Authority shall not pre- 
clude the authorization by the governing body of any Municipality of the 
incorporation of other such Authorities; provided, that such other Au- 
thorities shall be required to adopt names or designations sufficient to distin- 
guish them from any Authority theretofore incorporated. 


Section 4. Amendments to Certificate of Incorporation. The certificate 
of incorporation of any Authority may at any time and from time to time be 
amended in the manner provided in this Section 4. The Board of the Author- 
ity shall first adopt a resolution proposing an amendment to the certificate of 
incorporation, which amendment shall be set forth in full in the said resolu- 
tion and may include any matters which might have been included in the 
original certificate of incorporation of any Authority organized on the date of 
the adoption of the said resolution proposing the amendment. 


After the adoption by the Board of a resolution proposing an amendment 
to the certificate of incorporation of any Authority, the Board shall file a 
written application with the governing body of the Determining Municipal- 
ity. Such application shall (i) state that it is wise, expedient, necessary or 
advisable for the said amendment to be made and (ii) request that the 
governing body of the Determining Municipality adopt a resolution declaring 
that it has reviewed the application and has found and determined as a 
matter of fact that it is wise, expedient, necessary or advisable for the said 
amendment to be made. Every such application shall be accompanied by a 
certificated copy of the said resolution adopted by the Board proposing the 
said amendment to the certificate of incorporation, together with such docu- 
ments in support of the application as the Board may consider appropriate. 
As promptly as may be practicable after the filing of the said application with 
it, the governing body of the Determining Municipality shall review the said 
application and shall find and determine whether it is wise, expedient, 
necessary or advisable for the said amendment to be made. In finding and 
determining whether it is wise, expedient, necessary or advisable for the said 
amendment to be made, the said governing body may consider, in conjunction 
with any other factors it may deem relevant, alternative means of ac- 
complishing any lawful objective or purpose of the said amendment affecting 
the public interest. If the said governing body finds and determines that it is 
wise, expedient, necessary or advisable for the said amendment to be made, it 
shall adopt a resolution declaring that it has reviewed the said application 
and has found and determined as a matter of fact that it is wise, expedient, 
necessary or advisable for the said amendment to be made; if the said 
governing body finds and determines that it is not wise, expedient, necessary 
or advisable for the said amendment to be made, it shall deny the application. 


Within forty (40) days following the adoption by the governing body of 
the Determining Municipality of a resolution finding and determining as a 
matter of fact that it is wise, expedient, necessary or advisable for said 
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amendment to be made, the chairman of the Authority and the secretary of 
the Authority shall sign, and file for record in the office of the Judge of 
Probate of the County in which the certificate of incorporation of the Author- 
ity was filed, a certificate in the name of and in behalf of the Authority, under 
its seal, reciting the adoption of said respective resolutions by the Board and 
by the said governing body, and setting forth the said proposed amendment. 
If the proposed amendment provides for a change in the name of the Author- 
ity, there shall be filed, together with the certificate required by the im- 
mediately preceding sentence, a certificate by the Secretary of State showing 
that the proposed new name of the Authority is not identical to that of any 
other corporation then in existence and organized under the laws of the State, 
or so nearly similar to that of any other such corporation as to lead to 
confusion and uncertainty. The Judge of Probate shall promptly examine 
each such certificate and shall determine whether it is complete and regular 
on its face and whether the proposed amendment complies with the provi- 
sions of this Act. If the Judge of Probate shall find that each such certificate is 
complete and regular on its face and that the proposed amendment complies 
with the provisions of this Act, he shall require each such certificate to be 
recorded in the permanent records maintained in his office. Upon the filing of 
the aforesaid certificates, the said amendment to the certificate of incorpora- 
tion shall become effective. If the proposed amendment effects a change in the 
name of the Authority, the Judge of Probate shall promptly send a notice to 
the Secretary of State, advising him of such change. 


Section 5. Board of Directors. Every Authority shall be governed by a 
board of directors. All powers of the Authority shall be exercised by the Board 
or pursuant to its authorization. The Board shall consist of three Directors 
elected in the manner hereinafter prescribed, as soon as may be practicable 
after the organization of the Authority, by the governing body of the Deter- 
mining Municipality for staggered terms as follows: the first term of one 
Director shall begin immediately upon his election and shall end at noon on 
the second Monday of November of the next succeeding odd-numbered calen- 
dar year following his election; the first term of another Director shall begin 
immediately upon his election and shall end at noon on the second Monday of 
November of the second succeeding odd-numbered calendar year following 
his election; and the first term of the remaining Director shall begin im- 
mediately upon his election and shall end at noon on the second Monday of 
November of the third succeeding odd-numbered calendar year following his 
election. Thereafter, the term of office of each Director shall be six years, 
commencing at noon on the second Monday of November when the term of the 
immediate predecessor Director ended. If at any time there should be a 
vacancy on the Board, a successor Director to serve for the unexpired term 
applicable to such vacancy shall be elected by the governing body of the 
Determining Municipality. Each election of a Director subsequent to the 
selection of the initial Directors, whether for a full six-year term or to 
complete an unexpired term, shall be made not earlier than thirty days prior 
to the date on which such Director is to take office as such. If the term of office 
being served by any Director shall expire prior to the election of such Director 
for anew term or prior to the election of his successor by the governing body of 
the Determining Municipality, such Director shall continue to serve until his 
successor is elected and qualified, and if such Director is elected for a new 
term after the expiration of the immediately preceding term which he has 
been serving, his new term of office shall be deemed to have commenced as of 
the expiration of such immediately preceding term. 


No officer of the State or of any County or Municipality shall, during his 
tenure as such officer, be eligible to serve asa Director. Each Director must be 
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a qualified elector and the owner of real property in the cedee dtu 
Municipality. Directors shall be eligible for re-election. Each Director shal 
serve without compensation, except that he may be reimbursed for expenses 
actually incurred by him in and about the performance of his duties. No 
Director shall vote on or participate in the discussion or consideration of any 
matter coming before the Board in which he, his immediate family, or any 
business enterprise with which he is associated has any direct or indirect 
pecuniary interest; provided, however, that when any such matter is brought 
before the Board any Director having an interest therein which may be in 
conflict with his obligations as a Director shall immediately make a complete 
disclosure to the Board of any direct or indirect pecuniary interest he may 
have in such matter prior to removing himself and withdrawing from the 
Board’s deliberations and vote on the matter presented. A majority of the 
Directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. No 
vacancy in the membership of the Board or the voluntary disqualification or 
abstention of any member thereof shall impair the right of a quorum to 
exercise all of the powers and duties of the Authority. Any Director of an 
Authority may be impeached and removed from office in the same manner 
and on the same grounds provided by Section 175 of the Constitution of 
Alabama, or successor provisions thereof, and the general laws of the State 
for impeachment and removal of the officers mentioned in said Section 175, or 
successor provisions thereof. All proceedings of the Board shall be reduced to 
writing by the secretary of the Authority and maintained in the permanent 
records of the Authority. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the 
secretary of the Authority under the seal of the Authority, shall be received 
in all courts as evidence of the matters therein certified. 


Section 6. Officers of the Authority. The officers of an Authority shall 
consist of a chairman, vice chairman, secretary, treasurer and such other 
officers as its Board shall deem necessary or appropriate. The offices of 
secretary and treasurer may but need not be held by the same person. The 
chairman and vice chairman of an Authority shall be elected by the Board 
from the membership thereof; the secretary, the treasurer, and any other 
officers of the Authority may but need not be members of the Board and shall 
also be elected by the Board. The chairman, vice chairman and secretary of 
the Authority shall also be the chairman, vice chairman and secretary of the 
Board, respectively. 


Section 7. Powers of Authority. (a) Every Authority shall have all of 
the powers necessary and convenient to carry out and effectuate the purposes 
and provisions of this Act, including (without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing) the following powers: 


(1) to have succession in its corporate name for the duration of time 
(which may be in perpetuity, subject to the provisions of Section 21 hereof) 
specified in its certificate of incorporation; 


(2) to sue and be sued in its own name in civil suits and actions and to 
defend suits against it; 


(3) to adopt and make use of a corporate seal and to alter the same at 
pleasure; 


(4) to adopt, alter and repeal bylaws, regulations and rules, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act, for the regulation and conduct of its 
affairs and business; 
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(5) to acquire, whether by gift, purchase, transfer, foreclosure, lease or 
otherwise, and to expand, improve, maintain, equip and furnish one or more 
Facilities, including all real and personal properties that its Board may deem 
necessary in connection therewith, regardless of whether or not any such 
Facility shall then be in existence and, if in existence, regardless of whether 
or not any such Facility is then owned or leased by any User to which such 
Facility may subsequently be sold or leased by such Authority; 


(6) to borrow money and to sell and issue bonds, notes or other obliga- 
tions as hereinafter provided for any corporate use or purpose; 


(7) tolease to a User or Users any or all Facilities that may be owned by 
it, to charge and collect rent therefor and to terminate any such lease upon 
the failure of the lessee to comply with any of the obligations thereof, all upon 
such terms and conditions as its Board may deem advisable; 


(8) to contract to sell and convey, and to sell and convey, to a User or 
Users any or all Facilities that may be owned by it and to grant options to any 
User or Users to purchase any or all Facilities that may be owned by it, all for 
such consideration and upon such terms and conditions as its Board may 
deem advisable; 


(9) to lend, upon such terms and conditions as its Board may deem 
advisable, all or any portion of the proceeds derived from the issuance of its 
bonds, notes or obligations to a User, whether pursuant to one or more loan 
agreements or in conjunction with the lease or sale of one or more Facilities to 
such User or the purchase of an Authorized Purpose Obligation relating to a 
Facility or Facilities operated by such User, for one or more or any combina- 
tion of the following purposes: (i) to enable such User to borrow an amount not 
substantially in excess of the equity (determined on any basis not resulting in 
a higher value for any Facility in question than the estimated replacement 
cost or the appraised market value thereof, whichever may be greater) which 
such User may then have in any Facility or Facilities; (ii) to enable such User 
to refinance any outstanding indebtedness incurred or assumed in connec- 
tion with the acquisition, improvement or operation of any existing Facility 
or Facilities; (iii) to enable such User to finance the costs of acquiring (by 
purchase, construction or otherwise) one or more Facilities and/or the costs of 
expanding or improving one or more Facilities, regardless of whether any 
such Facility has theretofore been owned or leased by such User or is to be 
acquired or leased by such User; and (iv) to enable such User to borrow 
working capital for use in the oepration of one or more Facilities; 


(10) tocontract to acquire, hold, pledge, assign, sell and transfer, and to 
acquire, hold, pledge, assign, sell and transfer, one or more Authorized 
Purpose Obligations that are entered into or issued in whole or in part with 
respect to one or more Facilities; 


(11) to pledge for payment of any bonds, notes or obligations issued by 
the Authority any revenues from which such bonds, notes or obligations are 
payable as herein provided, and to mortgage or pledge any or all of its 
Facilities or any part or parts thereof or any Authorized Purpose Obligation, 
whether then owned or thereafter acquired, and to pledge the revenues, 
rentals and receipts therefrom or from any part thereof or any revenues from 
which such bonds are payable as herein provided as security for the payment 
of the principal of and the interest and premium (if any) on any bonds, notes 
or obligations so issued and any agreements made in connection therewith; 
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(12) to make, enter into, and execute such contracts, agreements, 
leases and other instruments and to take such other actions as may be 
necessary or convenient to accomplish any purpose for which such Authority 
was organized or to exercise any power expressly granted hereunder; 


(13) toenter into contracts with, to accept aid, loans and grants from, to 
cooperate with, and to do any and all things not specifically prohibited by this 
Act or the Constitution or other applicable laws of the State that may be 
necessary in order to avail itself of the aid and cooperation of the United 
States of America, the State or any agency, instrumentality or political 
subdivision of either thereof in furtherance of the purposes of this Act; 


(14) to receive and accept from any source aid or contributions in the 
form of money, property, labor or other things of value, to be held, used and 
applied to carry out the purposes of this Act, subject to any lawful condition 
upon which any such aid or contributions may be given or made; 


(15) to appoint, employ and contract with such employees and agents, 
including but not limited to architects, engineers, attorneys, accountants, 
financial experts, fiscal agents, and such other advisors, consultants and 
agents as may in its judgment be necessary or desirable, and to fix their 
compensation; 


(16) to enter into a management contract or contracts with any gov- 
ernmental agency, nonprofit organization or private business entity as may 
in the judgment of such Authority be necessary or desirable in order to 
perform more efficiently or economically various clerical, accounting and 
administrative functions for which it may become responsible in the exercise 
of the powers conferred upon it by this Act; 


(17) to procure insurance against any loss in connection with its prop- 
erty and other assets in such amounts and from such insurers as its Board 
may deem desirable; 


(18) tothe extent permitted by the contracts of such Authority with the 
holders of its bonds, notes and other obligations and if not otherwise specif- 
ically prohibited by any other provision of this Act, to invest its moneys 
(including, without limitation, (i) the moneys held in any special fund created 
pursuant to any trust indenture or resolution securing any of its bonds, notes 
or other obligations and (ii) proceeds from the sale of any bonds or notes) not 
required for immediate use in Eligible Investments; 


(19) to include in any borrowing by such Authority such amounts as 
may be deemed necessary by its Board to pay bond discount, commissions or 
other financing charges, interest on the obligations issued in evidence of such 
borrowing for such period as its Board shall deem advisable, fees and ex- 
penses of financial advisors and planning and management consultants, all 
legal, accounting, publishing, printing, recording and filing fees and ex- 
penses, and such other expenses as shall be necessary or incident to such 
borrowing; 


(20) to the extent permitted by its contracts with the holders of its 
bonds, notes and other obligations, to purchase bonds or notes of such Author- 
ity out of any of its funds or moneys available therefor, and to hold, cancel or 
resell such bonds or notes; 


(21) to procure or agree to the procurement of insurance or guarantees 
from the United States of America or any agency or instrumentality thereof, 
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or from any private insurance company, of the payment of any bonds, notes or 
any other obligations issued by such Authority, and to pay premiums or fees 
for any such insurance or guarantees; and 


(22) to do any and all things necessary or convenient to carry out its 
purposes and to exercise its powers pursuant to the provisions of this Act. 


(b) No Authority shall have the power to operate any Facility other 
than asa lessor thereof; provided, however, that the foregoing restriction on 
the power of any Authority to operate any Facility shall not Be construed to 
prohibit, limit or impair (i) the right of such Authority to terminate any lease 
of any Facility that is in default, to take possession of such Facility and to 
operate the same for such temporary period as may be necessary to protect 
and enforce the rights and remedies of the holders of any of its notes or bonds 
and (ii) to exercise any other right or remedy which may be necessary to 
prevent or cure any default under any contract of such Authority which 
provides for or relates to the security for any of its notes, bonds or other 
obligations. 


Section 8. Bonds and Notes of Authority. Any Authority shall have 
power to issue from time to time its bonds and notes in such principal amount 
as its Board shall determine to be necessary to provide sufficient funds for 
achieving any of its corporate purposes, including the payment of interest on 
any of its notes and bonds, the establishment of reserves to secure any such 
notes and bonds and all other expenditures of such Authority incident to and 
necessary or convenient to carry out its corporate purposes and powers. Any 
Authority shall also have the power to issue from time to time notes to renew 
notes and bonds to pay notes, including interest thereon and, whenever it 
deems refunding expedient, to refund any bonds by the issuance of new 
bonds, whether the bonds to be refunded have or have not matured, and to 
issue bonds partly to refund bonds then outstanding and partly for any other 
of its corporate purposes. 


If deemed advisable by the Board of any Authority, there may be re- 
tained in the resolution adopted by such Board authorizing the issuance of 
any bonds or notes an option to redeem all or any part thereof as specified in 
such resolution at such price or prices and after such notice or notices and on 
such terms and in such manner as may be provided in such resolution and as 
may be recited in summary form on the face of the bonds or notes; provided, 
that any bond of any Authority having a specified maturity more than fifteen 
(15) years after its date shall be made subject to redemption at the option of 
such Authority at the expiration of fifteen (15) years from its date and on any 
interest payment date thereafter at such price or prices and after such notice 
or notices and on such terms and in such manner as may be provided in the 
resolution adopted by the Board of such Authority authorizing the issuance of 
such bond. Any Authority may pay all expenses, premiums and commissions 
which its Board may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with 
the issuance of any of its bonds or notes. Issuance by any Authority of one or 
more series of bonds for one or more purposes shall not preclude it from 
issuing other bonds, but the resolutions whereunder any subsequent bonds 
may be issued shall recognize and protect any prior pledge or mortgage made 
for the benefit of any prior issue of bonds unless in the proceedings authoriz- 
ing such prior issue the right was reserved to issue subsequent bonds on a 
parity with such prior issue. 

Notes or bonds issued by any Authority may, as its Board may deem 


advisable, be either general obligations of such Authority or limited obliga- 
tions payable only out of certain specified revenues or assets of such

Authority; provided that any Authority may enter into contracts with the 
holders of any of its bonds or notes preventing such Authority from thereafter 
issuing general obligation bonds or notes or limiting the amount of such 
bonds or notes that may thereafter be issued. To the extent permitted by any 
contracts with the holders of outstanding bonds and notes and any other 
contractual obligations or requirements, any Authority may pledge any of its 
revenues or mortgage or assign any of its assets (whether real or personal and 
whether tangible or intangible) to secure the payment of any of its bonds or 
notes. 


All obligations created or assumed by any Authority and all bonds or 
notes issued thereby shall be solely and exclusively an obligation of such 
Authority and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State, the Deter- 
mining Municipality, or any other political subdivision of the State or public 
corporation or governmental agency existing under the laws thereof; pro- 
vided, that the provisions of this sentence shal] not be construed to release the 
original obligor from liability on any bond or other obligation assumed by any 
Authority. 


The notes and bonds issued by any Authority shall be authorized by 
resolution or resolutions adopted by its Board, shall bear such date or dates 
and shall mature at such time or times as such resolution or resolutions may 
provide, except that no bond shall mature more than forty-five (45) years 
from the date of its issue. The bonds of any Authority may be issued as serial 
bonds payable in annual installments or as term bonds or as a combination 
thereof. The notes and bonds of any Authority shall bear interest at such rate 
or rates, be in such form and denominations, either coupon or registered, 
carry such registration privileges, be executed by such officers of such Au- 
thority and in such manner, be payable in such medium of payment, at such 
place or places within or without the State and be subject to such terms of 
redemption as may be provided in the resolution or resolutions by which 
there are authorized to be issued. The notes and bonds of any Authority may 
be sold by such Authority at public or private sale, at such price or prices as 
such Authority shall determine. 


Any resolution or resolutions authorizing bonds or notes of any Author- 
ity may contain provisions, which shall constitute a part of the contract or 
contracts with the holders of such bonds or notes, pertaining to, among other 
things, the following matters: 


(1) pledging all or any part of the revenues of such Authority to secure 
the payment of such bonds or notes, subject to contracts with the holders of its 
then outstanding bonds and notes; 


(2) pledging, assigning or mortgaging all or any part of the assets of 
such Authority to secure the payment of such bonds or notes, subject to 
contracts with the holders of its then outstanding bonds and notes; 


(3) the setting aside of reserves, sinking funds or other funds and the 
regulation and disposition thereof, 


(4) limitations on the purpose to which the proceeds of sale of such notes 
or bonds may be applied and pledging such proceeds to secure the payment of 
such bonds or notes; 


(5) limitations on the issuance of additional bonds or notes, the terms 
upon which additional bonds or notes may be issued and secured, and the 
refunding of outstanding bonds or notes: 
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(6) the procedure, if any, by which the terms of any contract with the 
holders of such bonds or notes may be amended or abrogated, the amount of 
bonds or notes the holders of which must consent thereto and the manner in 
which such consent may be given; 


(7) limitations on the amount of moneys to be expended by such Au- 
thority for its operating expenses; 


(8) vesting in a trustee or trustees such property, rights, powers and 
duties as such Authority may determine; 


(9) defining the acts or omissions to act that shall constitute a default in 
the performance of the obligations and duties of such Authority to the holders 
of such bonds or notes and providing for the rights and remedies of such 
holders in the event of such default; provided, however, that such rights and 
remedies shall not be inconsistent with the general laws of the State and the 
other provisions of this Act; and 


(10) any other matters, of like or different character, which in any way 
affect the security or protection of the holders of such bonds or notes. 


Any mortgage of property granted by any Authority, any security inter- 
est in property created by it, or any assignment or pledge of revenues or 
contract rights made by it, in each case to secure the payment of its bonds or 
notes, shall be valid and binding from the time when such mortgage is 
granted, such security interest created, or such assignment or pledge is made, 
as the case may be, and the property so mortgaged, the property with respect 
to which such security interest is so created, and the revenues and contract 
rights so assigned or pledged shall immediately (or as soon thereafter as such 
Authority obtains any right thereto or interest therein) be subject to such 
mortgage, security interest, assignment or pledge, as the case may be, with- 
out physical delivery of any property, revenues or contract documents 
covered thereby or any further act, and the lien of any such mortgage, 
security interest, assignment or pledge shall be valid and binding as against 
all persons having claims of any kind in tort, contract or otherwise against 
such Authority, irrespective of whether such persons have actual notice 
thereof, from the time notice of such mortgage, security interest, assignment 
or pledge is filed for record (i) in the office of the Judge of Probate in which the 
certificate of incorporation of such Authority was filed for record and (ii) in 
the case of any mortgage or security interest covering any tangible property, 
whether real, personal or mixed, in the office of the Judge of Probate of the 
County in which such property is or is to be located pursuant to any agree- 
ment made by such Authority with any User respecting the location and use 
of such property. Such notice shall contain a statement of the existence of any 
such mortgage, security interest, assignment or pledge, as the case may be, a 
description of the property, revenues or contract rights subject thereto and a 
description of the bonds or notes secured thereby, all in terms sufficient to 
give notice to a reasonably prudent person of the existence and effect of any 
such mortgage, security interest, assignment or pledge. If the requirements 
of the preceding sentence are met, such notice may consist of (i) a summary 
statement prepared specially for the purpose of serving as such notice, (ii) an 
executed counterpart of any mortgage, security agreement, assignment, 
trust indenture or other instrument granting such mortgage, creating such 
security interest or making such assignment or pledge, as the case may be, or 
(iii) a certified copy of the resolution adopted by the Board of such Authority 
authorizing such mortgage, security interest, assignment or pledge, as the 
case may be.

Any Authority shall have power, subject to contracts with the holders of 
its then outstanding bonds and notes, to purchase for retirement and cancel- 
lation any of its bonds or notes and to use any of its available funds for such 
purpose, provided that (i) if such bonds or notes are then redeemable, the 
purchase price thereof shall not exceed the redemption price then applicable, 
plus accrued interest thereon to the date of purchase, and (ii) if such bonds or 
notes are not then redeemable, the purchase price thereof shall not exceed the 
redemption price applicable on the earliest date after such purchase upon 
which such bonds or notes become subject to redemption, plus accrued inter- 
est thereon to the date of purchase. 


The bonds or notes of any Authority may, at the discretion of such 
Authority, be issued under and secured by a trust indenture or trust inden- 
tures by and between such Authority and a corporate trustee, which may be 
any trust company or bank having the power of a trust company within or 
without the State. Any such trust indenture may contain such provisions for 
protecting and enforcing the rights and remedies of bondholders or note- 
holders as may be reasonable and proper and not in violation of law, includ- 
ing covenants setting forth the duties of such Authority in relation to the 
exercise of its corporate powers and the custody, safeguarding and applica- 
tion of all moneys. Such Authority may provide by any such trust indenture 
for the payment to the trustee thereunder or other depository of (i) the 
proceeds of any bonds or notes issued thereunder and (ii) any revenues 
pledged for the security of such proceeds and revenues, with such safeguards 
and restrictions as it may determine. All expenses incurred in connection 
with such trust indenture may be treated as part of the operating expenses of 
such Authority. 


Whether or not the notes and bonds of any Authority are of such form and 
character as to be negotiable instruments under the terms of the Alabama 
Uniform Commercial Code, such notes and bonds are hereby made negotiable 
instruments within the meaning of the Alabama Uniform Commercial Code 
and for all purposes thereof, subject only to any registration provisions of 
such notes and bonds. In case any of the Diectors or officers of any Authority 
whose signatures appear on any notes, bonds or coupons appertaining to any 
bond shall cease to be such Directors or officers before the delivery of such 
notes, bonds or coupons, such signatures shall, nevertheless, be valid and 
sufficient for all purposes to the same extent as if such Directors or officers 
had remained in office until such delivery. 


The Directors and officers of any Authority shall not be subject to any 
personal liability by reason of the issuance of any bonds or notes of such 
Authority. 


Section 9. Reserve Funds and Other Funds. Any Authority may estab- 
lish and maintain one or more special debt service reserve funds and such 
other special fund or funds as may be necessary or desirable for its corporate 
purposes and may pay into each such fund (1) any moneys contributed or 
granted to such Authority for the purpose of such fund by any governmental 
or public entity or any private party, (ii) any proceeds from the sale of bonds 
or notes to the extent provided in the resolution adopted by the Board of such 
Authority authorizing the issuance of such bonds or notes and (iii) any other 
moneys which may be made available to such Authority for the purpose of 
such fund from any other source or sources. 


Section 10. Refunding Obligations—Issuance and Sale. Any Authority 
may issue refunding bonds or notes (1) for the purpose of refunding any bonds 
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or notes then outstanding which have been issued under the provisions of this 
Act, including the payment of any redemption premium thereon, any interest 
accrued or to accrue to the date of maturity or earlier redemption of such 
bonds or notes, and any expenses of such refunding (including, without 
limitation to, attorneys’ fees, costs of printing the refunding bonds or notes, 
financial advisors’ fees and accountants’ fees), and (ii) for the purpose of 
refunding any of its bonds or notes in combination with any other corporate 
purpose of such Authority. The issuance of such refunding bonds or notes, the 
maturities and other details thereof, the rights of the holders thereof, and the 
rights, duties and obligations of such Authority in respect thereof shall be 
governed by the provisions of this Act relating to the issuance of bonds and 
nots generally, to the extent that such provisions may be appropriate there- 
or. 


Refunding bonds or notes issued by any Authority may be sold or ex- 
changed for outstanding bonds or notes issued under this Act and, if sold, the 
proceeds thereof may be applied, in addition to any other authorized pur- 
poses, to the purchase, redemption or payment of such outstanding bonds or 
notes. Pending the application of the proceeds of any such refunding bonds or 
notes for any of the purposes provided in this Section 10, such proceeds may 
be invested in any Eligible Investments pursuant to an escrow agreement 
providing for the future application of such proceeds in accordance with such 
purposes. 


Section 11. Notes and Bonds as Legal Investments. The notes and 
bonds of any Authority shall be legal investments in which the State and its 
agencies and instrumentalities, all Counties, Municipalities and other polit- 
ical subdivisions of the State and public corporations organized under the 
laws thereof, all insurance companies and associations and other persons 
carrying on an insurance business, all banks, savings banks, savings and 
loan associations, trust companies, credit unions and investment companies 
of any kind, all administrators, guardians, executors, trustees and other 
fiduciaries, and all other persons whatsoever who are now or may hereafter 
be authorized to invest in bonds or other obligations of the State, may 
properly and legally invest funds in their control or belonging to them. 


Section 12. Tax Exemption. Every Authority shall exercise its powers 
in all respects for the benefit of the people of the State, for their well being and 
for the improvement of their health and social condition, and the exemptions 
from taxation hereinafter described are hereby granted in order to promote 
the more effective and economical exercise of such powers. 


No income, excise or license tax shall be levied upon or collected in the 
State with respect to any corporate activities of an Authority or any of its 
revenues, income on profit. No ad valorem tax or assessment for any public 
improvement shall be levied upon or collected in the State with respect to any 
property during any time that title to such property is held by an Authority, 
including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, (i) any time that 
such property is leased to a User by an Authority pursuant to a lease which 
provides that title to such property shall automatically pass to such User 
upon expiration of the lease term or which gives such User the right to 
purchase such property from such Authority for a nominal consideration and 
(ii) any time that title to such property is retained by an Authority pursuant 
to a contract of sale with a User which provides that title to such property 
Cate not pass to such User until the purchase price thereof has been paid in 

ull. 
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No privilege or license taxes payable in respect of the recording or filing 
for record of any mortgage, deol or other instrument (including, without 
limitation, the privilege taxes now imposed by Chapter 22 of Title 40 of Code 
of Alabama 1975) shall be levied, charged or collected in connection with the 
recording or filing for record of (i) any mortgage, deed or other instrument 
evidencing a conveyance to or the creation of any property interest in an 
Authority, (ii) any agreement or instrument to which an Authority is a party 
and (iii) any mortgage, deed or other instrument evidencing a conveyance 
from an Authority to another party or the creation by an Authority of any 
property interest in another party. 


If, pursuant to any contractual arrangement between an Authority anda 
User, any Facility has been or is to be acquired by such Authority and leased 
or sold to such User or has been or is to be financed by a loan from such 
Authority, then in such case the gross proceeds of the sale of any property 
used in the construction and equipment of such Facility, regardless of 
whether such sale is to such Authority, such User or any contractor or agent 
of either thereof, shall be exempt from the sales tax imposed by Article 1 of 
Chapter 23 of Title 40 of Code of Alabama 1975 and from all other sales and 
similar excise taxes now or hereafter levied on or with respect to the gross 
proceeds of any such sale by the State or any County, Municipality or other 
political subdivision or instrumentality of any thereof. Further, if, pursuant 
to any contractual arrangement between an Authority and a User, any 
Facility has been or is to be acquired by such Authority and leased or sold to 
such User or has been or is to be financed by a loan from such Authority, then 
in such case any property used in the construction and equipment of such 
Facility, regardless of whether such property has been purchased by such 
Authority, such User or any contractor or agent of either thereof, shall be 
exempt from the use tax imposed by Article 2 of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of Code 
of Alabama 1975 and all other use and similar excise taxes now or hereafter 
levied on or with respect to any such property by the State or any County, 
Municipality or other political subdivision or instrumentality of any thereof. 


All bonds, notes or other obligations issued by any Authority, their 
transfer, and the income therefrom (including the interest income thereon 
and any profits made on the sale thereof) shall at all times be free from 
taxation by the State or any County, Municipality or other political subdivi- 
sion or instrumentality of the State, excepting inheritance, estate and gift 
taxes. 


Section 13. Exemption from Usury and Interest Laws. Any Authority 
and all contracts made by it shall be exempt from the laws of the State 
governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates, including, but 
without limitation to, the provisions of Chapter 8 of Title 8 of Code of 
Alabama 1975, as such laws may at any time be amended. Further, any 
payment payable directly or indirectly by any User pursuant to any lease, 
installment sale contract, loan agreement or other contract to which an 
Authority is a party, any payment pursuant to any Authorized Purpose 
Obligation, or any payment pursuant to any other obligation constituting the 
source of payment for any obligation of an Authority which, in any such case 
under the laws of the State in effect at the time, constitutes interest, or a 
payment in the nature of interest, shall be exempt from all such laws of the 
State governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates. 


Section 14. Exemption from Competitive Bid Laws. Any Authority 
and all contracts made by it shall be exempt from the laws of the State now or 
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hereafter in effect that require competitive bids for any contract to be entered 
into by municipalities or by public corporations authorized by such 
municipalities, including, but without limitation to, the provisions of Article 
3 of Chapter 16 of Title 41 of Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 15. Prohibition of Sectarian Use of Facilities. The purpose of 
this Act is to encourage private not-for-profit organizations, whether or not 
having any religious affiliation, to satisfy secular needs concerning the 
housing, care and treatment of persons requiring special care, which needs, if 
not so satisfied by such private not-for-profit organizations, would have to be 
satisfied in some degree by governmental agencies at public expense. No 
Facility acquired, improved, financed or in any way provided or assisted by 
any Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be used by a User to 
promote any sectarian purpose or to advance or inhibit any religious activity, 
nor shall any such Facility be operated by any User in a manner so pervaded 
by religious activities that the secular objectives of this Act cannot be sepa- 
rated from the sectarian interests or purposes of such User to the extent 
required by the Constitution of Alabama and the First Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States of America. Nothing contained in this Act, 
however, shall be construed to prohibit any User from providing such 
facilities and assistance as are necessary to enable the residents at any 
Facility to have such opportunities for religious experience as they may 
individually desire and be entitled to in accordance with the principles of 
religious freedom guaranteed by the Constitution of Alabama and the First 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States of America. 


Section 16. Limitations Concerning the Use of Management Con- 
tracts in the Operation of Facilities. The User of any Facility acquired, 
improved, financed or in any way provided or assisted by any Authority 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall not employ any third party that is 
not a governmental agency or a not-for-profit organization to administer or 
manage such Facility unless the following conditions with respect to such 
third party and the employment arrangement or management contract be- 
tween such User and such third party are satisfied: 


(a) such User shall be completely unrelated to such third party and 
shall be free from any aspect of control or undue influence by such third party, 
it being the intention of this Act that prohibited control of undue influence 
shall be deemed to arise from circumstances such as (i) the promotion or 
encouragement of the organization of such User by such third party for the 
primary purpose of having such User own or lease any Facility that is to be 
managed by such third party, (ii) the selection or nomination by such third 
party of any of the members of the initial or any subsequent governing body of 
such User or (iii) the past or present existence of any substantial business 
relationship between any member of the governing body of such User and any 
person who has a substantial economic interest in such third party or who by 
reason of being a partner, officer, director or stockholder of such third party 
has any significant influence in the management of its affairs; 


(b) such User shall retain ultimate control of the operation of such 
Facility, including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, (i) the 
power to make all significant decisions relating to the financial management 
of such Facility, (ii) the power to employ, or to terminate the employment of, 
the chief administrator of such Facility and all other employees holding 
positions of significant responsibility in the management of such Facility and 
(iii) the power to determine all terms and conditions upon which the benefits 
and services provided by such Facility shall be made available to persons 
needing or desiring to use the same; 
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(c) the employment arrangement or management contract between 
such User and such third party shall fix the compensation of such third party 
on a basis that is reasonably related to the value of the services performed by 
such third party and that does not transfer to such third party a substantial 
part of the financial burdens or benefits of the ownership of such Facility; and 


(d) no management contract between such User and such third party 
shall have a term greater than three years, including in such term any period 
for which such contract may be renewed or extended at the option of such 
third party. 


If the relationship between any User and any third party employed to 
administer or manage any Facility complies with the foregoing provisions of 
this section, then in such case nothing contained in this Act shall be con- 
strued (i) to prohibit the employment of such third party to administer or 
manage such Facility or (ii) to mean that such User does not operate such 
Facility for any purpose of this Act. 


Section 17. Liberal Construction. This Act shall be construed liberally 
to effect its purposes and neither this Act nor anything herein contained in or 
shall be construed as a restriction or limitation upon any powers which any 
Authority might otherwise have under any laws of the State, and the provi- 
sions of this Act are cumulative to any such powers. This Act does and shall be 
construed to provide a complete, additional and alternative method for the 
doing of the things authorized thereby and shall be regarded as supplemental 
and additional to other laws. However, the issuance of bonds, notes and other 
obligations of any Authority under the provisions of this Act need not comply 
with the requirements of any other law of the State generally applicable to 
the issuance of bonds, notes and other obligations by other public corpora- 
tions organized under the laws of the State. 


Section 18. Cooperation; Aid from Other Bodies. For the purpose of 
attaining the objectives of this Act, any County, Municipality or other politi- 
cal subdivision, public corporation, agency or instrumentality of the State 
may, upon such terms and with or without consideration, as it may deter- 
mine, do any or all of the following: (i) lend or donate money to any Authority 
or perform services for the benefit thereof; (ii) donate, sell, convey, transfer, 
lease or grant to any Authority, without the necessity of authorization at any 
election of qualified voters, any property of any kind; and (iii) do any and all 
things, whether or not specifically authorized in this Section 18, not other- 
wise prohibited by law, that are necessary or convenient to aid and cooperate 
with any Authority in attaining the objectives of this Act. 


Section 19. Earnings of the Authority. Every Authority shall be a 
not-for-profit public corporation and no part of its net earnings remaining 
after payment of its expenses shall inure to the benefit of any private person, 
except that in the event the Board of any Authority shall determine that 
sufficient provision has been made for the full payment of the expenses, 
bonds, notes and other obligations of such Authority, then any net earnings 
thereafter accruing shall be paid to the Determining Municipality. 


Section 20. Notice of Bond or Note Resolution. Upon the adoption by 
the Board of any Authority of any resolution providing for the issuance of 
bonds or notes, such Authority may, in the discretion of its Board, cause a 
notice respecting the issuance of such bonds or notes to be published once a 
week for two consecutive weeks in each County in which shall be located any 
Facility financed or in any way assisted by the issuance of such bonds or 
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notes, such publication in each such County to be in a newspaper having 
general circulation therein. Such notice shall be in substantially the follow- 
ing form (the blanks being properly filled in) at the end of which shall be 
printed the name and title of either the chairman or secretary of such 
Authority: “ ; 
a public corporation and instrumentality of the State of Alabama, on the 
day of ______._.-_+_+_+_+—————», authorized the issuance of$__-—— 
principal amount of bonds [or notes, as the case may be] of the said public 
corporation for purposes authorized in the act of the Legislature of Alabama 
under which the said public corporation was organized. Any action or pro- 
ceeding questioning or contesting the validity of the said bonds [or notes], or 
the instruments securing the same, or the proceedings authorizing the same, 
must be commenced on or before {here insert a date 
determined in accordance with the provisions of the next paragraph of this 
section].” 


The date stated in such notice as the date on or before which any action or 
proceeding questioning or contesting the validity of the bonds or notes re- 
ferred to therein must be commenced shall be a date at least thirty (30) days 
after the date on which occurs the last publication of such notice necessary for 
it to have been published at least once in all counties in which it is required to 
be published. Any action or proceeding in any court to set aside or question 
the proceedings for the issuance of the bonds or notes referred to in such 
notice or to contest the validity of any such bonds or notes, or the validity of 
any instruments securing the same, must be commenced on or before the date 
determined in accordance with the preceding sentence and stated in such 
notice as the date on or before which any such action or proceeding must be 
commenced. After such date no right of action or defense shall be asserted 
questioning or contesting the validity of such bonds or notes. or the instru- 
ments securing the same, or the proceedings authorizing the same, nor shall 
the validity of such bonds or notes or such instruments or proceedings be open 
to question in any court on any ground whatsoever, except in an action or 
proceeding commenced on or before such date. 


Section 21. Dissolution of any Authority and Vesting of Title to Its 
Properties. At any time when any Authority does not have any bonds, notes 
or other obligations outstanding and when there shall be no other obligations 
assumed by such Authority that are then outstanding, the Bourd of such 
Authority may adopt a resolution, which shall be duly entered upon its 
minutes, declaring that the Authority shall be dissolved. Upon the filing for 
record of a certified copy of said resolution in the office of the Judge of Probate 
in which the Authority’s certificate of incorporation was filed, the Authority 
shall thereupon stand dissolved, and in the event it owned any assets or 
property at the time of its dissolution, the title to all such assets or property 
shall thereupon vest in the Determining Municipality. The formation or 
dissolution of one or more Authorities authorized by any Determining 
Municipality shall not prevent the subsequent formation of other Authorities 
authorized by the same Determining Municipality. 


Section 22. Severability. The provisions of this Act are expressly de- 
clared to be severable. If any provision of this Act shall be adjudged to be 
invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction, such judgment shall not affect, 
impair or invalidate the remainder of this Act, and the operation of such 
judgment shall be limited to the provision thereof directly involved in the 
action in which such judgment shall have been rendered. 
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Section 23. Effective Date of Act. This Act shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor of the State, or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law.

exempt any such authority from all laws of the state requiring competitive 
bids for contracts to be entered into by municipalities or public corporations; 
to prohibit the sectarian use of facilities financed or assisted by any such 
authority; to prescribe conditions for any management contract providing for 
the management of any facility by a party that is not a governmental agency 
or a not-for-profit organization; to provide for the liberal construction of the 
provisions of this Act; to provide that any county, municipality or other 
political subdivision, agency or instrumentality of the state may aid and 
cooperate with any such authority, lend or donate money or perform services 
for the benfit thereof, and, without the necessity of an election, donate, sell, 
convey, transfer, lease or grant thereto any property of any kind; to provide

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 9-11-44, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to annual 
residence hunting licenses, so as to increase the fee for such licenses. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 9-11-44, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 9-11-44. Any person who has reached his sixteenth birthday and 
who has not yet reached his sixty-fifth birthday and who has resided in 
Alabama continuously for a period of not less than 90 days next preceding, 
and whois not serving as a member of the armed forces of the United States of 
America during any period of time in which the United States of America is 
in a state of war, as declared by an act of congress, must procure an annual 
state hunting license for himself before such person is entitled to hunt in this 
state by filing his application with the person in any county of the state duly 
authorized to issue said license, stating his name, age, place of residence, post 
office address, and after paying to the person issuing such a license fee of 
$10.00. Any such person may procure a county hunting license for himself by 
filing his application with the person in the county in which he permanently 
resides, duly authorized to issue said license, stating as provided above, and 
after paying to the person issuing same a license fee of $5.00. 


“The licenses required by this section shall not apply to any person or 
member of his immediate family who hunts on lands owned by him, nor shall 
it include any tenant or member of his imemdiate family who hunts on lands 
leased or rented by such tenant and who resides on such lands. 


“All persons under the age of 16 years shall be exempted from the 
requirement of procuring such licenses. Any citizen of this state over 65 years 
of age shall be exempted from the requirement of procuring a hunting license 
as provided for herein upon payment of an issuing fee not to exceed $1.00 to 
any judge of probate or license commissioner and, upon satisfactory proof to 
such judge of probate or license commissioner that he has attained the age of 
65 years, an exempted hunting license will thereupon be issued to such 
person. Such exempted license issued to any citizen of this state who has 
attained the age of 65 years shall be issued upon a lifetime basis and without 
further requirements of annual renewal. In the event such license is lost, 
such citizen may acquire a similar license by paying to any judge of probate or 
license commissioner an issuing fee not to exceed $1.00 and upon again 
presenting satisfactory proof that he has attained the age of 65 years. 


“All license fees collected under this section shall be deposited in the 
state treasury to the credit of the game and fish fund.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective October 1, 1979.

The Senate has passed the following House Bills and returns same 
herewith to the House:

Oyster Shop License.—Any person, firm or corporation 
engaged in the buying in shell, opening, washing and packing in volume or 
containers, oysters for resale purposes in a non-processed state shall first 
obtain an “oyster shop” license upon payment of $50.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee 
per outlet. 


Section 5. Commercial Boat License.—Before any person, firm or 
corporation may engage in the taking, attempting to take or catch, or 
unloading of any seafoods for commercial purposes utilizing a vessel, boat or 
watercraft, he or it shall first obtain a “commercial boat” license upon 
payment of $50.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee per boat under fifty feet (50’) in 
length and $100.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee for boats fifty feet (50') and over in 
length. Menhaden boats or vessels over fifty feet (50’) in length shall pay a fee 
of $200.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee per boat. For the purpose of this Act, the 
vessel itself is licensed and said vessel may be borrowed, rented or sold during 
the license year without any renewal of the license from one user to another 
and said license shall remain onboard the boat and be available for 
inspection. In addition to said license each boat will be issued an annual decal 
which shall be displayed on the vessel’s port side immediately to the rear of 
the vessel’s name or registration number.

Transport License-——Except as otherwise provided herein, 
before any person, firm or corporation may use motor vehicles to transport 
seafood of any kind for commercial purposes, said person, firm or corporation 
must purchase and have in possession a “transport” license upon payment of 
$25.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee for each vehicle used to transport seafood. Said

However, individuals can take or have in possession up 
to, but no more than, 50 legal size oysters for personal noncommercial 
purposes without purchasing an “oyster catcher” license. 


Section 8. Crab Catcher License.—Any person participating in the 
taking of crabs for commercial purposes must first obtain and have in posses- 
sion a “crab catcher” license upon payment of $30.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee. 
Individuals can use up to, but not more than, three (3) crab traps for taking 
crabs for personal noncommercial use and can take or have in possession up 
to, but not more than, 50 crabs without purchasing a “crab catcher” license. 
All crab traps must be marked according to regulations of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources. 


Section 9. Commercial Angling and Spear License.—Any person who 
takes, catches or attempts to take or catch seafood for commercial purposes 
with a hook and line or any fishing rod and line or spear or gig, and who lands 
such seafood in any port of Alabama for commercial purposes, must first 
purchase and have in possession a “commercial angling and spear” license 
upon payment of $10.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee. 


Section 10. Trawl-Seine License.—Before any person, firm or corpora- 
tion may use any trawl or seine for the purpose of taking, catching or 
attempting to take or catch any seafood within the territory of the State of 
Alabama, said person, firm or corporation must obtain and have in possession 
a “trawl-seine” license, paying therefor as follows: On each seine and trawl 
up to and including 30 feet in length, $50.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee; on each 
seine and trawl over 30 feet and up to and including 300 feet, $75.00 plus 50¢ 
issuance fee; and each seine over 300 feet, including menhaden purse seine, 
$200.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee. Provided, however, persons using 16-foot or 
smaller trawls who do not sell their catch will be exempted from this license 
requirement. A “try net” when used in conjunction with one or more licensed 
trawls by commercial fishermen will not be included as a taxable seine or 
trawl under this Section. 


Section 11. Gill and Trammel Net License.—Before any person, firm 
or corporation may use any gill or trammel net or similar entangling net for 
the purpose of taking or attempting to take or catch any seafood, said person, 
firm or corporation must obtain and have in possession a “gill and trammel 
net” license, paying therefor as follows: Nets up to and including 300 feet, 
$25.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee; nets over 300 feet and up to and including 1,200 
feet, $50.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee; and on each net over 1,200 feet and up to 
and including 3,000 feet, $75.00 plus 50¢ issuance fee. Two or more nets tied 
together and fished as one unit may be considered as one net for the purpose of 
this Section. 


Section 12. It shall be a violation of this Act for persons holding a 
seafood business license or a seafood retail license, or an oyster shop license to 
purchase fish, shrimp, crabs or oysters from persons who have not purchased 
the commercial licenses as provided for in this Act. 
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Section 13. All licenses required herein must be purchased from the 
office of the Marine Resources Division of the Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources or its authorized agents. 


Section 14. License Expiration.—All licenses required herein shall 
expire on the 30th day of September of each year. 


Section 15. License Fees of Nonresidents.—All such license fees as 
outlined in this Act shall apply to residents of this State and to residents of 
any state with which the Commissioner has entered into a reciprocal agree- 
ment. Nonresidents from states other than those who have entered into 
reciprocal agreements with the State of Alabama shall pay a license fee equal 
to that required of a resident of Alabama to fish or operate in the nonresi- 
dent’s state unless that fee be less than the fees required by this Act and in 
such cases he will be required to pay the same fees as set forth in this Act for 
residents of the State of Alabama. 


Section 16. The licenses required by this Act are in addition to any 
licenses or permits that might be required by other provisions of the laws of 
this State. 


Section 17. Penalty for Violation of this Act.—Any person, firm or 
corporation found guilty of violating any provision of this Act or any rule or 
regulation pursuant hereto pertaining to seafood or marine resources shall 
be fined or penalized as follows: not less than $100.00 fur the first offense; 
$200.00 and loss of license for 30 days for the second offense; $500.00 and/or 
30 days in jail and loss of license for one (1) year for the third and any 
successive offenses. 


Section 18. The proceeds from the sale of all licenses and all fees 
required by any of the provisions of this Act shall be deposited to the credit of 
the Marine Resources Fund and shall be used by the Marine Resources 
Division for the protection, management, research and development of the 
State’s seafood resources. 


Section 19. Repealer Clause.—Code of Alabama 1975, §$ §$9-12-2, 
9-12-4, 9-12-8, 9-12-35, 9-12-42, 9-12-47, 9-12-52, 9-12-53, 9-12-80, 9-12-82, 
9-12-84 through 9-12-90, 9-12-93, 9-12-112 through 9-12-114 and 9-12-120 
are hereby expressly repealed. All other laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with the provisions of this Act are also hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 20. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 21. This Actshall become affective on October 1, 1979, after its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.
